GROOM  MCMUMENT 

The  highlight  of  the  Annual  Groom  Family  Reunion  in  Lenoir  County's 
Sandy  Bottom  Community  near  Kinston,  N,  C,  on  the  third  Sunday  in  August,  195>2, 
was  the  unveiling  of  the  marker  which  was  erected  on  the  grounds  of  the  (  Meeting 
House")  Church  shortly  before  the  date  of  the  Reunion  by  members  of  the  Groom 
Family,  Mr.  Henry  Marion  Groom,  of  Ra  F,  D,  1,  Knightdale,  N.  C,  was  largely 
responsible  for  its  erection  both  financially  and  spiritually.  The  inscription 
was  composed  by  Miss  Junie  Whitfield,  of  Kinston,  N*  C#  assisted  by  Mrs,  John  H, 
Rouse,  Sr.  of  LaGrange,  N.  G.  Betty  Ann  Groom,  daughter  of  Jesse  M,  Groom  and 
"Mickey"  Elmore,  son  of  Mrs,  Trudy  Groom  Elmore,  of  Kinston,  N,  C,  unveiled  the 
marker,  which  followed  the  address  of  Mayor  Guy  Elliott  of  Kinston,  N.  C,

Dear  Friends*  my  Kinsmen: 

This  booklet,  which  I  have  named,  "THE  GROOM  FAMILY"  has  been  prepared  and 
assembled  by  me  in  my  spare  time  over  a  period  of  several  years.  When  this  pro¬ 
ject  was  begun,  I  knew  very  little  of  the  history  of  the  Groom  family  and  had 
only  a  few  records. 

Except  for  a  short  history  written  in  19U5  by  Mrs.  Lillian  F.  Wood,  New  Bern, 
N.  C,,  which  can  be  found  in  the  N,  0.  Archives  and  History,  Search  Room,  Raleigh, 
N.  C.,  I  was  able  to  find  very  little  assembled  information  on  the  Groom  family.  : 

This  booklet  might  be  compared  with  a  patchwork  quilt  sewed  together  piece  by 
piece.  My  first  objective  was  to  obtain  a  genealogy  of  the  descendants  of  my  g- 
grandfather,  Rev.  Joseph  Rasberry  Groom,  who  had  lived  in  Lenoir  County,  near  Kin¬ 
ston,  North  Carolina,  He  was  a  highly  respected  Baptist  minister  in  his  day, and 
his  memory  remained  "green"  in  the  hearts  of  those  living  as  recollections  of  him 
were  passed  down  from  generation  to  generation.  I  was  handicapped  without  names 
and  addresses  of  present  generations.  As  the  work  progressed,  several  loaned  me 
a  few  records  in  their  possession,  for  which  I  am  indeed  grateful.  Had  it  not  been 
for  those  who  worked  in  the  past  on  the  Groom  family  records  in  an  attempt  to  un¬ 
ravel  the  more  distant  past,  this  booklet  in  its  entirety  would  not  have  been  pos¬ 
sible.  Realizing  how  many  people  had  worked  on  the  Groom  records  only  to  die  with 
the  data  stored  unassembled,  with  much  of  the  information  foreign  to  others,  I 
desired  to  share  the  information  I  could  obtain  with  others.  Learning  of  this, Mr. 
John  E.  Groom,  of  Wilson,  N.  C.,  loaned  me  the  genealogy  records  of  his  cousin, 
Robert  Groom  Aldredge,  former  Weather  Bureau  Librarian,  of  Washington,  D.  C.  Al¬ 
most  all  the  names  therein  were  foreign  to  me,  therefore,  since  Mr.  Aldredge  was 
deceased  at  the  time,  and  no  one  else  was  familiar  with  his  records,  it  was  more 
than  a  year  later  before  I  had  enough  information  on  hand  to  attempt  to  assemble 
the  family  by  generations.  To  his  limited  genealogy,  I  have  added  as  many  as  I 
could  obtain  to  date.  This  has  been  done  by  personal  contact  of  the  descendants 
of  Daniel  Groom  and  by  correspondence  with  various  Groom  descendants  all  over  the 
United  States  and  overseas.  The  mailing  list  outlined  in  Part  IV  which  contains 
in  particular  the  heads  of  families  now  living  was  obtained  one  by  one  over  a  few 
years  through  a  chain  of  letters.  In  this  project  I  have  used  the  above  referred 
to  records,  those  of  Miss  Junie  Whitfield  and  Mrs.  Bessie  Temple  Kennedy,  of  Kin¬ 
ston,  N.  G. ,  three  charts  made  by  John  Daniel  McCurry,  then  of  Tulsa,  Oklahoma, now 
of  Honolulu,  Hawaii,  who  did  research  on  the  Groom  family  in  the  early  thirties, 
one  chart  made  by  Miss  Mary  F.  Groom,  of  28  E.  56th  St,,  New  York,  22,  N.Y.,  in¬ 
formation  obtained  from  tombstones,  Bibles,  books  in  the  Public  libraries  and 
Public  records,  and  others.  I  have  been  assisted  by  my  niece,  Miss  Ann  Maria 
Yongue,  of  Charlotte,  N.  G,  Mrs.  John  T,  Vannerson,  of  Columbia,  S.  C.  loaned  me 
her  entire  Groom  file  which  contained  some  records  which  are  used  herein.  Judge 
Henry  A,  Grady,  of  New  Bern,  N.  C. ,  kindly  consented  for  me  to  use  a  copy  of  his 
address  to  the  Groom  Reunion  at  Sandy  Bottom,  near  Kinston,  North  Carolina,  in 
1937*  Mr,  Herman  Lee  Groom  who  works  in  Washington,  D,  C.  furnished  some  records 
showing  some  of  the  Groom  family  as  found  in  the  early  census  records.  Others,  too 
numerous  to  mention, have  furnished  Bible  records  and  other  data. 

In  an  attempt  to  help  the  family  trace  his  or  her  particular  line  of  descent, 

I  have  charted  most  of  the  persons, whose  names  I  have  obtained, through  a  series  of 
charts.  Through  the  use  of  one  or^  more  of  the  charts,  it  is  hoped  that  all  may 
be  able  to  find  his  or  her  line  of  descent  from  Daniel  Groom.  After  the  will  of 
Daniel  Groom  and  other  early  records  came  into  my  possession,  I  desired  to  fit  as 
many  Groom  descendants  as  I  could  into  the  larger  family  tree.

The  number  system  as  used  herein  in  the  genealogy  section  was  originated  by  me 
in  the  hopes  that  it  will  help  in  tracing  from  one  generation  to  another,  back  - 
ward  or  forward.  Both  names  and  numbers  are  listed  with  some  repetition,  because 
I  wanted  it  to  be  simple  enough  for  even  a  child  to  use  it. 

It  would  be  unusual  indeed  if  in  a  work  of  this  kind  there  were  no  errors  or 
omissions,  and  if  you  find  such,  I  invite  you  to  let  me  know.  It  is  my  hope  that 
this  booklet  will  stimulate  interest,  renew  acquaintances,  help  others  to  become 
acquainted,  and  will  cause  others  to  dig  out  their  family  Bibles  and  records  and 
share  the  information  with  others. 

Realizing  not  all  Groom  descendants  are  listed,  a  loose-leaf  binder  was  se¬ 
lected  so  that  additional  data  and/or  families  might  be  added  In  the  future,  as 
this  Is  a  book  that  could  grow  and  grow,  without  end. 

This  project  has  been  both  interesting  and  exciting,  but  at  the  same  time  it 
has  been  slow,  tedious,  expensive  and  time  consuming.  To  continue  this  project 
over  a  life-time  would,  no  doubt  reveal  more  data,  but  feeling  that  you  want  the 
records  to  enjoy  now  has  made  me  decide  to  publish  what  I  have  obtained  to  date. 

I  want  each  of  you  to  feel  that  this  is  your  book,  as  only  through  your  help 
and  cooperation  would  this  publication  have  been  possible.  It  is  my  hope  that  you 
will  cherish  it,  preserve  it  for  future  generations,  and  that  you,  as  I  am,  are 
proud  of  your  GROOM  ancestry.

Dear  Mrs,  Larkins, 

From  further  researches  in  the  History  of  Limerick,  I  find  that  the  Croom 
families  descended  from  the  line  of  "Heber",  the  first  King  of  Ireland,  and  that  in 
331;  "The  Great  King  Grom ’than  (than  for  great)  died  in  Limerick,  He  was  a  descen¬ 
dant  of  Olsel  Ollum  of  the  line  of  Heber,  He  reigned  for  nineteen  years.  He 
carried  his  name  into  Breton,  in  the  reign  of  Valentinian,  where  he  was  aided  by 
the  "Picks",  who  were  then  his  tributaries.  Then  sailing  to  America,  now  Bretagne 
in  Paris,  he  conquered  that  country  and  returned  to  Limerick  with  great  booty  and 
hostages. 

In  those  days,  the  Irish  were  Pagans  and  worshipped  Pagan  Gods.  One  of  these 
was  at  Croom  where  I  reside,  another  at  Lough  Lin  (?)  called  "The  Irish  Jupiter 
Croom". 

All  the  old  ancient  Irish  families  were  married  into  those  Croom  families  and 
down  along  the  ages  the  names  changed  from  generation  to  generation,  as  did  the 
names  of  other  Irish  families.  This  was  because  of  the  persecution  of  the  Danes 
and  later  of  the  English,  To  save  their  lives,  they  changed  from  Croma  to  Cromie, 
Cromer,  Croome,  Crumly ,  Crumlin,  and  hundreds  of  other  similar  names,  all  hinging 
upon  Crom,  which  with  "a"  added,  namely  "Croma"  is  the  correct  pronunciation  of  the 
old  Irish  name.  There  are  some  families  still  in  Ireland  whom  I  have  located, 
named  Croome  and  Cromie,  and  Cromlin  and  Crommy,  etc.,  but  they  can  give  no  account 
of  their  ancestors  beyond  two  or  three  generations.  Many  of  the  Great  King  Grom's 
followers  settled  in  Ihgland  when  he  invaded  that  country;  and  others  in  France  and 
Germany,  and  they  still  retain  the  name  in  those  countries.  But  one  thing  is 
certain,  and  that  is  that  your  name  and  ancestors  were  the  oldest  and  most  ancient 
families  in  Ireland,  as  were  rny  own  who  were  connected  over  and  over  again  by 
marriage,

Further  to  my  letters  of  the  l5th,  2i;th  and  the  30th  inst.  I  now  have  pleasure 
in  sending  you  a  further  installment  of  the  history  of  the  Croom  Family, 

Up  to  the  coming  of  St.  Patrick,  about  the  year  [;30,  the  inhabitants  of  Ireland

were  Pagans  and  worshipped  Pagan  Gods*  The  Great  God  Groma,  (spelled  in  English  6 
Cromthan) — *th  and  ’n  are  not  sounded  in  Irish  pronunciation  of  the  name —  was  a 
great  King.  Many  old  castles  and  places  bear  his  name  in  this  and  other  countries 
to  -tills  dayj  such  as  Groom  Castle,  at  Groom;  Groom  Louch,  at  Groom,  and  Loughin  (?) 
Croomhill,  all  in  Go.  Limerick;  and  Grom  Castle,  Co.  Fermanagh.  He  died  in  338, 
having  ascended  the  throne  at  Limerick  in  319.  He  was  descended  from  the  line  of 
Heber,  and  mine  from  the  line  of  Cormac,  both  of  which  houses  became  united  in 
marriage  prior  to  and  after  the  year  i|00. 

The  Danes,  after  invading  the  country  and  plundering  the  properties  of  the  old 
Irish  families,  caused  the  latter  to  combine  and  fight  the  invaders.  The  second 
Cormac,  King  of  Coshel,  and  Bishop  of  Goshel,  and  Emly  (?),  son  of  Cormac 
McGullenan,  both  of  whom  were  descendents  of  Croma’s  stock  and  Cormac’s,  fought 
great  battles  successfully  against  the  Danes,  but  it  was  not  until  the  reign  of 
Brian  Boru,  who  also  descended  from  Croma  and  Cormac  the  first,  that  the  Danes  were 
completely  defeated.  During  all  those  years  many  families  were  wiped  out  by  the 
continuous  wars.  The  invasion  of  the  English  completed  the  wiping  out  of  most  of 
the  ancient  families  including  the  Croma* s,  most  of  whom  changed  their  names  to 
save  their  lives,  as  did  most  of  mine.  Thus  we  see  thru*  the  pages  of  history, 
Mulrains,  Hallorans,  McMorraough,  and  many  others.  Who  would  recognize  these  as 
Ryan  or  0* 'Ryan?  But  they  were  all  descended  from  the  first  Gormac  and  their 
original  names  were  pronounced  Ryan  or  Rinn.  So  too,  the  names  Grooms,  Grom,  Groom, 
Cromach,  Gromlin,  Cromie,  Crommy,  Crummy  and  a  dozen  others.  Indeed  many  of  the 
Ryans  and  Croma’s  took  English  names  and  hold  them  to  this  day, 

Irish  history  is  a  very  sad  one  in  many  respects,  but  yet  a  noble  one.  Many  of 
our  ancestors,  after  embracing  Christianity,  gave  up  their  lives  and  properties 
during  the  Danish  and  English  persecutions  rather  than  give  up  their  faith  while 
others  placed  their  lives  and  properties  before  their  faith  and  supported  the 
invaders.  Your  ancestors  and  mine  were  those  that  chose  the  nobler  path  and  thus 
left  descendents -hewers  of  wood  and  drawers  of  water,  not  only  here  in  Ireland,  but 
in  many  foreign  lands,  where  they  were  forced  to  go  to  seek  a  new  home,  and  fortunes 
wrested  from  them  by  confiscation  in  this  little  spot  called  Ireland,  that  sent  its 
saints  and  scholars,  before  this  Danish  and  English  invasion,  into  every  lard  under 
the  sun,  to  speed  Civilization  and  Christianity, 

Thus  can  our  names  and  nationality  be  traced  even  down  to  the  present  day,  in 
every  civilized  country  under  God’s  great  skies.  Yes,  Mrs.  Larkins,  your  ancestors 
were  Irish,  earliest  of  the  Irish,  and  you  are  surely  one  of  the  descendants  of  the 
old  ancient  Kings  of  Ireland.  I  hope  you  will  be,  as  I  am,  proud  of  it  too.

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The  following  records  relative  to  Daniel  and  Joel  Groom,  the  tithables  of  King 
William  Parish,  the  will  of  Daniel  Groom,  and  other  early  records  were  among  the 
Groom  Records  of  Miss  Junie  Whitfield,  Kinston,  N.  G#  (now  deceased  )  and  her  sister, 
Miss  Hattie  Lou  Whitfield,  of  Kinston,  N.  C,  informs  the  writer  that  Miss  Junie 
obtained  them  through  her  cousin,  James  B#  Whitfield,  of  Florida.  He  most  likely 
obtained  them  either  through  Col.  W#  B.  Rodman,  of  Norfolk,  Va#  or  John  B.  McCurry 
of  Tulsa,  Ohlahoma,  both  of  whom  did  research  on  the  Groom  Family# 

DANIEL  GROOM  -  PROGENITOR  OF  THE  GROOMS  OF  NORTH  CAROLINA 


With  the  meager  information  available  at  this  late  date,  now  nearly  two  hundred 
years  after  his  death,  it  is  impossible  to  write  both  accurately  and  interestingly 
of  Daniel  Groom  of  New  Kent,  Henrico  and  Goochland  Counties,  Virginia, 

The  records  of  Henrico  County  show  that  on  February  1,  1717,  Michael  Cantipe,  in 
consideration  of  five  schillings  current  money;  for  the  term  of  one  year,  leased  to 
Daniel  Groom  52  acres  of  land  in  Henrico  County  on  the  south  bank  of  the  James  River. 
This  lease  recited  that  it  was  for  the  purpose  and  "to  the  intent  that  by  virtue 
hereof  and  of  the  statute  for  transferring  uses  into  possession,  the  said  Daniel 
Groom  may  be  in  actual  possession  of  the  said  land  and  premises,  and  be  enabled  to 
take  and  accept  of  a  grant  and  release  of  the  reversion  and  inheritances  of  the  said 
land  and  premises,"* 

On  February  3,  1717,  by  deed  of  release,**  Michael  Cantipe  completed  the  sale  and 
transfer  to  Daniel  Croome.  In  the  release,  the  name  is  spelled  with  the  final  "e". 
Michael  Cantipe  was  one  of  the  French  Hugenots  that  came  to  Virginia  in  1700. 

The  tract  of  land  thus  conveyed  was  a  part  of  the  first  5000  acres  granted  by 
the  state  of  Virginia  to  the  French  Hugenots ' in  order  to  aid  them  as  refugees  flee¬ 
ing  from  the  tyranny  of  Louis  XIV  of  France.  Michael  Cantipe  was  in  all  probability 
one  of  the  French  Hugenots,  beneficiaries  of  the  legacy  of  2000  pounds  left  by  Sir 
John  Geventry  in  1686  for  the  benefit  of  the  French  Hugenots  in  England;  his  wife 
Elizabeth  joined  in  the  execution  and  acknowledgement  of  the  release  for  the  purpose 
of  releasing  her  dower  rights.  This  conveyance,  with  subsequently  mentioned  docu¬ 
ments,  shows  that  in  or  about  1717,  Daniel  Croome  moved  from  New  Kent  County  to 
Henrico  County,  where  for  eight  years,  1717-1725,  he  made  his  home  among  the  French 
Hugenots# 

It  is  reasonably  certain  that  Daniel  Croome  and  Joel  Croome,  both  of  New  Kent 
County,  were  akin;  what  the  relationship  was  cannot  now,  in  all  probability,  be 
ascertained;  most  probably  father  and  son#

GEORGE  et  al,  know  ye  that  for  divers  good  causes  and  considerations  but  more  espe- 
cilly  for  and  in  consideration  of  the  sum  of  I4O  shillings  of  good  and  lawful  money 
for  our  use  paid  to  our  Revenues  in  this  our  Colony  and  Dominion  of  Va,  We  have  given 
granted  and  confirmed  and  by  these  presents  for  us  our  heirs  and  successors  do  grant 
and  confirm  unto  Daniel  Groom,  one  certain  tract  or  parcel  of  land  containing  j;\X 
acres, lying  and  being  on  the  pouth  side  James  River  in  the  county  of  Henrico  and  on 
a  branch  running  into  Jones  Creek  from  the  south---”  Witness  our  trusty  and  well 

beloved  Alexander  Spotswood  pur  Lt#  Gov,  at  Williams burgh  under  the  seal  of  our  col¬ 
ony  the  22nd  day  of  June,  ±722  in  the  6th  year  of  our  Reign,  -  A  Spotswood* 


For  those  interested,  we  attach  a  copy  of  Daniel  Groom’s  will,  and  the  inventory 
of  his  estate.  He  was  evidently  a  man  of  some  means,  and  no  doubt  took  an  honorable 
part  in  the  affairs  of  that  day.  He  left  surviving  him  six  children,  Abell,  the 
eldest,  Major  and  Dorothy,  both  under  age  at  the  time  of  his  death,  who  were  to 
live  with  Susannah,  his  wife,  until  they  arrived  of  agej  Jesse,  who  was  to  have  the 
plantation  after  his  mother's  death,  and  Sara  and  Judith,  his  youngest  daughters, 
were  to  have  his  movables,  should  Susannah,  his  wife,  die  or  remarry, 

Abell,  the  eldest  son,  sold  his  patrimony  in  1737  and  moved  to  near  New  Bern, 
North  Carolina  in  17^1, 

Major,  the  next  eldest  son,  moved  to  North  Carolina  in  17Wi,  settling  at  Falling 
Creek,  now  Lenoir  County, 


Jesse,  the  youngest  son,  settled  in  North  Carolina  in  or  before  1757*  as  he  sold 
his  patrimony  in  that  year,  probably  the  time  of  the  death  of  his  mother,  Susannah, 


In  Abidience  to  an  order  of  Goochland  County  Court  Feb,  2i|th,  1735-36,  we  the 
Subscribers  being  first  sworn  before  Mr,  John  Netherland  one  of  his  Magty,  Justice

We  have  been  unable  to  find  anything  which  would  definitely  determine  the  date 
of  birth  of  Daniel  Croome.

His  eldest  son  was  Abell,  who  in  1731*,  the  date  of  his  father’s  will,  was  of  age, 
living  on  one  of  his  father’s  plantations,  having  a  home  of  his  own, 

Abell’s  oldest  child  was  Elizabeth  who  married  Loverick  Young,  and  had  a  child 
bom  to  them  in  1?1j.^,-5bbbbbb*-

Assuming  Elizabeth  to  have  been  20  years  of  age  when  her  first  child  was  bom, 
she  was  born  about  1?2S;  assuming  further  her  father  Abell  to  have  been  21  years  of 
age  when  Elizabeth  was  born,  this  would  put  his  birth  about  1701*,  and  assuming 
Daniel  to  have  been  21  years  of  age  when  Abell  was  born,  would  place  Daniel’s  birth 
about  or  prior  to  1683 •

Hie  widow,  Susanna,  married  Charles  Holmes  sometime  prior  to  July  1737,  as  the 
records  of  Goochland  County,  Virginia  show  that  at  the  court  of  Goochland  County, 
held  July  1737,  Charles  Holmes  and  Susanna,  his  wife,  executrix  of  the  last  will 
and  testament  of  Daniel  Groom,  were  defendants  in  an  action  for  debt. -ft 

He  was  a  "Smith"  by  trade;  he  so  styles  himself  in  a  bond  given  to  John  Nether- 
land  on  October  22,  1731*,  conditioned  to  make  title  to  a  tract  of  land  he  had  con¬ 
tracted  to  sell,-ftft  and  the  inventory  of  his  estate  contains  the  item  "To  one  Negro 
boy  Smith  tools  36  pounds," 

As  to  his  religion,  he  was  in  all  probability  a  member  of  the  "Society  of  FriencfeJ' 
(Quakers) 

His  near  neighber  s  and  those  from  whom  he  bought,  and  to  whom  he  sold  lands  just 
before  his  death;  one  of  the  witnesses  to  his  will  and  witnesses  to  his  deeds  and 
contracts  were  that  religious  belief. 

This  may  account  for  the  fact  that  neither  his  marriage  nor  the  date  of  the  birth 
of  his  children  are  to  be  found  among  any  of  the  Vestry  or  other  church  records 
which  have  been  examined  at  our  request. 

The  members  of  the  "Society  of  Friends"  refused  to  have  their  marriages,  deaths 
or  births  of  their  children  recorded  in  the  records  of  the  established  "Church  of 
Ehgland"  though  the  law  so  required. 

The  "Friends  Records  of  Henrico  County,  Va»,  1699-175?,  White  Oak  Swamp  Me  ting 
House"  do  not  show  the  names  of  any  Grooms  as  a  member  of  the  Society.

The  "Magazine  of  History  and  Biography"  (published  at  Richmond,  Va,)  has  pub- 
lished  serially,  the 

"Vestry  Book  of  King  William  Parish,  1707-1750," 

(Translated  from  the  French  and  annotated  by  Prof*  R.W*  Fife,  Wesleyan  University, 
with  an  introduction  of  Col,  R«L.  Maury,  Richmond,  Va.) 

"From  the  original,  the  property  of  Mrs*  Leila  Walker,  Ft.  Estel,  Ky. " 

From  this  publication,  we  quote. from  the  introduction: 

"In  1700  came  the  largest  party  yet,  bound  for  Manakin  Town,  under  the  special 
auspices  of  King  William  and  the  special  favor  of  Virginia,  To  secure  such  coveted 
colonists,  laws  had  been  made  from  time  to  time,  granting  unusual  privileges  to  all 
that  came.  They  were  admitted  to  full  citizenship  immediately  upon  arrival,  with 
right  to  worship  God  as  they  would,  under  ministers  of  their  own  selection,  and 
later  still  further  to  attract,  and  in  response  to  the  King's  regard,  that  they 
should  be  welcomed  and  assisted  by  the  colony,  it  donated  for  their  settlement  a 
tract  of  10,000  acres,  the  best  on  James  River,  twenty  miles  above  Richmond,  being 
the  deserted  village  of  the  Monacan  Indians,  exempted  from  taxation  and  constituted 
their  settlement  King  William  Parish,  to  be  under  their  exclusive  control,  with  the 
right  to  select  and  have  two  pastors,  whom  thqy  were  to  support. 

The  first  settlement  of  them  sailed  from  the  Thames  in  1700,  aboard  the  Mary  Ann, 
with  their  pastor  Claude  Phillip  de  Richborg,  led  by  Marquis  de  la  Mucej  the  second, 
aboard  the  Peter  and  Anthony,  arrived  soon  after,  with  the  beloved  Birgam  de  Joux 
of  Lyons,  ordained  by  the  Bishop  of  London  to  be  their  pastor,  and  who  x^as  the  real 
founder  and  leader  of  the  whole  settlement}  the  third  soon  followed,  and  the  fourth, 
aboard  the  Nassau,  with  Lewis  la  Dance,  pastor.  Each  brought  about  two  hundred. 
Passenger  lists  of  all  save  the  third  and  partial  list  of  the  inhabitants  of  Manakin 
Town,  at  sundry  dates,  have  been  published  by  the  Virginia  Historical  Society,  Most 
of  these,  and  doubtless  others,  who  had  previously  come  to  Virginia,  for  there  were 
several  thousand  here  now,  made  their  homes  first  upon  their  grants  fields  x/ere 
cleared,  133  acres  allotted  to  each,  the  village  laid  out,  and  buildings  commenced, 
the  church,  the  parsonage,  the  school  house  first,  "(Vol.  11,  p,2l8)

On  March _ _JL725,  Daniel  Groom  and  Elizabeth,  his  wife,*#  in  consideration  of 

forty  pounds  current  money,  sold  these  $2  acres  of  land.  After  that,  the  name  of 
Groom  does  not  appear  in  the  published  list  of  Tithables  for  King  William  Parish, 

No  doubt  the  reason  for  this  is  that  he  moved  out  of  King  William  Parish  to  St, 
James  Parish,  in  Henrico  County,  as  on  June  22,  1722,  George  II  granted  to  Daniel 
Groom*##  1*00  acres  of  land  in  Henrico  County,  on  the  South  side  of  James  River, 
"Beginning  at  a  corner.  White  Oak,  near  the  head  of  a  branch,  a  small  distance  from 
a  broad  rock  called  Majnum  Lapis  "  Etc,,  by  courses  and  distances,  metes  and  bounds 

Here,  no  doubt,  he  together  with  his  wife  and  children,  made  their  home  until  he 
moved  to  the  north  side  of  the  James,

Creek,  on  the  south  side  of  the  James,

Apparently  this  last  tract  became  known  as  "Groom  Quarter"*  as  on  May  29,  1753, 
John  Pleasants  of  Henrico  County  conveyed  to  William  Holland  200  acres  lying  on  the

Parish  on  the  north  side  of  the  river.  He  x-jas  twice  married;  the  Christian  name  of 
his  first  wife  was  Elizabeth#*##- she  died  sometime  shortly  after  May  21,  1728,  as 
at  a  court  hold  on  that  date  for  Goochland  County,  Va. ,  she  acknowledged  the  release 
of  her  dower  in  a  tract  of  land  Daniel  Groom  by  deed  date  April  21,  1728,  sold  to 
Jacob  Michauz .**#**■

ITEM:  I  give  unto  my  lawful  son  Abell  Groom  two  hundred  acres  of  land  where  he 
now  lives  on  Deep  Creek  to  him  and  his  heirs  forever  and  everything  else  that  be¬ 
longs  to  me  on  that  plantation  except  my  gray  bay  mare, 

ITEM:  I  constitute  and  ordain  Susannah  Groom  my  loving  lawful  wife  to  be  my 
whole  and  sole  executor  until  she  dies  or  marries  and  all  the  rest  of  my  movable 
estate  I  desire  that  she  may  be  possessed  with  and  if  she  should  be  anyways  troubled 
for^any  debt  I  give  her  free  leave  to  sell  any  movables  to  redeem  herself  and  I 
desire  that  my  son  Major  Groom  and  my  daughter  Dorothy  may  live  with  my  wife 
Susannah  until  they  both  be  of  full  age, 

ITEM:  I  give  unto  my  lawful  daughter  Dorothy  one  feather  bed  and  one  rug  and 
blanket  and  bolster  and  my  chest  of  drawers « 

ITEM:  And  if  my  wife  should  die  or  marry  all  my  movable  estate  that  she  is 
possessed  with  excepting  her  part  may  be  appraised  and  equally  divided  between  my 
two  youngest  daughters  Sarah  and  Judith  Groom, 

And  I  do  hereby  revoke  disanul  and  make  void  all  other  wills  heretofore 
by  me  made  allowing  this  and  no  other  to  be  my  last  will  and  testament. 

In  witness  hereof  I  have  hereunto  set  my  hand  and  seal  this  third  day  of 
November  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  thirty  four,

Hunrck1 s  descendants  became  Kings  of  Italy  about  888,  The  kingdom  was  later  over¬ 
thrown  and  members  of  the  family  received  the  Barony  of  Craon  in  Anjou  (ancient 
province  in  west  central  France,  Loire  Valley)  in  1052.  A  younger  son  of  the 
Baron  of  Craon,  Guy  de  Craon,  accompanied  William  the  Conqueror  to  England  in  1066. 
Guy  de  Craon  held  61  lordships  and  was  ancestor  of  the  family  in  England  (and  in 
the  British  Isles  probably).  Variations  of  the  family  name  include  Crome,Crome, 
Croume,  Crun,  Crowne,  Craon,  or  de  Craon,  as  well  as  Groom."

INTRODUCTION* 

The  melancholy  loss  of  the  steam  packet  Home,  with  her  devoted  passengers,  has 
excited  the  most  universal  sympathy  in  this  community,  and  indeed  through  every 
part  of  the  country.  It  has  been  the  object  of  the  compiler  of  this  little  work,  to 
throw  into  this  form,  for  preservation,  such  facts  as  have  come  to  his  knowledge 
through  the  newspapers,  together  with  many  others  obtained  from  survivors,  or  from 
those  who  had  friends  on  board.  Many  interesting  articles  in  this  book  have  never 
before  appeared  in  print,  and  it  was  thought  that  the  friends  of  those  who  perished 
would  wish  to  preserve  an  account  of  the  disastrous  event,  by  which  so  many  interest  - 
ing  ties  were  suddenly  rent  asunder,  and  such  a  number  of  beings  were  in  a  moment 
sent  on  the  voyage  of  eternity. 

From  the  very  short  time  which  was  givon  to  prepare  these  pages,  it  was  found 
impossible  to  obtain  particulars  relative  to  all  who  were  lost,  although  such  labor 
was  spent  in  endeavoring  to  do  so.  The  compiler  therefore  request  that  any  persons 
who  have  in  their  possession,  any  interesting  facts,  relative  to  this  most  afflict¬ 
ing  event,  would  communicate  them  to  him  forthwith  at  his  News  Room,  corner  of  Wall 
and  Water  Streets,  in  order  that  they  may  be  inserted  in  the  next  edition.

The  compiler  of  this  sent  to  the  office  of  the  Home  to  obtain  the  names  of  the 
officers,  crew,  and  firemen  of  the  boat,  and  regrets  to  say  that  he  could  not  pro¬ 
cure  them.  Probably  it  is  not  customary  to  keep  a  record  of  the  names  of  persons 
engaged  on  board  of  steam-boats,  as  is  the  case  with  vessels  going  to  foreign  ports. 

It  is  impossible  to  portray  the  agonized  feelings  which  pervaded  the  community 
on  receipt  of  the  dreadful  intelligence  of  the  wreck.  Few  there  are  among  us ,  who 

did  not  know  personally  or  by  report,  some  of  the  wretched  sufferers.  But  if  there 

was  consternation  and  dismay  araoung  those  who  were  safe,  what  must  have  been  the 
feelings  of  those  exposed  to  the  howling  storm-who,  cut  off  from  all  human  assist¬ 
ance,  could  only  look  forward  to  the  promises  of  an  ever-merciful  God, 

"Mary  may  imagine  (says  the  Star)  but  few  describe,  the  horrors  of  that  dreadful 
night.  The  fearful  raging  of  the  Hurricane  -  the  foam  of  the  sea  and  the  white  caps 
of  the  billows  breaking  on  the  rocky  shore— the  light  bark  dashing  her  ribs  on  the 
pebbled  beach,  and  rent  asunder  by  repeated  shocks — the  screams  of  despairing  souls 
shut  out  from  hope — the  unlifted  eve  to  heaven — the  silent  prayer — the  clinging  of 
mother  to  daughter,  and  father  to  child — the  roar  of  the  tempest — the  pale  glimmer¬ 
ing  of  the  full  moon  shedding  its  rays  on  the  appalling  sight— the  hoarse  voice  of 
the  mariners  "piercing  the  night’s  dull  ear,"  and  the  last  shriek  of  the  dying  as 

the  mountain  billows  swept  them  into  the  deep  —  closes  this  dreadful  scene,  terri¬ 

ble  to  think  upon  much  less  to  behold.  The  will  of  God  be  done. 

The  Home  was  an  elegantly  constructed  vessel,  and  cost  $115>,Q00— only  $35^000  of 
which  was  insured.  She  was  built  for  Mr,  James  B.  Allaire,  of  this  city,  and  had 
only  made  two  voyages  to  Charleston.  That  she  was  not  the  kind  of  vessel  to  with¬ 
stand  the  tempestuous  gales  of  the  Atlantic,  has  proved  fearfully  true:  but  her 
fate  was  predicted,  before  she  started  on  her  first  voyage.  Much  has  been  said  in 
the  newspapers,  against  the  conduct  of  Capt.  White,  in  taking  his  boat  to  sea, 
after  having  been  aground  at  the  entrance  of  the  New  York  harbor — but,  on  that  sub¬ 
ject  we  shall  not  at  present  touch.  Some  remarks  upon  the  construction  of  steam¬ 
boats  for  sea,  will  be  made  hereafter. 

Owing  to  the  speed  of  the  Home,  her  very  excellent  accommodations,  and  the  high 
character  of  Captain  White  as  a  commander,  the  number  of  passengers  who  started  in 
her  on  this  her  last  and  ill-fated  voyage,  was  very  great.  In  addition  to  those 
whose  names  have  been  published,  there  were,  we  understand,  two  or  three  who  went 
on  board  at  a  late  hour:  also  several  deck,  or  forward  passengers,  whose  names  we 
have  been  unable  to  obtain. 

The  weather  was  not  very  favourable  on  the  ?th  Oct.,  but  it  was  presumed  it  x-zould 
clear  off  by  the  next  morning,  some  to  visit  friends  from  whom  they  had  been, long 
absent,  on  business  or  pleasure:  some  who  had  left  their  homes  for  the  recovery  of 
their  health,  others  who  had  been  usefully  passing  long  months  of  study,  to  prepare 
themselves  to  make  better  in  the  business  of  life,  and  all  filled  with  joyous  ex- 


pec tat ion  of  a  pleasant  and  speedy  return  to  their  friends :  none  dreaming  that  the 
adieus  made  here,  were  the  last,  or  that  those  who  looked  upon  them  while  leaving 
port,  "'would  see  them  no  more,  for  ever#" 

The  following  thrilling  account  of  the  sailing  and  wreck  of  the  Home,  was  fur¬ 
nished  to  the  editors  of  the  New  York  Express,  by  Mr#  John  D#  Roland,  now  of  Ala¬ 
bama,  Formerly  of  this  c ity,  who  was  a  passenger.  The  compiler  was  present  when 
Mr#  R#  told  the  heart-rending  tale,  and  oft  would  the  big  tear  steal  into  his  eye, 
as  he  recounted  the  horrors  of  that  awful  scene. 

Mr#  Roland  states  that  he  went  on  board  a  total  stranger  to  every  person— that 
the  boat  left  the  dock  at  about  five  o’clock  on  Saturday  afternoon,  with  a  light 
wind,  rather  cloudy,  and  in  going  out,  after  passing  the  Narrows,  she  struck  on  the 
Romer,  where  she  lay  four  or  five  hours#  He  understood  the  next  morning  that  she 
got  off  about  10  o’clock  the  previous  night#  Whether  the  boat  received  any  injury 
while  she  lay  on  the  Romer  or  not,  he  does  not  know# 

The  Home  then  ran  out  past  Sandy  Hook  and  continued  her  course  during  Sunday, 
without  anything  happening  worthy  of  notice— the  weather  being  fine.  At  10  P#M#  the 
wind  changed  to  the  North  East,  blew  hard,  and  the  boat  labored  much  and  leaked 
some#  On  Monday  Homing,  made  the  land  about  25  miles  to  the  northward  of  Gape 
Hatteras,  the  sea  very  rough.  The  boat  was  then  put  off  shore,  and  she  ran  out  to 
sea  for  the  purpose  of  getting  round  the  Cape,  and  sheltering  under  the  lee  in 
smooth  water.  She  stood  to  sea  until  2,  P#M#  All  hands  during  the  time  were  at  the 
pumps,  and  all  the  passengers,  women  included,  were  bailing  with  buckets,  pails, 
pane,  etc#,  the  leak,  however  increasing  constantly# 

It  was  then  calculated  that  they  had  passed  the  outer  Gape  of  Hatteras,  and  the 
boat  was  turned  to  shore  to  beach  her,  for  the  preservation  of  all  on  board#  The 
sails  were  set,  the  wind  on  shore  and  the  engine  was  working  very  slowly,  and  boat 
settling  fast#  With  every  possible  exertion  the  water  gained  constantly.  The  boat 
worked  and  bent  like  a  reed.  The  bows  would  work  up  and  down  three  or  four  feet, 
and  those  best  acquainted  with  her,  expected  that  she  would  break  in  two  every 
moment— that  she  would  go  down,  and  that  all  on  board  would  perish. 

During  the  whole  of  this  time,  the  passengers  cut  up  the  blankets  into  strips 
for  the  purpose  of  lashing  themselves  to  spars  and  to  whatever  else  thatever  there 
might  be  in  the  way*  nothing  withstanding  the  men  were  working  (with  pieces  of  cords 
and  blankets  around  their  bodies,)  the  leak  increased  and  men  kept  on  bailing,  with 
faint  hope  of  ultimate  safety#  All  labored  like  heroes  and  rational  beings,  and  no 
consternation  or  unnecessary  alarm  was  manifested# 

At  6  P#M#  the  water  reached  the  mgine,  to  the  alarm  of  all,  and  extinguished 
the  fires,  when  of  course  the  machinery  stopped#  The  boat  was  still  out  of  sight 
of  land,  but  was  running  with  sails—  the  gale  severe,  and  she  laboring  dreadfully# 
The  greatest  efforts  were  all  the  time  made,  by  bailing  etc.,  and  all  were  actively 
engaged,  until  10  P.M#  when  the  boat  struck  about  a  quarter  of  mile  from,  but  in 
sight  of,  the  outer  breakers# 

In  an  instant  after  the  strike,  all  was  utter  confusion  and  alarm:  men,  women, 
and  children  screaming  in  the  most  agonizing  manner#  The  scene  was  most  heart¬ 
rending:  women  clinging  to  their  husbands,  children  to  their  mother,  and  death 
almost  certain  death,  before  them#  It  was  apparent  that  the  boat  could  not  hold 
together  but  a  few  moments,  and  that  few,  very  few  could  under  any  circumstances  be 
saved#  The  wind  blew  a  gale— the  sea  was  high,  and  there  were  only  three  boats, 
and  one  of  them  had  been  stove# 

All  were  engaged  in  efforts  to  save  their  lives— some  lashing  themselves  to  spars 
and  all  in  making  preparations  for  throwing  themselves  into  the  sea#  Our  informant 


made  his  calculations,  that  his  only  chance  was  in  swimming  ashore,  and  he  accord¬ 
ingly  threw  off  his  clothes  but  his  shirt  and  pantaloose,  and  before  and  had  left 
the  wreck,  threw  himself  into  the  water#  He  found  the  sea  so  high  that  he  could 
with  difficulty  encounter  it,  but  on  reaching  the  surf,  he  came  near  perishing#  He, 
however,  landed  in  safety,  though  the  current  took  him  about  a  mile  and  a  half  to 
the  southward  of  the  wreck# 

On  reaching  the  shore,  Mr.  Roland  found  all  manner  of  pieces  thrown  up,  from 
which  it  was  evident  that  the  boat  had  broken  up.  One  man  he  pulled  out  of  the 
surf#  Only  two  persons  on  board  had  life  preservers,  both  of  whom  were  saved — one 
of  them,  however,  had  no  use  for  his,  as  he  went  ashore  on  the  forecastle*  The 
other  person  was  saved  (although  he  could  not  swim)  by  means  of  his  life  preserver. 

The  boat  fortunately  had  a  high  forecastle,  on  which  a  number  of  the  crew  and 
passengers  had  collected.  This  fortunately  parted  entire,  and  all  of  nearly  all  on 
it,  some  eight  or  ten  persons  at  least,  went  ashore,  and  were  saved--  Captain  White 
amoung  the  number.  It  was  mere  accident  that  these  persons  were  saved,  for  it  was 
not  considered  any  safer  place  than  any  or  many  other  parts  of  the  boat. 

The  boat,  almost  immediately  on  striking,  went  to  pieces.  Her  keel  and  kelson 
both  drifted  ashore  about  a  mile  from  the  wreck.  About  twenty  bodies  were  found, 
men  and  women — among  them  an  infant  and  the  chief  mate — all  of  whom  were  decently 
interred  in  the  sand,  with  out  commits.  The  shore,  for  some  miles  to  southward, 
was  covered  with  fragments.  The  engine  of  the  boat  was  to  be  seen,  but  every  ver¬ 
tigo  of  the  vessel  had  vanished# 

Of  the  three  small  boats  belonging  to  the  Home,  one  was  stove  by  the  violence  of 
the  gale  as  she  hung  in  the  davits,  one  other  filled  alongside,  and  the  other  was 
cast  off  with  a  number  of  passengers  in  her,  but  she  upset  in  the  surf,  and  only 
one  person  was  saved.  One  of  the  stewards  swam  safe  ashore  naked,  and  nearly 
afterwards  perished  with  cold# 

The  scene  the  next  morning  was  too  horrid  to  describe.  The  engine  and  boiler 
being  the  only  unbroken  relics  of  what  was  the  beautiful  packet  Home.  The  shore  was 
lined  with  bodies  constantly  coming  up#  All  hands  were  engaged  in  collecting  them 
together#  The  survivors  in  groups  were  naked,  famished,  and  exhausted#  The  few  in¬ 
habitants  appeared  very  friendly,  but  the  many  trunks  that  came  on  shore  were 
empty,  and  whether  they  had  been  robbed  or  not  was  not  known. 

Mr.  Roland  further  states,  that  he  is  unable  to  tell  in  what  manner  the  survivors 
generally  got  ashore,  as  he  had  but  little  conversation  with  them  on  the  beach,  and 
left  for  the  North  before  the  rest,  in  company  with  one  other  gentlemen  only,  Mr* 
Holmes#  He  is  very  confident,  however,  that  with  buoyant  mattresses,  or  life  pre¬ 
servers,  most  would  have  been  carried  over  the  surf  in  safety. 

Capt.  White,  immediately  after  he  got  on  shore,  wrote  the  following  letter  to  the 
owners  of  the  Homes:

Dear  Sir:  I  have  now  the  painful,  duty  of  informing  you  of  the  total  loss  of  the 
steam  packet  Home,  and  the  lives  of  most  of  the  Passengers  and  crews*  The  follow¬ 
ing  Passengers  are  saved:  Mr#  H#  Vanderzee,  New  York;  Capt#  John  Salter,  Ports¬ 
mouth,  N#  H#$  Capt#  Alfred  Hill,  Do.;  I#  S#  Cohen,  Columbia,  S*  C#;  Andrew  A.- Love- 
green,  Charleston|  Charles  Drayton,  Do#!  B#  B#  Hussey!  Thomas  S.  Smith,  Do#!  Mrs. 
Locoste,  Do.!  C.  C.  Cady,  Montgomery,  Ala.j  J.  D«  Roland,  New  York!  James  Johnson, 
Jr#,  Boston!

There  can  be  very  little  saved  from  the  wreck.  We  had  a  heavy  gale  of  wind 
after  leaving  New  York,  from  N.  E.  The  boat  sprung  a  leak  a  little  to  the  north¬ 
ward  of  Hatteras.  At  first  we  were  able  to  pump  the  water  out  as  fast  as  it  came 
in,  but  the  leak  soon  increased  so  that  it  gained  very  fast  on  us.  We  scuttled  the 
cabin  floors,  and  all  hands,  passengers,  gentlemen,  and  ladies,  commenced  bailing 
with  buckets,  kettles,  etc.  but  the  water  soon  came  up  to  the  furnace,  and  put  the 
fires  out,  and  we  were  obliged  to  run  under  sails  only.  By  this  time  we  come  to 
the  shore,  the  water  was  over  the  cabin  floors,  and  we  ran  her  head  on,  but  owing 
to  her  having  so  much  water  in  she  stopped  in  the  outer  breakers.  The  first  sea 
that  come,  after  the  Home  struck,  stove  in:  and  in  twenty  five  minutes  after  she 
struck,  she  went  all  to  pieces,  and  I  suppose,  about  80  souls  were  drowned.  Both 
Mates  and  all  three  of  the  Engineers  are  lost.  Most  of  the  passengers  saved,  have 
lost  nearly  all  their  baggage.  1  have  lost  every  thing,  have  nothing  but  one  pair 
of  pantaloons,  and  a  shirt  that  I  had  on  when  I  was  washed  ashore.

After  the  survivors  reached  the  shore,  they  separated  in  various  directi ons- 
some  to  Raleigh,  N.  C,  others  to  New  Bern-two  as  before  stated,  come  to  New  York, 
and  the  remainder  made  their  way  towards  Charleston,  by  the  best  conveyances  they 
could  find. 


The  following  very  interesting  particulars  respecting  many. of  these  ill-fated 
beings,  have  been  furnished  us  by  frioids  of  parties,  or  have  been  gathered  from 
the  various  newspapers.  Most  of  the  facts  however  are  now  for  the  first  time  pub¬ 
lished. 

Mr*  Vanderzee,  who  has  arrived  at  Charleston,  communicated  the  following  facts 
for  publication.  He  says: 


At  11  0! clock  at  night,  the  Home  grounded  about  100  yards  from  the  shore.  The 
ladies  had  all  been  requested  to  go  forward,  as  the  place  where  they  were  more 
likely  to  reach  the  shore,  being  nearest  the  beach,  but  a  heavy  sea  struck  her 
there,  and  swept  nearly  one  half  of  them  into  the  sea  and  they  were  drowned.  One 
boat  was  stove  at  this  time#  Another  boat  was  launched,  with  two  or  three  persons 
in  it,  but  capsized.  The  long  boat  was  then  put  overboard,  filled  with  persona, 
twenty  five  in  number,  it  is  supposed,  but  didnot  get  15  feet  from  the  side  (Jf  the 
steamer  before  she  upset,  and  it  is  the  belief  of  our  informant,  that  not  one  of 
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and  floating  towards  the  shore,  on  seme  of  which  persons  were  clinging,  one  xady 
with  a  child  in  her  arms  was  in  the  act  of  mounting  the  stairs  to  the  upper  deck 
when  the  smoke  stack  fell,  and  doubtless  killed  her  and  her  child,  on  the  spot. 

Some  few  of  the  ladies  were  lashed  to  the  boat,  Mrs •  Schroeder  was  confined  in  this 
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manner  to  one  of  the  braces  of  the  boat,  and  another  lady  was  tied  to  the  same 
piece  of  timber.  Mr.  _  was  standing  near  them  when  the  latter  lady  slip¬ 

ped  along  the  brace  so  that  the  water  broke  over  her.  Mr.  V.  seized  her  by  the 
clothes,  and  held  her  up  for  some  time,  and  made  every  exertion  that  was  possible 
to  release  her,  but  failed.  She  herself,  endeavored  to  unloose  the  rope,  but  was 
unable  to  do  so,  and  shortly  afterwards  the  brace  broke  off  from  the  boat,  and 
went  towards  the  shore,  Mrs.  Schroeder  still  fastened  to  it,  while  her  unfortunate 
companion,  slipped  off  and  was  lost#  Mrs,  S.  after  striking  the  beach,  with  great 
presence  of  mind,  drew  the  timber  up  on  the  beach  so  far  as  to  prevent  it  from  being 
washed  away  by  the  waves,  and  was  thus  saved# 

The  hull  of  the  boat  broke  into  three  pieces,  and  the  shore  was  completely  strew¬ 
ed  with  portions  of  the  wreck,  baggage,  and  etc.  for  four  or  six  miles  distant  the 
next  morning. 

Captain  White,  with  six  or  seven  other  persons  clung  to  a  piece  of  the  forward 
part  of  the  boat  and  reached  the  beach  in  safety.  Mrs.  Lacoste  floated  ashore 
nearly  exhausted,  and  had  she  not  been  taken  up  would  most  probably  have  perished. 

Mr.  Lovegreen  was  on  the  upper  deck,  and  tolled  the  bell  until  almost  every  one 
had  left  her,  when  he  sprung  off  and  swam  ashore. 

Rev#  George  Cowles,  (says  the  Journal  of  Commerce,)  was  a  gentleman  formerly  well 
known  to  us  and  for  two  or  three  years  until  his  health  failed,  was  pastor  of  a 
Congregational  Church  in  Danvers, Mass#  His  amiable  lady  was  a  sister  of  the  Rev. 

Mr#  Adams,  of  the  Broome  street  Church  in  this  city,  and  daughter  of  the  venerable 
Preceptor  of  Phillips  Academy,  Andover,  It  is  stated  in  the  New  York  Observer, 
that  when  last  seen,  they  were  reclining  side  by  side  on  the  luggage,  and  a  kind 
providence  permitted  a  survivor  to  report,  as  the  last  words  which  fell  from  the 
lips  of  Mr.  Cowles  —  "He  that  trusts  in  Jesus  is  safe,  even  in  the  perils  of  the 
sea.11 


Of  the  above  gentleman  and  lady,  the  Commercial  Advertiser  remarks,  "None  have 
gone  to  their  watery  grave  more  justly  esteemed  or  sincerely  beloved  —  none  who 
habitually  lived  more  expectant  or  better  prepared  for  the  coming  of  the  son  of  man." 

Another  youthful  aspirant  for  fame,  thus  suddenly  cut  off  in  the  freshness  of 
life  was  Mr#  Kennedy  of  Charleston#  He  was  a  member  of  the  Sophomore  Class  in  Yale 
College,  and  was  on  his  way  to  his  home,  where  he  designed  to  spend  the  winter. 

Professor  Nott  and  Lady  were  on  their  return  to  the  south,  after  passing  the 
summer  recess  of  the  Columbia  (South  Carolina)  college  —  as  has  been  usual  with 
them  —  in  our  more  healthy  region.  Mr#  Nott  was  a  person  of  peculiar  amiableness 
and  inteligence#  He  travelled  extensively,  and  his  writings  after  his  return  to 
his  native  land  had  gained  him  much  celebrity#  It  was  in  Belgium  that  he  farmed  his 
matrimonial  alliance,  and  Mrs#  Nott  though  a  native  of  that  country,  died  with  many 
a  friend  in  ours,  which  she  some  years  ago  adopted  as  her  own.  The  Professor  him¬ 
self  was  a  native  of  South  Carolina,  where  his  father  was  a  judge#  He  had  been  a 
considerable  time  a  resident  in  Columbia,  and  contributed  largely  to  the  Southern 
Review,  one  of  the  most  eminent  of  our  critical  periodicals.  He  published  his 
"Odds  and  Ends  from  the  Knapsack  of  Thomas  Singularity,"  about  two  years  since, 
through  the  Harpers:  and  left  with  them  the  manuscript  of  another  work,  which  is 
speedily  to  appear  and  will  be  read  with  a  deeper  interest,  in  consequence  of  the 
melancholy  fate  of  its  author.  They  left  a  young  family  behind  them:  and  number¬ 
less  friends  of  their  lamented  parents  will  deeply  sympathize  in  their  bereavement. 

The  above  sketch  of  Professor  Nott  is  taken  from  the  Sunday  Morning  News, 

Mr#  Richard  F#  Bostick  (erroneously  in  the  list  of  passengers,  A,  F#  Bostwick) 
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came  to  this  city  on  the  4th  Oct,  in  company  with  Miss  Roberts :thay  stopped  at  the 
Astor  House,  and  left  together  on  the  afternoon  the  Home  sailed.  The  register  of 
the  establishment  states  they  were  both  from  South  Carolina, 

Mr,  S,  G,  Fuller  of  South  Carolina  came  to  this  city  on  the  31st  Augo  He  was 
about  28  years  of  age,  and  has  friends  residing  in  Brooklyn  where  he  spent  much  of 
his  time, 

Mr,  A,  C,  Bangs,  was  a  very  promising  young  man,  about  19  years  of  age,  son  of 
Rev,  Heman  Bangs  of  Hartford,  Conn,  and  nephew  of  Rev,  Dr,  Bangs  of  this  City, 

Mr,  Phillip  S,  Cohen  of  Charleston,  S,  C,  who  was  lost  was  the  younger  brother 
of  Mr,  Isaac  S,  Cohen,  of  Columbia,  who  was  fortunately  preserved.  Both  brothers 
were  on  board  the  William  Gibbons  when  she  was  wrecked,  and  narrowly  escaped  with 
their  lives.  We  understand  that  their  friends  at  time  were  very  urgent  in  their 
solicitations  that  they  should  not  return  in  the  Home,  Alas;  That  their  entreat¬ 
ies  were  of  no  avail, 

Hon,  Geo,  H,  Prince  and  Lady,  who  with  their  servant  were  lost,  had  spent  the 
summer  at  the  north,  where  Mr,  Prince  was  superintending  the  publication  of  the  laws 
of  Georgia,  He  was  formerly  U,  S,  Senator  from  that  state,  and  was  highly  esteemed 
for  his  virtues,  talents,  and  learning, 

Mr,  P.  Anderson  was  a  merchant  belonging  to  Columbia,  S,  C, 

Miss  Henrietta  Groom,  was  16  years  of  age,  a  young  lady  of  great  personal 
accomplishments,  and  very  beautiful.  She  was  a  native  of  N,  Carolina,  and  had  been 
about  three  years  in  this  City  where  she  had  acquired  an  excellent  education  at  the 
boarding  school  of  Madame  Ghegaray,  By  her  amiable  deportment  and  sweetness  of 
manner,  she  had  formed  for  herself  an  admiring  host  of  ardent  friends.  The  fair 
vision  of  the  future  had  just  opened  to  her  view,  and  many  were  the  promises  made 
by  this  lovely  girl,  to  return  soon  to  re-visit  those  who  had  become  to  her  as 
sisters  and  as  brothers  —  but  relentless  death  has  severed  these  promises,  for  this 
world  —  but  they  will  meet  in  another  and  better  never  more  to  separate, 

Mr,  and  Mrs,  Groom,  who  were  lost,  were  the  parents  of  the  young  lady  above  men¬ 
tioned,  Their  son,  a  fine  youth  also  perished.  The  father  Mr,  H,  B,  Groom  was  a 
member  of  the  Lyceum  of  Natural  History  in  this  city,  and  a  very  worthy  man.  He 
was  a  resident  of  Florida  but  being  in  feeble  health,  generally  spent  his  summers  at 
the  North, 

Of  this  entire  family,  all  we  understand  are  not  gone — may  they  be  all  united  in 
a  better  world,  where  sickness,  sorrow  and  distress  can  no  more  reach  them. 

The  Herald  states,  that  ’’Mrs,  Levy  of  Charleston  with  her  two  lovely  and  accomp¬ 
lished  daughters  were  returning  home,  after  having  spent  the  summer  here.  One  of 

the  daughters  had  come  from  the  north  for  the  recovery  of  her  health.  She  had  re¬ 
covered  and  returned  perfectly  happy  —  happy  the  mother  —  happy  the  sister  — 
happy  she.  On  the  day  before  the  Home  sailed.  Captain  Cohen  called  on  them.  He 
told  them  he  was  returning  in  the  Home,  "I  should  like  to  go  in  the  Home,"  said  Mrs, 
Levy,  Capt,  Cohen  after  a  great  deal  of  intreaty,  persuaded  the  ladies  to  return 
in  the  Home,  They  are  now  in  the  grave  —  he,  the  Captain  was  saved, 

Mr,  Wm,  H,  Tileston  of  this  city,  was  going  south  on  a  business  tour  for  the 
house  with  which  he  was  connected.  He  had  with  him  business  notes  for  collection 
amounting  to  upwards  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars.  He  was  a  young  man  of  much 
promise,  and  greatly  beloved  by  all  who  knew  him, 

Mr,  Sprott,  of  the  house  of  Monday  and  Sprott  of  Benton,  Alabama,  went  out  in  the 

Home,  but  his  name  is  not  in  the  list  of  passengers,  Mr,  Le  Roy  Wiley  of  this  city, 


had  previously  engaged  his  passage,  but  was  afterwards  induced  to  give  up  his  ^ 
berth  to  poor  Sprott,  who  thus  by  mere  accident,  went  to  his  long,  long  home® 

Mrs#  Alfred  Hill,  was  the  wife  of  Capt#  Hill,  who  is  among  those  saved  from  the 
devouring  sea,  Capt,  Hill  when  the  boat  struck,  secured  a  spar  upon  which  he  and 
his  wife  endeavored  to  reach  the  shore#  They  had  almost  gained  the  beach,  when  a 
sea  struck  them  rolled  both  over  the  spar,  and  the  husband  was  doomed  to  see  the 
wife  of  his  bosom  carried  from  beyond  his  reach,  just  at  the  moment  when  he  had  be¬ 
lieved  they  had  escaped  the  horrible  fate  of  so  many  of  their  companions,  Mrs,  Hill 
was  a  Welsh  Lady,  about  2h  years  of  age,  and  had  felt  and  left  a  little  child,  too 
young  as  yet  to  feel  its  loss.  She  was  much  esteemed  by  all  who  knew  her#  Capt. 
Hill  has  several  times  before  this  escaped  the  perils  of  shipwreck  -  and  about 
seven  years  since  was  the  only  person  saved  on  board  a  vessel  taken  by  pirates,  in 
the  Gulf  of  Mexico#  Every  one  else  was  murdered:  he  was  saved  by  concealing  him¬ 
self  in  the  hold:  and  as  the  vessel  gradually  filled  with  water,  (having  been 
scuttled  by  the  pirates,)  he  floated  out  on  a  plank,  and  swam  on  shore,  exposed  to 
continual  danger  from  sharks,  and  then  had  to  walk  twenty  miles  through  mangrove 
bushes,  etc.  before  he  came  to  any  human  habitation# 

Mrs,  Baido  (erroneously  in  the  list  Hondo, )  was  a  most  estimable  widow  lady, 
whose  loss  will  be  deeply  deplored  by  large  numbers  both  here  and  in  Charleston, 

She  kept  an  extensive  jewelry  snd  fancy  store  in  King-Street,  Charleston#  She  has 
a  daughter,  married  to  a  gentlemen  in  this  city# 

Mrs#  Riviere  also  belonged  to  Charleston,  where  she  was  well  known  and  much 
respected#  She  kept  a  millenary  establishment  in  King-Street# 

Mr#  Geo.#  H#  Palmer  was  a  son  of  Mr#  Wrru  Palmer  of  Jamaica,  Long  Island,  who  is  in 
business  in  this  city,.  We  have  heard  many  persons  speak  of  this  young  man,  who  was 
just  entering  his  twenty  first  year,  in  the  highest  terns#  A  friend  says  "I  am 
sure  that  not  one  of  those  who  suffered  in  the  Home  had  less  sins  to  answer  for, 
than  poor  George,*’  He  had  no  idea  of  leaving  home  till  the  Thursday  previous,  when 
he  engaged  the  berth  which  had  been  taken  by  a  young  man  who  was  going  to  Augusta, 
Georgia,  but  who  was  unavoidably  detained#  The  baggage  of  young  Palmer  has  all 
been  found# 

Mr#  T#  Anderson,  was  a  merchant  of  respectability  in  Columbia,  South  Carolina# 

Mr#  Desaraye,  his  wife  and  children.  Of  this  interesting  family,  thus  suddenly 
cut  off,  when  in  the  fond  hope  of  realizing  the  efforts  of  years  of  toil,  the  Sun¬ 
day  Morning  News  thus  feelingly  speaks:  "The  death  of  this  family  in  the  wreck  of 
the  Home,  is  another  of  those  affictions  which,  awfully  as  it  strikes  even  at  the 
first  glance,  deepens  immeasurably  in  interest  when  contemplated  with  all  its 
attendant  circumstances#  Mrs,  Desabye  had  long  been  known  in  this  city  as  an 
accomplished  and  eminent  professor  of  music#  Some  years  ago  he  married  the  heiress 
of  a  southern  plantation,  then  on  a  visit  here.  Some  embarrassments  in  the  wife’s 
estate,  growing  out  of  the  troubles  of  the  times  four  or  five  years  ago,  induced 
him  to  resolve  upon  returning  to  his  business  of  a  musical  instructor,  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  entirely  extricating  the  property  from  inconvenience,  and  settling  his  lady 
and  their  family  in  perfect  security  and  independence#  She  herself  acquiesced 
cheerfully  in  this  creditable  ambition  of  her  husband,  and  accompanied  him  with 
their  children  to  New  York#  By  a  system  of  per serving  industry  and  resolute  self- 
denial,  Mr,  Desabye  had  realized  the  sum  of  which  it  was  his  intention  from  the 
first  to  become  possessed  by  his  exertions,  and  he  was  returning  in  the  steam- 
packet  with  all  his  children,  excepting  one,  whom  he  left  with  her  relations  in 
New  York,  to  pass  the  rest  of  his  days  in  elegant  repose  upon  his  plantation*,  tie 
himself,  his  devoted  wife  and  the  other  beloved  children,  were  consequently  not 
the  least  interesting  among  the  numerous  victims  of  the  storm:  and  few  there  are 
who  will  be  more  sincerely  mourned  for." 
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Mr,  P,  Soldmans  of  Columbia,  S,  C,  is  also  among  the  number  to  be  added  to  the 
unfortunate  array  of  names  of  those,  thus  suddenly  launched  into  eternity.  He  was 
about  28  or  30  years  of  age,  and  had  numerous  friends  here,  by  whom  he  was  much 
esteemed.  His  name  is  not  in  the  published  list  of  passengers, 

Mr*  Jas  Paine,  was  a  resident  of  Mobile,  a  fine  young  man  age  about  25  years, 

Mr*  Thos,  Smith,  30  years  of  age,  a  merchant  of  South  Carolina,  He  has  left  here 
a  large  circle  of  mourning  friends, 

Mr,  James  B,  Allaire  of  this  city,  was  also  a  passenger.  Many  are  there  who 
still  long  remember  the  numerous  virtues  of  this  estimable  young  man.  He  was  a  nep¬ 
hew  of  the  owner,  and  his  name  is  not  reported  in  the  passenger  list. 

We  have  also  learned  that  a  young  man  was  on  board  belonging  to  Middletown,  Ct, 
whose  name  was  not  on  the  list,  of  him  we  have  gathered  no  particulars. 

We  gather  the  following  facts  relative  to  persons  saved  and  regret  being  unable 
to  get  more  full  information.  But  so  many  persons  have  gone  south,  that  probably 
the  history  of  the  various  ways  in  which  they  escaped  from  a  watery  grave,  will 
never  be  known,  except  to  the  friends  to  whom  they  may  relate  their  sad  tales, 

Mr,  H,  Vanderzee  was  going  south  on  the  business  of  the  house  of  Parish  &  Co,  of 
this  city,  with  whom  he  is  connected.  He  had  a  large  amount  of  notes  with  him  for 
collection,  which  he  took  the  precaution  to  secure  around  his  body.  He  jumped  over¬ 
board  when  the  boat  struck,  and  was  driven  by  the  tide  and  surf  a  great  distance. 
When  almost  exhausted,  and  about  to  give  up  to  despair,  a  piece  of  the  wreck  was 
fortunately  thrown  in  his  way,  by  which  he  was  enabled  to  support  himself  until  he 
was  washed  ashore, 

Capt,  Salter  was  at  the  helm  at  the  time  the  boat  struck.  He  steered  at  the  re¬ 
quest  of  Capt,  White,  who  was  busily  engaged  among  the  passengers.  How  he  got 
ashore  we  have  not  learned,  but  soon  after  he  reached  it ,  he  found  his  trunk  washed 
up  on  the  beach  uninjured, 

Mr,  Roland  stated  to  us  that  a  large  number  of  trunks  which  came  on  shore  bro¬ 
ken  to  pieces,  either  by  the  crushing  of  the  boat,  or  by  being  knocked  about  in  the 
surf*  Very  little  of  the  baggage  was  saved  to  those  whose  lives  were  spared. 

We  may  here  remark,  that  several  gentlemen  who  had  relatives  or  friends  on  board, 
immediately  started  South,  in  the  hope  their  bodies  might  be  found,  and  they  could  be 
enabled  to  pay  them  the  last  earthly  tribute  of  affection,  that  of  seeing  their 
remains  properly  consigned  to  the  bosom  of  our  common  mother, 

Mrs,  Lacoste,  one  of  the  ladies  saved  is  quite  large  and  is  we  learn,  nearly 
seventy  years  of  age,  when  on  shore  she  walks  about  with  considerable  difficulty: 
her  preservation  is  almost  miraculous.  She  was  not  aware  by  what  means  she  got 
ashore,  but  it  is  understood  that  she  was  lashed  to  a  settee  and  upon  it  was  washed 
over  the  surf. 

Two  gentlemen  have  been  mentioned  to  us  as  having  engaged  their  passages  on 
board  the  boat,  but  were  providentially  saved  by  mistaking  the  hour  of  departure. 

On  the  first  news  of  the  disaster  it  was  currently  reported  that  Capt,  Great on, 
of  Charleston,  (who  formerly  sailed  out  of  Boston,)  was  amoung  the  passengers.  But 
we  afterwards  learned  that  he  went  out  in  the  New  York,  Some  of  his  friends  were 
very  anxious  to  have  him  remain  and  go  in  the  Home,  but  his  anxiety  was  such  to  re¬ 
turn  to  his  family,  that  he  would  not  postpone  his  departure. 

The  Mr,  Whiting  who  was  lost,  has  been  reported  to  be  Mr,  Wm,  H,  Whiting  of 
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Augusta,  Georgia.  We  are  glad  to  state  that  the  report  is  unfounded*  The  latter 
gentlemen  did  not  take  his  passage  in  the  Home,  although  he  intended  to  have  done  so. 

Two  females  were  on  board  under  fictitious  names.  With  all  their  imperfections 
on  their  heads. 

We  have  now  given  the  most  full  and  particular  account  of  this  dreadful  event, 
by  which  so  many  valuable  lives  have  been  suddenly  lost,  and  so  many  agonized  bosoms 
rent  with  anguish.  Most  sincerely  do  we  sympathize  with  those  who  mourn  for  rela¬ 
tives  and  friends  who  found  a  watery  grave,  and  as  fully  do  we  rejoice  with  those 
who  so  narrowly  escaped  an  awful  death.  May  it  never  again  be  our  lot  to  record 
another  such  calamitous  and  heartrending  disaster  as  has  scattered  such  wide  spread¬ 
ing  desolation  into  the  midst  of  so  many  families  throughout  our  country . 

There  have  been  harsh  remarks  upon  the  conduct  of  Capt.  White:  these  we  shall 
not  repeat,  as  he  will  no  doubt  be  called  upon  to  answer  before  a  proper  tribunal 
for  his  misconduct,  if  he  was  guilty  of  any.  But  we  cannot  refrain  from  urging  the 
necessity  of  building  a  better  class  of  boats  for  sea  navigation.  Few,  if  any, 
are  calculated  to  withstand  the  terrible  tempests  which  frequently  occur  on  our 
coast.  There  is  no  want  of  lavis  expenditure  —  money  is  freely  appropriated  in 
building  steamboats,  but  for  what  purpose  is  it  applied.  We  answer,  generally  for 
fancy,  for  show.  In  building  elegant  cabins,  and  supplying  costly  furniture,  there 
has  been  a  wasteful  prodigality  of  expenditure  —  and  for  utility,  as  little  as  can 
possibly  be  got  along  with.  When  such  steam  vessels  are  built  for  our  Atlantic 
coast,  as  are  in  use  in  the  English  Channel,  the  Month  Sea  and  Irish  Channel  then, 
and  then  only,  will  it  be  safe  to  trust  ourselves,  our  families  or  our  friends  on 
board  them.  Good  substantial  ship  will,  and  ought  to  have  preference.  There  is  no 
peculiar  difficulty  in  navigating  the  ocean  with  steamers.  Let  the  vessels  be 
made  sufficiently  substantial,  and  they  are  as  safe  as  sail  vessels.  The  English 
steamers  are  in  the  habit  of  going  out  in  the  very  teeth  of  the  bad  of  the  violent 
storms,  that  infest  the  British  channel,  and  we  rarely  hear  of  strong  steamers  be¬ 
ing  wrecked  there.  Indeed,  it  has  been  supposed  by  good  judges,  that  a  strong 
steamer  is  much  safer  in  a  gale  of  wind  with  a  lee  shore,  than  a  sail  vessel  of 
equal  strength.  The  English  steamers  repeatedly  have  been  sent  out  for  the  sake  of 
experiment,  in  violent  gales,  and  have  proved  themselves  competent  to  make  head  way 
against  the  most  severe  tempests  and  to  outlive  the  storm.  May  the  time  soon  arrive 
when  we  shall  have  such  vessels  on  our  coast,  and  we  shall  then  have  few  if  any 
such  heart  rending  accidents  from  steam  navigation,  as  frequently  recorded  in 
American  Journals,  to  the  disgrace  of  our  country. 

Since  the  foregoing  pages  were  prepared  for  the  press,  a  card  has  been  received 
from  Charleston,  signed  by  ELEVEN  of  the  survivors,  in  which  it  was  voted  "that  the 
boat  was  unseaworthy,  and  the  captain  incompetent  by  intoxication."

and  It  was  in  the  Isaac  Groom  house  that  Admiral 
Richard  Pearson  Hobson  was  born,'1  See  Page  320 ,3  3 j . 
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According  to  letter  of  Margaret  W.  Hobson,  to  A0  S«  Groom,  Searcy,  Arkansas,  of 
date  Jan#  10,  1958,  she  now  lives  at  Magnolia  Grove,  built  by  Col a Isaac  Groom, 
Greensboro,  Alabama#  "Col.  Isaac  Groom  came  to  Ala#  from  Lenoir  Co# ,  N#  C, married 
my  Grandfather  Pearson’s  Sister,  Sarah  Pearson.  My  mother,  Sarah  Groom  Pearson 
was  named  for  Mrs0  Isaac  Groom.  He  passed  away  the  first  year  of  the  Civil  War# 
Mrs#  Groom  survived  him  a  number  of  years; after  her  passing  Col.  Groom’s  nearest 
of  kin  did  not  live  here  and  did  not  want  the  home  Magnolia  Grove  and  my  Grand  - 
father  Judge  Richmond  M.  Pearson  bought  it  from  the  estate  for  my  Mother  and  Fa¬ 
ther.  My  mother  had  seven  children,  one  of  them  my  brother  Richmond  Pearson  Hob¬ 
son#  He  was  one  of  the  heros  of  the  Spanish  American  War  and  the  place  is  now  a 
State  Shrine  in  his  memory.

N.  G,  joined  the  United  States,  next  to  the  last  of  the  13  states 
in  1?89. 


FEDERALIST  AND  REPUBLICANS,  For  12  years  under  Presidents  Washington  and  John 
Adams,  the  Federalist  were  in  power.  They  believed  in  a  strong  central  goverment 
controlled  by  the  wealthy  upper  class  of  merchants,  bankers,  and  planters.  The 
Republican  party,  led  by  Thomas  Jefferson,  stood  for  the  rights  of  the  states  and 
the  common  people.  N.  G.  was  friendly  to  Washington  and  the  Federalist  at  first, 
but  most  people  were  small  farmers  who  soon  thought  that  Washington  &  the  Federalist 
were  running  the  government  more  for  the  benefit  of  the  wealthy  and  N.  G,  soon  be¬ 
came  a  Republican  state  with  Nathaniel  Macon  chief  leader.**

REUNIONS 


Except  for  a  few  years  during  World  War  II,  since  1930  the  GROOM  FAMILY  has. 
met  annually  third  Sunday  in  August  for  a  REUNION  at  the  old  Sandy  Bottom  Meeting 
House  (Baptist  Church)  about  eight  miles  southwest  of  Kinston,  North  Carolina.lt 
was  the  intention  of  this  reunion  to  include  all  Groom  descendants.  Mrs.  Jerry 
(better  known  as  "Sac11 )  Sutton,  probably  one  of  the  oldest  living  members  of  the 
Groom  clan  at  that  time,  and  Mrs.  Matt  Moore,  another  Groom  descendant,  played  an 
important  part  in  the  organization  of  this  Reunion.  The  old  Sandy  Bottom  Meeting 
House  was  originally  built  by  Lott  Groom,  a  grandson  of  Daniel  Groom  of  Virginia, 
which  was  moved  to  its  present  location  about  1056  on  lands  belonging  to  Reverend 
Joseph  Rasberry  Groom, (See  deed  set  out  herein,  original  of  which  was  recorded  in 
the  office  of  the  Register  of  Deeds  of  Lenoir  County,  N.  C«)  At  one  of  the  Groom 
Reunions,  Mrs.  Lillian  F.  Wood,  of  New  Bern,  N«  C.,  asked  the  Groom. Family  to 
send  in  their  Bible  Records,  and  she  should  be  commended  for  recording  some  of 
those  records  which  at  this  late  date  might  have  been  lost.  This  group  has  been 
fortunate  in  having  many  capable  and  inspiring  speakers,  such  as  Attorney  N.  J. 
Rouse,  Judge  Henry  A.  Grady,  Solicitor  J.  A»  Powers,  Attorneys:  John  Groom  Rodman, 
Marion  Gowper,  Mayor  Guy  Eliott  and  others. 

A  smaller  Groom  Family  Reunion  has  been  held  at  snow  Hill,  North  Carolina,  for 
the  years  19^6  through  1956  in  honor  of  REDDEN  THOMAS  GROOM  (l86ii-1956) .  Mr. Groom 
met  with  the  group  on  September  16,  1956,  but  died  in  November,  1956. 

Still  another  Groom  Family  group  has  met  annually  for  several  years  north  of 
Wilmington,  North  Carolina,  at  Moore’s  Creek.  This  group  consists  mainly  of  the 
descendants  of  GROOM- PETERS ON. 

The  date  of  the  Groom  Reunion  first  mentioned  is  third  Sunday  in  August,  the 
second  mentioned  usual  meets  in  September,  while  the  one  at  Moore's  Greek  has  a 
meeting  for  1957  scheduled  for  Sunday  before  Labor  Day. 

It  is  my  opinion  that  all  the  above  groups  are  descendants  of  the  same  person, 
to  wit:  DANIEL  GROOM,  of  Virginia,  whose  will  as  copied  is  set  out  in  this  bo'oE> 
let,  THE  GROCM  FAMILY.

The  above  poem,  composed  by  Miss  Junie  Whitfield,  of  N.  Queen  St.,  Kinston,  N.  C», 
while  she  was  serving  as  Historian  for  the  Groom  Family,  was  found  in  her  collec¬ 
tions  of  old  records  by  Doris  C.  Outlaw,  Kinston,  N.  C.  Her  sister,  Miss  Hattie 
Lou  Whitfield,  612  N.  Queen  St.  Kinston,  N.  C.,  who  is  still  living,  loanee  her 
sister's  records  after  her  death  for  the  benefit  of  the  Groom  family.  Whilo  they 
are  not  direct  Groom  descendants,  they  are  related  to  many  who  are  Groom  descend¬ 
ants  and  faithfully  attended  the  Reunions  when  health  permitted. 
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Research  in  the  past  25-30  years  has  caused  most  of  the  Groom  Family  to  dis¬ 
believe  the  thought  that  they  were  German  or  Swiss  palatines,  coming  to  this  coun¬ 
try  with  Baron  Christopher  de  Graffenried,  in  1709,  or  1710,  settling  at  New  Bern, 
North  Carolina.  This  first  belief  was  based  partly  if  not  wholly  from  a  statement 
of  Dr a  Hawke s  (Historian)  In  his  History  of  North  Carolina,  and  Dr,  Archibald  Hen¬ 
derson  of  the  university  of  North  Carolina  published  in  several  North  Carolina 
newspapers  on  or  about  July  15,  1928,  an  article  in  which  he  stated  Hardy  Bryan 
Groom  came  of  a  family  of  Swiss  immigrants  to  this  country  in  1710. 

Colonel  William  B.  Rodman,  then  an  able  Attorney  and  a  Groom  descendant,  now 
deceased,  and  John  D.  McCurry,  then  of  Tulsa,  Oklahoma,  now  of  Honolula,  Hawaii, 
and  Hardy  Groom,  Jr,,  then  of  Hopewell,  Va„,  now  deceased,  (possibly  others)  did 
research  on  the  Groom  Family.  The  will  of  Daniel  Groom  proved  in  May,  1735,  in 
Goochland  County,  Virginia,  was  discovered  which  named  his  children,  and  Dec,  13, 
I7I4I,  seems  to  be  the  earliest  date  the  name  Groom  appears  In  the  annals  of  North 
Carolina  when  Abel  Groom  (apparently  son  of  Daniel  Groom  in  Va. )  purchased  real 
estate,  (Deed  Book  2,  Page  159,  Craven  County,  N,  C.) 

It  has  been  proven  by  the  records  that  Joel  Groom  was  living  in  Virginia  in  17.01. 
ana  that  Daniel  Groom  was  also  living  there  in  1717. "The  Virginia  Quit  tent  Rolls 
of  170li,  New  Kent  County  Rolls,"  "A  tent  Roll  of  the  lands  held  by  her  Mjtte  in 

The  parish  of  St,  Peters  and  St,  Paul,  Anno  1701* - Joel  Croome — 600  Acres  ."Pg. 218, 

The  records  of  Henrico  County  show  that  on  February  1,  1717,  Michael  Cantipe,  in 
consideration  of  Five  shillings  current  money,  for  the  term  of  one  year,  leased  to 
Daniel  Groom  52  acres  of  land  In  Henrico  County  on  the  South  bank  of  the  James  River. 
On  Feb,  3,  1717,  by  deed  of  release,  Michael  Cantipe  completed  the  sale  and  trans¬ 
fer  to  Daniel  Croome 0  (Michael  Cantipe  was  one  of  the  Franch  Huguenots  that  came  to 
Virginia  in  1?00)#  Will  and  deed  book  Henrico  County  I7U4-I718,  p.  226,  The  sons 
of  Daniel  Groom  sold  real  estate  in  Goochland  County,  Virginia,  by  the  following 
records:  Bk.  3,  pg,  88;  Bk,  I4,  pg.  205;  and  Bk.  7,  pg.189,  and  records  of  N,  C,, 
as  follows:  Deed  Be.  X,pg.  360  (17ij3),  Deed  Bk.  3,  Pg.  6  (17klj)  Deed  Bk.  2,pg.l59 
(X7I4I4)  Craven  County,  N,  G.  show  either  Abel  Groom  or  Major  Groom  purchased  real 
estate  in  North  Carolina. 

Colonial  Records  of  N.  C«,  Vol.  1,  pg,  909,  show  that  the  palatines,  in  their  peti¬ 
tion  to  the  King  in  17ii9  say  they  landed  in  1709.  Col.  Records  of  N,  C.,  Vol,  I, 
pg,  939,  give  an  account  of  a  battle  between  the  Palatines  and  the  Indians  as  hav-^ 
ing  taken  place  in  late  summer  of  1711  near  New  Bern,  N.  C.j  N.  C.  Itecords,  Vol,!*, 
pg.  951i  shows  no  one  by  the  name  of  Groom  signed  the  petition  of  the  palatines  to 
the  King  in  171*9. 

Herman  Grum  (thought  to  have  been  pronounced  "Croom")  was  one  of  the  palatines, 
and  this  may  have  been  why  the  origin  of  the  Croom  Family  in  North  Carolina,  was 
first  thought  to  havo  boon  different  from  what  the  records  seem  to  show. 

Appendix  Number  VIII  to  Prof,  I,  Daniel  Rupp  *  n  book,  "A  Collection  of  upwards  of 
Thirty  Thousand  Names  of  German,  Swiss,  Dutch,  Freanch  and  other  immigrants  in 
Pennsylvania  from  1?2?  to  1776",  "Names  of  the  first  Palatines  in  North  Carolina, 
as  early  as  1709-1710."  These  were  still  living  in  I7H4.  In  this  list  appears  the 
name  of  GHOMM,  the  nearest  approach  to  the  name  of  "CROOM". 

Hawkes1  History  of  North  Carolina,  Vol  II,  page  67,  publishes  the  list  of  the 
jurymen  freeholders  for  Craven  County  for  1723.  ?he  name  of  "Croom"  does  not 
appear  in  the  list,  although  eleven  Palatines  are  listed.

R-lj,  Kinston,N,C.  Research  thought  to  have  been  done  by  one  of  the  three  mentioned 
above . 
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At  the  time  of  the  second  Groom  Reunion  held  on  September  9,  1931  at  Sandy  Bcfctcrcn 
Primitive  Baptist  Church,  located  about  nine  miles  southwest  of  Kinston,  North  Caro¬ 
lina,  most  of  the  Grooms  thought  that  this  family  was  of  Swiss  descent,  coming  over 
to  this  country  with  Baron  Christopher  de  Graffenried  in  1710,  as  set  out  in  the 
address  of  Solicitor  of  the  Sixth  Judicial  District,  Honorable  J.  A,  Powers,  who 
delivered  the  address  on  that  day.  The  following  is  a  resume'  of  his  speech. 

SWISS  GROOM  FAMILY 


On  September  $  the  descendants  of  the  old  Swiss  family  of  Groom,  whose  ancestors 
came  to  this  country  in  1?10,  held  their  second  family  reunion  at  Sandy  Bottom, 
Lenoir  County,  In  August,  1930  the  Grooms  held  their  first  family  reunion.  It  was 
a  success,  and  they  decided  to  hold  their  second  reunion  the  following  September, 
and  to  make  it  an  annual  affair.  Their  place  of  gathering  is  a  church  built  several 
generations  ago  by  members  of  the  family. 

The  Grooms  came  of  a  family  of  Swiss  immigrants  in  company  with  Baron  Christopher 
de  Graffenried  when  he  came  to  this  country  in  September,  1710.  De  Graffenried 
bought  Chattawka,  an  Indian  village  situated  at  the  junction  of  the  Neuse  and  Trent 
rivers,  from  the  Indians,  changing  the  name  to  New  Berne,  in  honor  of  the  capital 
of  Switzerland,  Coming  with  de  Graffenried  were  Abel,  Major  and  Abner  Groom,  A 
German  colony  of  Palatines  had  previously  settled  at  the  junction  of  these  rivers — 
in  May  of  the  same  year. 

Many  of  the  settlers  died  from  the  hardships  of  the  first  winter.  In  the  Indian 
attack  on  September  22,  1711,  130  of  them  were  killed.  To  the  horrors  of  war,  the 
ravages  of  yellow  fever  were  added  to  the  misfortunes  of  the  colonists.  The  sur¬ 
vivors  were  later  joined  by  other  settlers,  and  the  town  of  New  Berne  was  granted  a 
franchise  in  1710.  A  few  years  later  it  was  incorporated. 

With  the  increase  in  population  the  Palatines  and  Swiss  became  scattered.  The 
Grooms  moved  up  Neuse  River,  where  they  acquired  valuable  lands,  most  of  them  lying 
in  Lenoir  County,  The  records  of  the  State  show  that  they  played  a  prominent  part 
in  the  life  of  North  Carolina  for  many  decades,  in  local  affairs  and  in  legislative 
halls.  They  were  also  prominent  in  the  educational  and  religious  life  of  the  State. 

In  17U3,  Abel  Groom  purchased  a  tract  of  land  on  the  south  side  of  Neuse  River 
and  west  side  of  Whitely  Creek,  It  was  probably  on  this  land  that  the  old  Groom 
Church  was  situated*  It  was  first  built  by  Lott  Croom,  near  his  house,  about  l50 
years  ago,  Lott  Groom's  estate  was  on  the  river,  where  he  shipped  his  produce  from 
his  own  wharves.  He  brought  from  England  the  bricks  with  which  to  build  what  is 
said  to  have  been  the  first  brick  house  in  Lenoir  County,  February  6,  1787,  he  was 
married  to  Elizabeth  Rasberry,  He  and  his  wife  are  buried  on  his  place  near  Sandy 
Bottom, 

Joseph  R,  Groom,  son  of  Lott  Groom  and  a  leading  preacher  of  his  day,  moved  the 
church  some  distance  from  the  old  site  and  deeded  to  it  the  beautiful  oak  knoll  on 
which  it  now  stands.  In  rebuilding  the  church  he  used  much  of  the  material  of  the 
old  church.  He  placed  the  old  pulpit,  in  the  new  church.  For  many  years  Joseph  R, 
Croom  gave  his  life  to  the  ministry  and  to  the  service  of  this  church.  He  was 
stricken  in  the  pulpit,  while  preaching  and  died  before  he  could  be  removed  from  the 
building.  His  blood  may  still  be  seen  where  it  stained  the  floor  in  front  of  the 
altar. 

It  is  in  this  church  that  the  Grooms  have  worshipped  for  generations.  The  family 
Bible  was  on  exhibition  at  the  reunion.  It  holds  the  records  of  the  family  of  Lett 
Croom,  dating  back  15>Q  years.  On  the  flyleaf  of  the  Bible  one  of  the  ancestors  of 
the  family  wrote:  "It  is  my  wish  and  desire  that  this  Bible  be  preserved  in  my 
family  as  long  as  there  is  one  of  the  name"

It  was  to  this  setting  that  the  Crooms  came  for  their  family  reunion*  Long  be¬ 
fore  the  appointed  time  the  loving  hands  of  those  Crooms  who  still  worship  within 
its  walls  had  polished  the  old  church  until  every  window  shone.  Every  fleck  of  dust 
had  been  carefuly  brushed  away0  They  decked  the  altar  with  flowers  and  placed  the 
family  Bible  upon  it.  Of  food,  they  brought  of  all  their  bounty  for  the  coming  of 
those  who  sought  the  fellowship  of  their  kindred — and  sacred  contact  with  the  house 
of  worship  of  their  fathers. 

Judge  P*  D.  Groom  of  Kinston,  president  of  the  association,  officially  welcomed 
the  members  of  the  family  from  a  distance  and  briefly  stated  the  purposes  of  the 
organisation*  He  then  asked  all  to  join  in  singing  "Blessed  Be  the  Tie  That  Binds." 

Hon*  J*  A*  Powers,  solicitor  of  the  Sixth  Judicial  District,  was  the  speaker  of 
the  day*  He  addressed  the  association  in  a  "heart  to  heart"  talk  that  was  so  time¬ 
ly  and  fitting  that  it  will  long  be  remembered* 

He  paid  a  tribute  to  the  country  church,  saying:  "I  have  never  approved  of  mov¬ 
ing  all  of  the  churches  to  town*  I  believe  in  letting  the  church  stay  in  the  coun¬ 
try*  Remove  the  church  from  the  community  and  you  take  one  of  the  greatest  influ¬ 
ences  for  good  out  of  the  community.  You  scatter  that  community." 

Recounting  the  struggles  and  hardships  of  the  early  colonist,  he  paid  high  tri¬ 
bute  to  the  characters  and  achievements  of  the  Crooms,  and  warned  their  descendants 
of  the  danger  of  forgetting  God  and  of  forsaking  the  ways  of  their  fathers* 

"They  came,"  he  said,  "to  this  country  and  blazed  a  way  through  the  forests.. 

They  came  from  the  old  country,  where  there  was  a  civilization.  In  a  new  land,  in 
the  midst  of  new  dangers,  ---  dangers  untold  —  away  from  everything  that  was  near 
and  dear  to  them,  they  planted  their  homes.  They  stood  oftentimes  when  they  had  to 
stand  almost  alone."  He  made  the  plea  that  their  descendants  not  desert  the  great 
principles  for  which  they  stood  and  gave  their  lives* 

He  made  a  plea  for  the  home,  asserting  that  you  could  measure  any  civilization 
by  its  homes.  He  said  the  commandment,  "Honor  they  father  and  thy  mother"  should 
be  more  preached  about  and  more  practiced,  and  that  if  people  would  hark  back  to 
the  principles  of  God  and  put  them  into  practice  in  the  home  it  would  help  to  solve 
our  problems, 

"Love  thy  neighbor  as  thyself"  was  another  commandment  he  pointed  out  that  should 
be  considered  more  today  than  it  ever  has* 

The  last  commandment  stressed  was,  "Thou  shalt  have  no  other  gods  before  me,"  He 
said  the  world  had  turned  away  from  God,  and  that  the  problem  is  to  hark  back. 

The  address  was  followed  by  election  of  officers.  It  was  said  all  the  officers 
for  the  past  year  had  served  efficiently  and  they  were  chosen  to  serve  another 
year.  It  was  decided  to  hold  the  next  reunion  the  third  Sunday  in  August,  1932, 

The  main  business  of  the  day  was  to  plan  for  the  erection  of  a  memorial  to 
Joseph  R,  Groom, 

Dinner  was  spread  on  a  long  table  under  the  trees. 

It  is  221  years  since  the  Crooms  came  to  the  banks  of  the  Neuse  and  the  Trent, 
seeking  freedom  from  religious  persecution.  It  was  here,  amid  the  wilds  of  the  ver¬ 
dant  lowlands,  in  the  midst  of  cruel  savages,  and  in  the  ponderous  silence  of 
reaches  vast  and  unknown,  that  they  looked  out  over  the  clear  bosom  of  the  water, 
sweeping  out  to  the  sea,  and  found  freedom  to  worship  their  God.  It  was  for  this 
privilege  that  they  came.  And,  through  the  years  and  generations,  their  children 
have  cliing  tenaciously  to  the  principles  of  liberty  and  to  the  religion  of  their  - 
fathers.

Dear  Doris: 

I  am  giving  you  a  very  brief  story  of  my  life  as  requested  in  your  letter 
of  the  5th.  instant: 

I  was  born  Sep  . ,  19th,,  1871,  in  the  home  of  my  maternal  grandfather,  Dr. 
Henry  A.  Bizzell  on  College  Street  in  Clinton,  Sampson  County,  N,  C.  My  father 
was  Hon,  Benjamin  Franklin  Grady,  and  my  mother  was  Mary  Charlotte  Bizzell,  At 
that  time  my  father  was  Principal  of  the  Clinton  Male  Academy, 

In  1878  he  moved  to  his  plantation  In  Duplin  County,  inherited  from  his 
father,  Alexander  Outlaw  Grady.  I  attended  the  public  school  at  Sutton* s  Branch, 
in  Albertson  Township,  and  in  18 91,  when  I  was  20  years  old,  I  began  teaching  in 
Duplin  County,  In  1892-3  I  was  a  student  at  the  State  University,  In  18 9U  I  went 
to  Washington,  D.  C,,  where  I  acted  as  Private  Secretary  to  my  father  who  was  a 
member  of  Congress,  During  those  years  I  took  the  law  Course  at  Georgetown  Univer¬ 
sity,  and  was  President  of  my  Class,  which  was  composed  of  over  300  young  men.  In 
March,  1095  1  was  appointed  to  a  minor  position  on  the  U.  S,  Coast  &  Geodetic  Com¬ 
mission,  and  served  for  the  balance  of  that  year  with  a  surveying  party  in  Alaska 
&  British  Columbia. 

In  January,  1896  1  entered  the  law  office  of  my  half  brother,  Franklin 
Grady,  at  120  Broadway,  New  York  City,  as  a  law  clerk,  and  practiced  there  until 
the  fall  of  1898,  when  I  came  back  to  N.  C,-  and  taught  in  the  public  schools  of 
Duplin  and  Sampson  Counties.  My  father  and  I  operated  a  preparatory  school  at 
Turkey  in  Sampson  County  for  2  years,  and  in  1900  1  took  the  Summer  law  Course  at 
the  University,  where  I  was  President  of  my  Class,  I  was  licensed  to  practice  law 
by  the  Supreme  Court  in  Sep,,  1900,  and  in  November  of  the  same  year  I  formed  a 
partnership  with  Mr.  Henry  E.  Faison  at  Clinton,  and  practiced  with  him  under  the 
name  of  Faison  &  Grady  for  h  years.  I  then  formed  a  partnership  with  my  brother- 
in-law,  Archibald  McLean  Graham,  and  this  arrangement  continued  until  I  was  elected 
as  Judge  of  the  Superior  Court  in  1922.  I  was  elected  a  second  time  in  1930,  so 
that  my  total  service  as  resident  Judge  was  16  years.  I  then  retired,  Jan,,  1st,, 
1939,  and  was  Commissioned  an  Emergency  Judge  of  the  Superior  Court  for  life, 

I  served  one  tern  in  the  State  Senate  of  1905-6,  I  was  Mayor  of  Clinton 
for  four  years-1917-1921,  I  also  served  for  four  years  as  a  Colonel  on  the  per¬ 
sonal  staff  of  Gov,  W,  W,  Kit chin,  1909  to  1912  inclusive,  I  have  been  a  Master 
Mason  for  55  years,  and  was  Grand  Master  in  1919*  I  am  a  32nd,  degree  Scottish 
Rite  Mason,  a  member  of  Sudan  Temple  of  New  Bern,  N,  C,,  Past  President  of  the  N.C. 
Society  Sons  of  American  Revolution,  and  a  member  of  the  N,  C.  Society  of  the  Cin¬ 
cinnati. 

In  1938  I  purchased  my  present  Home,  Pine  Crest  on  the  Neuse,  near  New 
Bern,  and  have  lived  there  since  that  time. 

On  October,  23rd.,  1901,  1  was  married  at  Wallace  in  Duplin  County,  to 
Annie  Elizabeth  Graham,  daughter  of  Dr.  Daniel  McLean  Graham,  She  died  Dec,,  15- 
1935.  We  have  3  living  children:

Franklin  McLean  Grady,  Physician  of  New  Bern,  N,  C,,  bn,  July, 2-1906, 
Graham  Montrose  Grady,  Sgt.  f/c  U,  S,  Army,  Bn.

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Judge  Henry  A.  Grady,  after  much  investigation  and  study,  in  his  address  to  the 
Groom  Reunion  on  August  19,  1937 *  enlightened  the  Groom  Family  in  this  vicinity  as 
to  their  true  descent,  as  set  out  in  the  followings 

ADDRESS  DELIVERED  AT  SANDY  BOTTOM  IN  LENOIR  COUNTY,  N.  C. 

ON  THE  OCCASION  OF  THE  GROOM  REUNION,  AUGUST  1$,  1937 
BY  JUDGE  HENRY  A.  GRADY 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen; 

Among  those  sentiments  which  operate  most  potently  upon  the  human  heart,  and 
which  are  most  honorable  to  the  human  character,  are;  first,  a  deep  respect  and 
veneration  for  one’s  ancestors,  and  second,  a  proper  love  and  provision  for  those 
who  are  to  come  after  us.  Such  sentiments  form  the  connecting  links  which  unite 
the  past,  the  present,  and  the  future#  Respect  for  one’s  ancestors  excites  in  the 
breast  of  the  normal  man  a  personal  interest  in  their  history,  an  attachment  for 
their  manly  virtues,  and  a  pardonable  pride  in  their  accomplishments#  The  voice  of 
history  has  not  in  all  its  compass  a  single  note  that  does  not  beat  in  unison  with  . 
these  natural  emotions  of  the  human  breast.  The  naked  Barbarians  of  old  had  im¬ 
planted  in  their  bosoms  a  love  of  Country,  and  a  reverance  for  their  ancestors  that 
equaled,  if  it  did  not  excel  that  of  the  most  polished  Statesman  of  modern  times. 
These  sentiments  constituted  the  bed  rock  of  Anthenian  culture;  they  gave  to  Rome 
a  cohesiveness  which  resulted  in  its  final  ascendancy  over  the  entire  World;  and 
they  burned  fiercely  in  the  breast  of  the  Jew  when  he  threw  off  the  yoke  of  Egypt, 
and  returned  to  the  home  of  his  fathers  in  the  promised  Land  of  Canaan# 

Man  looks  to  his  ancestors  for  inspiration,  to  his  contemporaries  for  execution, 
and  to  his  posterity  for  the  enjoyment  of  every  laudable  undertaking.  Such  senti¬ 
ments  are  not  only  wise  and  wholesome;  they  are  essential  to  the  progress  of  man¬ 
kind,  and  should  be  inculcated  in  the  mind  of  every  child  bom  in  this  land  of 
liberty#  It  is  a  debt  that  we  owe  to  posterity,  and  to  the  great  race  to  which  we 
belong# 

Edmund  Burke,  probably  the  greatest  Irishman  of  the  eighteenth  century,  speaking 
of  the  decay  of  patriotism  in  France,  declared  that  no  people  can  look  forward  with 
confidence  to  posterity,  who  do  not  look  backwards  with  pride  to  their  ancestors 0 
John  Ruskin,  the  great  English  philosopher  and  writer,  expressed  a  similar  view 
when  he  declared  that  "A  land  without  ruins  is  a  land  without  memories,  and  a  land 
without  memories  is  a  land  without  patriotism;"  and  Sir  Walter  Scott,  the  Prince  of 
Scottish  story  tellers,  has  poured  out  to  a  delighted  world  the  purest  and  noblest 
sentiments  which  pervade  the  human  heart  -  Love  of  Country,  Love  of  parents,  and 
pride  in  the  noble  achievements  of  our  ancestors. 

Burke,  the  Irishman,  was  dreaming  of  Finn  and  Ossian  and  Oscar;  he  was  thinking 
of  Brian  Boru  and  that  vast  array  of  legendary  heroes,  whose  exploits  have  been  the 
pride  and  admiration  of  every  Irishman;  Legendary,  it  is  true,  but  no  more  so  than 
Homer’s  Fall  of  Troy  and  his  vague  wanderings  of  Ulysses# 

Ruskin,  the  Englishman,  had  read  of  Arthur,  the  King,  and  of  his  Knights  of  the 
Round  Table;  he  had  read  and  absorbed  the  myths  of  Guinevere  and  Lancelot,  and  of 
Perceval  and  his  Quest  of  the  Holy  Grail.  Through  the  mixed  blood  of  more  than 
thirty  generations  he  claims  kin  with  Alfred,  the  Saxon,  with  Edward,  the  Confessor, 
and  with  William,  the  Noriran.  The  healing  hand  of  time  had  blotted  out  their  many 
sins  and,  to  his  British  mind,  they  represented  all  that  was  clean  and  noble  and 
good# 

Sir  Walter  Scott  had  set  at  the  feet  of  his  grandfather  and  listened  to  the 
witch  tales  which  the  old  gentleman  was  so  fond  of  telling.  He  had  heard  about 
King  Malcom,  and  how  bloody  Macbeth  had  murdered  the  aged  Duncan;  he  had  heard  of 


the  Douglass  and  of  Michael  Scott,  the  Magician,  until  his  mind  was  a  storehouse, 
a  Thesaurus  of  legend  and  tradition#  His  magic  pen  has  peopled  the  glens  and 
caverns  of  Scotland  with  pixies  and  elves  and  goblins,  until  those  who  are  familiar 
with  his  writings  can  scarely  travel  through  that  picturesque  Countiy  without 
listening,  unconsciously,  for  the  call  of  a  Banshee,  or  the  howl  of  the  wandering 
Were-wolf#  He  had  read  of  Robert  Bruce  at  Bannochbum,  and  of  William  Wallace  at 
Abbey  Craig,  and  he  rejoiced  in  the  fact  that  though  considerably  smaller  in 
territory,  and  far  inferior  in  population,  Scotland  had  never  yet  bowed  its  knee  to 
England;  nor  had  the  union  between  the  two  countries  ever  been  consummated  until 
James  VII  of  Scotland,  by  reason  of  his  inheritance  from  his  great -grand-father, 
Henry  VII,  of  England,  became  James  I  of  Great  Britain,  France,  and  Ireland# 

These  distinguished  representatives  of  three  great  races  spoke  the  same  senti¬ 
ment,  gave  expression  to  the  same  thought#  They  made  vocal  that  generous  emotion 
which  swells  in  the  heart  of  every  man  upon  this  Earth  who  is  worth  to  walk  upright¬ 
ly  in  the  image  of  his  Maker,  and  the  world  has  honored  them  for  it;  it  has  taken 
off  its  hat,  so  to  speak,  to  these  three  men;  but  to  none  more  than  Sir  Walter 
Scott  for  penning  that  beautiful  apostrophe  to  his  native  land : 

"Breathes  there  a  man  with  soul  so  dead, 

Who  never  to  himself  hath  said, 

’This  is  my  own,  my  native  land; 

Whose  heart  hath  ne’er  within  him  burned 
As  home  his  footsteps  he  hath  turned. 

From  wandering  on  a  foreign  strand. 

If  such  there  be,  go  mark  him  well; 

For  him  no  Minstrel's  raptures  swell; 

High  though  his  titles,  proud  his  name, 

Boundless  his  wealth  as  wish  can  claim; 

Despite  those  titles,  power  and  pelf, 

The  wretch  all  centered  in  himself, 

Living  shall  forfeit  fair  renown, 

And  doubly  dying,  shall  go  down, 

To  the  vile  dust  from  whence  he  sprung, 

Unwept,  unhonored,  and  unsung." 

The  most  interesting  thing  that  people  can  talk  about  is  people.  What  they  say, 

what  they  do,  what  they  wear,  where  they  go  -  these  things  form  the  subject  of 

about  nine-tenths  of  the  average  conversation  that  we  hear  on  the  trains,  on  the 
buses,  or  anywhere  else  where  people  gather  for  casual  intercourse.  In  fact  what 

people  do  and  say  today  makes  up  the  history  of  tomorrow,  Alexander  Pope  said  that 

the  study  of  mankind  was  Man,  and  that  is  true;  it  is  a  fact  which  we  uncon¬ 

sciously  accept  without  proof.  Recently,  and  within  the  past  twenty  five  or  thirty 
years,  the  people  of  this  State  have  begun  to  take  an  interest  in  what  the  people 
were  doing  here  many  years  ago.  Who  were  they,  where  did  they  come  from,  what  did 
they  do  that  was  worthy  of  notice,  and  what  part  did  they  take  in  the  upbuilding  of 
this  commonwealth?  This  search  for  information  takes  an  Added  zest  when  we  are 
able  to  connect  ourselves  up  by  blood  with  some  of  the  great  and  good  men  of  the 
past#  We  have  many  families  here  in  North  Carolina  who  can  trace  their  line  of 
descent  from  some  immigrant  ancestor  who  settled  in  these  parts  two  hundred  or  more 
years  ago#  In  making  this  search  for  a  connecting  link  with  the  past,  we  should  be 
fair  to  ourselves,  and  endeavor  to  Xeam  the  truth,  whatever  it  may  be.  It  is  a 
fine  thing  to  be  able  to  carry  with  you  the  consciousness  of  direct  descent  from 
some  noble  ancestry*  When  one  carries  such  knowledge  with  modesty  and  decorum,  it 
adds  a  charm  to  his  or  her  personality;  but  when  such  consciousness  is  coupled  with 
vanity;  when  it  takes  on  an  air  of  superiority,  it  becomes  a  proper  target  for  ridi¬ 
cule  and  scorn# 

When  we  remember  that  ten  generations  ago  each  one  of  us  had  more  than  one  thou¬ 
sand  ancestors,  some  good,  some  bad,  and  some  indifferent,  we  should  be  careful  in 


proclaiming  our  superiority  over  others  who  have  the  same  number  of  ancestors, and 
probably  of  the  same  caliber  as  our  own.  If  one  should  start  back  with  his  parents, 
grandparents,  great-grand-parents  and  so  on  until  he  reaches  the  tenth  generation, 
he  will  see  from  a  mathenatical  calculation  that  he  had  at  that  time  One  Thousand 
and  twenty  four  ancestors.  If  he  should  add  to  that  number  all  of  those  ancestors 
who  followed  down  the  line,  there  will  be  a  total  of  Two  Thousand  and  Forty  Six; 
and  to  each  one  of  them  he  will  be  responsible  in  part  for  what  he  is,  be  it  good 
or  bad.  Many  of  us  can  go  back  as  much  as  ten  generations  since  our  immigrant 
ancestors  landed  in  America;  and  it  is  a  fact  that  nearly  every  person  in  this 
State  who  descended  from  prerevolutionary  ancestors,  is  blood  kin  to  every  other 
person  of  like  descent.  Then  what  right  has  one  of  us  to  turn  up  his  nose  at 
another,  or  claim  a  superior  origin.  We  are  all  peas  out  of  the  same  pod,  and  it 
does  not  become  the  pot  to  call  the  kettle  black. 

We  had  just  as  well  recognize  the  solemn  fact,  that  there  is  a  skelton  in  the 
ancestral  closet  of  every  person  within  the  sound  of  my  voice.  If  you  will  dig 
away  the  cobwebs  and  rubbish  of  time  you  will  find  it, and  your  vanity  xd.ll  suffer 
a  severe  shock. 

When  I  was  invited  to  come  here  today  and  talk  to  the  Grooms  and  their  inlaws  I 
hardly  knew  what  subject  to  select.’  I  didn't  knoX'/  whether  you  wanted  me  to  talk 
about  the  Grooms  or  not;  and,  if  so,  whether  you  wanted  me  to  take  issue  with  some 
others  who  have  spoken  and  written  quite  extensively  about  this  large  and  influen¬ 
tial  family.  Some  of  the  Grooms  are  kin  to  me  through  Anne  Grady,  a  daughter  of 
my  ancestor,  John  Grady,  She  married  Jesse  Groom,  and  they  have  numberous  descend¬ 
ants,  x-jho  are,  of  course,  related  to  me  in  some  degree.  My  friaid,  John  Rodman, 
who  was  your  speaker  last  year,  is  a  lineal  descendant  of  Anne  Grady  and  Jesse  Groom 

As  some  of  you  are  my  cousins,  either  near  or  remote,  and  as  all  of  us  are  good 
friends,  I  am  going  to  speak  candidly  and  truthfully,  as  I  see  it,  and  tell  you  a 
somewhat  different  story  about  yourselves  from  what  has  been  told  heretofore  by 
speakers  and  writers.  In  taking  issue  with  some  of  your  genealogists  I  mean  no 
harm  whatever,  and  no  offense*  I  x^ant  to  be  candid  enough  to  admit  that  some  of  my 
own  conclusions  may  be  erroneous#  The  historian  deals  in  facts,  when  there  are 
facts;  and  some  of  them  deal  in  fiction  when  the  facts  give  out.  We  people  here  in 
Lenoir  and  adjoining  Counties  want  to  be  honest  with  ourselves,  and  deal  only  in 
facts.  The  human  race  has  been  split  asunder  on  many  occasions,  and  nations  have 
gone  to  war  because  of  differing  religious  beliefs.  Argument  had  been  met  by 
argument,  until  the  matter  was  submitted  to  the  arbitrament  of  the  sword,  when  as 
a  matter  of  fact  not  one  of  them  knex^  what  he  was  talking  about.  They  had  no  facts. 
Blind  faith  and  rank  superstition  swept  reason  from  its  pedestal,  and  men  degener¬ 
ated  into  mere  beasts.  And  all  of  this  because  the  facts  gave  out.  The  Baptist 
says  John  immersed  his  disciples;  the  Presbyterian  says  he  sprinkled  them,  and  the 
argument  begins.  The  facts  give  out,  for  neither  of  them  can  prove  his  faith  by 
any  evidence  recognized  in  the  Courts  of  this  State, 
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But  when  one  man  declares  that  two  plus  two  equals  four,  and  another  man  says 
it  is  not  so,  the  proof  is  at  hand;  the  fact  is  easily  demonstrated,,  and  the  one 
who  questions  the  statement  is  convinced,  if  he  is  at  all  reasonable,  and  if  he  is 
not,  it  doesn't  make  any  difference  what  he  believes. 

Twenty  five  years  or  more  ago  Judge  Oliver  H.  Allen  of  Kinston,  following  a  foot 
note  in  Hawks'  History  of  North  Carolina,  declared  that  the  name  Groom  x^as  a  cor¬ 
ruption  of  the  German  Palatine  word  Grum,  which  was  pronounced  Groom.  My  old 
friend  and  teacher,  Dr.  Collier  Cobb,  made  the  same  assertion  in  an  article  x;hich 
appeared  in  the  Daily  Press;  and  Dr,  Archibald  Henderson,  several  years  ago,  de¬ 
clared  that  Daniel  Groom,  and  his  three  sons,  Abel,  Jesse  and  Major,  all  came  "over 
to  American  with  Baron  DeGraffenreidt  in  1710,  and  that  the  Grooms  of  this  State 
are  descended  from  those  three  sons  of  Daniel.  He  is  correct  as  to  the  line  of 
descent;  but  Daniel  and  his  sons  did  not  come  over  with  DeGraffenreidt,  In  "Caro- 


lina  and  Southern  Cross,"  a  magazine  published  in  Kinston,  in  the  issue  of  April ,3' 
19XU,  it  is  stated  as  a  fact  that  Herman  Drum,  the  palatine,  was  the  ancestor  of 
the  Groom  family  in  this  State,  Hawks1  History  was  published  in  1858,  He  refers 
to  certain  names  appearing  signed  to  a  petition  to  the  King  sometime  about  1711  or 
1712,' in  which  the  names  Eslar,  Renege,  Eibach,  Morris,  Kinsey,  Wallis,  Miller, 
Simon,  and  Grum  appear*  It  is  easy  to  get  Xsler  out  of  Eslar,  Xpock  out  of  Eibach, 
Simmons  out  of  Simon,  and  we  can  see  how  Kornegay  might  come  out  of  the  name  Renege 
if  we  substitute  and  initial  K  for  the  R,  which  should  be  done*  Most  of  these 
names  are  familiar  to  all  of  us.  In  Onslow  County  I  know  people  by  the  name  of 
Frank,  Aman,  Koonce,  and  Hargett,  all  of  whom  we  knew  were  descended  from  Swiss 
immigrants  who  were  in  DeGraffenreidt  party;  but  X  am  unable  to  associate  the  name 
Groom  with  Old  Herman  Grum.  The  Wells  family  of  Duplin  County  traces  its  descent 
from  Jacob  Wells  who  came  over  with  this  Colony,  as  did  the  Teacheys  of  Duplin 
County, 

It  has  been  suggested  that  the  descendants  of  Herman  Grum  adopted  the  name  of 
Groom,  and  that  those  of  them  living  in  Craven  County  and  the  surrounding  territory 
go  under  that  name  now;  but  X  do  not  believe  it.  I  dislike  very  much  to  take 
issue  with  such  distinguished  men  as  Dr,  Cobb,  Dr.  Henderson  and  Judge  Allen;  and 
X  can  hardly  blame  them  for  following  in  the  footsteps  of  Dr.  Hawks,  who  seems  to 
have  been  the  first  man  to  adopt  the  Palatine  theory.  But  my  sense  of  candor  in 
dealing  with  historical  facts,  and  the  absence  of  any  proof  as  to  the  theory  of 
Palatine  descent,  compels  me  to  state  here  that  the  Grooms  are  not  and  never  were 
of  German  origin  at  all;  they  are  not  Palatines s 

In' the  first  place  the  name  Groom  is  pure  Irish,  There  are  Grooms  in  Ireland 
today,  plenty  of  them,  and  they  have  been  there  for  a  thousand  years  or  more.  In 
the  County  of  Limerick,  about  twenty  miles  to  the  South  of  the  County  seat,  is  a 
Town  called  Groom,  which  anyone  can  see  from  a  casual  glance  at  a  Map;  and  there 
are  two  Groom  Castles  in  Ireland,  so  old  that  no  man  knows  when  they  were  built. 

The  word  was  originally  C-r-o-m,  and  in  the  ancient  Celtic  language,  meant  bent , 
curved,  or  Crooked*  Those  of  you  who  are  familiar  with  the  history  of  Great  Brit¬ 
ain  and  Ireland,  know  that  prior  to  the  introduction  of  Christianity  the  Celtic 
tribes  had  a  strange  religion  which  required  human  sacrifices,  and  their  priests 
were  called  Druids.  They  worshiped  the  Sun,  the  Moon  and  the  other  large  Heavenly 
bodies.  The  New  Moon  was  their  Feast  God,  and  they  called  it  Crom  because  it  was 
curved  or  bent.  During  these  feast  they  met  in  structures  of  stone,  made  up  of 
tremendous  columns  set  in  a  circle,  called  Cromlechs,  As  already  stated,  the  word 
Grom  means  bent  and  llech  meant  stone.  The  ruins  of  one  of  these  old  cromlechs 
still  stands  at  Stonehenge  in  England,  Scientists  declare  that  it  was  built  in  the 
l?th  Century  before  Christ,  or  about  thirty  six  hundred  years  ago, 

•It  is  impossible  for  us  to  understand  the  ritualism  of  this  strange  cult,  for 
letters  were  then  unknown,  and  then  too  it  is  supposed  that  the  creed  and  ritual 
were  secret  and  protected  by  the  most  awful  oaths  known  to  man,  a  violation  of 
which  meant  death  by  such  torture  as  even  the  Devil  himself  would  shudder  at. 

The  naming  of  men  and  families  after  some  prehistoric  god  was  very  common  among 
the  ancient  Britons,  and  also  upon  the  Continent  of  Europe.  The  name  Gott,  which 
is  our  word  God,  is  very  common  in  Germany  today.  From  the  Celtic  God,  called  Crom 
we  get  the  name  Cromwell,  which  means  Grom’s  spring.  The  word  Well  is  from  the  old 
verb  wellen,  which  means  to  boil,  and  well  originally  meant  a  spring,  or  a  place 
where  water  boiled  up  out  of  the  earth.  The  well  known  family  of  Cromarty  is  made 
up  of  the  two  words,  Crom,  and  ard,  the  latter  meaning  a  hill  or  river  bank.  The 
final  g  means  little,  so  that  Cromarty  means  the  little  hill  of  Crom,  This  final 

meaning  little,  is  found  in  the  words  doggy,  a  little  dog,  Johnny,  little  John, 
and  piggy,  meaning  little  pig. 

There  is  not  a  particle  of  doubt  about  the  fact  that  the  name  Groom  is  Irish, 

The  question  then  arises,  did  the  descendants  of  Herman  Crum  take  the  name  Croom, 
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and  was  he  your  ancestor,  or  did  your  ancestors  come  into  North  Carolina  from 
Virginia  under  their  real  name,  Groom, 

In  the  first  place  the  word  Palatine  doesn’t  carry  any  special  significance.  It 
simply  means  that  the  person  in  question  came  from  the  Palatinate,  a  German  terri¬ 
tory  in  Bavaria,  lying  to  the  west  of  the  Rhine  Riverc  According  to  all  available 
records  they  were  paupers  who  couldn’t  make  a  living  at  home,  and  came  over  here 
under  a  promise  of  food,  stock  and  land.  The  ruler  of  the  Palatinate  was  called 
Count,  and  the  name  Palatine  was  adopted  from  the  Latin  name  for  the  hill  where  the 
Emperors  had  their  palace  -  Mount  Palatinus, 

In  the  Census  of  1723,  vhich  was  compiled  under  the  direction  of  the  Colonial 
Government,  and  found  in  Hawks'  History,  Vol,  II,  Pages  63,  and  following,  we  do 
not  find  a  singlerame,  which  could  be  any  possible  corruption  or  distortion  be  con¬ 
verted  into  the  name  Groom,  Groon  or  Grum,  with  the  single  exception  of  the  name 
Cromen^  and  that  man  lived  in  Bertie  Precinct,  However,  we  do  find  the  names 
Slaver,  Xsler,  Miller,  Dipp,  Simmons,  Perk,  Perlerbo,  Wixedell,  Resebel,  Frank,  and 
Fisher,  all  of  whom  are  listed  as  Palatines,  and  living  in  Craven  Precinct,  Xh 
this  same  History  we  find  on  page  125  that  in  1726  an  Indian  by  the  name  of  George 
Senneka  was  tried  and  hanged  for  the  murder  of  Catharine,  the  wife  of  Thomas  Groom 
in  Bertie  Precinct,  We  might  admit  for  the  sake  of  argument  that  Thomas  Groom  was 
a  son  of  Herman  Gram;  but  it  is  far  more  reasonable  to  suppose  that  the  name  Groom 
is  due  to  a  misspelling  by  the  copyist.  There  is  not  a  great  deal  of  difference 
between  the  letters  C,  and  G.,  whai  written  with  a  pen  one  hundred  or  more  years 
ago.  Such  errors  in  copying  are  frequent.  In  the  Register's  Office  of  Craven 
County  we  find  only  three  Deeds  to  the  Crooms. 

1,  William  Bexley  to  Abel  Groom,  dated  in  17Ul>  Book  1,  page  360, 

2,  Jard  Hickson  to  Abel  Groom,  dated  in  17bbj  Book  3,  page  6, 

3,  Ambrose  Ariss  to  Major  Groom,  dated  in  17bb,  Book  2,  page  l59« 

We  know  to  a  certainty  who  Abel  Groom  was,  and  we  know  who  Major  Groom  was. 

They  were  brothers,  born  in  Virginia,  and  their  father  was  named  Daniel,  Here  we 
have  the  letter  C  changed  to  G  by  the  copyist.  There  can  be  no  doubt  that  fact. 

We  know  that  Daniel  Croom  had  a  son  named  Abel  who  moved  into  what  was  then 
Craven  County,  in  the  year  17hl,  the  same  year  that  the  first  deed  above  referred 
to  is  dated j  and  we  also  have  the  record  that  Major  Croom,  his  brother,  moved  into 
what  was  then  Craven  County  in  the  year  17ljij,  the  same  year  that  he  purchased  this 
tract  of  land  from  Ambrose  Ariss,  We  also  know  that  Jesse  Croom,  another  brother, 
moved  into  North  Carolina  in  1757*  Daniel  Groom’s  Will  (the  father  of  Abel  and 
Major  and  Jesse)  is  recorded  in  Goochland  County,  Virginia,  and  shows  that  he  died 
in  1735*  He  mentions  his  three  sons,  Abel,  Major  and  Jesse, 

The  misspelling  of  family  names  by  copyists  is  shown  clearly  in  the  name  which 
we  call  Kornegay,  The  name  originally  was  Kenege,  and  was  pronounced  Ken-e-gy, 
the  accent  being  on  the  second  syllable.  In  the  transcripted  copies  of  the  old 
records  the  name  is  written  Renege,  We  are  all  acquainted  with  the  Kornegays  of 
Duplin  and  we  knot/  that  they  never  were  Renegays,  This  false  copying  is  further 
shown  in  the  Census  of  1790,  which  was  the  first  census  taken  under  the  Federal 
Constitution,  We  find  in  this  Census  that  Jesse  Croom  was  living  in  New  Hanover 
County,  It  Is  now  Pender j  that  John  Croom  was  living  in  Stokes  Countyj  that  Charle 
Grooms,  Jesse  Grooms,  Sr,,  Jesse  Grooms,  Jr.  and  Daniel  Grooms,  were  living  in 
Wayne  Countyj  and  Christian  Crum,  Godfrey  Crum  and  Conrad  Crum  was  living  in  Rox^an 
and  Mecklenburg  Counties,  The  names  Christian,  Godfrey  and  Conrad  are  so  purely 
German  that  x^e  are  bound  to  know  that  they  were  Germans  who  had  come  dov.-n  into  that 
section  from  Pennsylvania,  as  so  many  of  them  did  about  that  time.  The  names 
Daniel  and  Jesse  Grooms  in  Wayne  satisfy  us  that  they  were  Crooms  and  not  Grooms. 
Daniel  and  Jesse  are  too  closely  associated  with  the  Virginia  family  for  us  to 
doubt  this  inference. 
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Before  leaving  this  subject  respecting  the  misspelling  of  names,  I  might  call 
attention  to  the  fact  that  among  the  Palatines  who  came  to  Newbem  in  1710,  there 
was  a  man  by  the  name  of  George  Kenege,  or  Kornegayf  He  signed  the  petiton  refer¬ 
red  to  in  Hawks®  History,  and  which  will  also  be  found  in  Vol*  IV  of  the  Colonial 
Records,  page  956,  where  the  name  is  spelled  R-e-n-e-g-e.  My  family  came  in  con¬ 
tact  with  George  Kornegay’s  people  when  his  son,  William,  married  Elizabeth  Outlaw, 
the  sister  of  my  ancestor.  Captain  James  Outlaw.  They  settled  on  the  North  East 
River,  at  what  is  now  called  Komegay*s  Bridge,  which  bridge  was  built  by  this  same 
William,  and  he  and  his  wife  are  both  buried  on  the  hill,  just  to  the  East  of  the 
Bridge#  Some  of  the  Kornegays  have  adopted  the  idea  that  they  are  Scotch,  and  that 
their  name  used  to  be  Carnegie,  the  same  as  the  great  Andrew,  who  founded  so  many 
public  Libraries ;  but  they  haven* t  a  leg  to  stand  on  when  it  comes  to  proof# 

My  good  friend,  Col.  William  B#  Rodman  of  Norfolk,  a  great  lawyer  and  a  consider¬ 
able  historian,  who  is  also  descended  from  Abel  Croom,  a  son  of  Daniel,  writes  me 
under  date  July  28,  1937*  as  follows:  "Some  years  ago  I  spent  some  time  trying  to 
find  out  something  about  the  Grooms.  I  am  sending  you  herewith  a  copy  of  what  I 
found  as  to  the  ancestors  of  the  three  Croom  brothers,  Abel,  Major  and  Jesse,  who 
migrated  from  Virginia  to  North  Carolina  from  178-1  to  1757*  settling  at  first  in 
what  is  now  Lenoir  and  Wayne  Counties,  then  Craven  and  later  Dobbs.  They  were  not 
Palatines,  German  or  Swiss,  Hawks*  query  and  Archibald  Henderson’s  statement  to  the 
contrary*  Hawks's  sister-in-law,  my  grandmother,  used  to  say  that  Hawks  knew  bet¬ 
ter.  They  were  Irish  in  all  probability,  coming  to  this  Country  probably  in  the 
latter  part  of  the  17th  Century,  during  the  then  troublous  times  in  Ireland  and 
England#  Their  Progenitor,  Daniel,  lived  on  the  James  River  above  Richmond  about 
20  or  30  miles,  in  what  was  first  Henrico,  then  Cumberland,  and  now  Goochland  County" 

I  am  glad  to  know  that  so  wise  a  man  as  Colonel  Rodman  has  seen  the  light,  and 
that  his  mind,  like  my  own,  rejects  the  Palatine  theory  of  the  Croom  descent# 

%  personal  interest  in  the  Croom  family  arises  from  the  fact  that  Jesse  Croom, 
a  son  of  Abel  and  grandson  of  Daniel,  married  Anne  Grady,  a  sister  of  rry  great- 
great-grandfather#  This  marriage  was  about  the  year  1763.  They  were  the  parents 
of  the  following  children:  John,  who  moved  to  Stokes  County,  (See  Census  of  1790) 
Mary  who  was  bora  Sept  .  18,  1766;  Abel,  bom  Jan,  1,  1769;  Lydia,  born  Feb#  6,  1772 j 
Zilpah,  born  March  8,  1778.;  Anne  (named  for  her  mother)  born  Jan.  26,  1777*  and 
Elizabeth,  bom  April  1,  1779#  This  Elizabeth  Croom  married  John  Austin  Swinson, 
and  is  the  great-grandmother  of  my  friend.  Miss  Lilly  McIntyre  of  Rocky  Mount,  to 
whom  I  am  indebted  for  much  of  the  data  contained  in  this  address#  Through  this 
connection  I  am  related  by  blood  to  a  great  many  Grooms  in  North  Carolina.  Anne 
Grady  Croom  died,  and  Jesse  married  Sarah  Ramsey.  They  had  the  following  children: 
Jesse,  Major,  Wiilia  ?., ,  Laney,  Ascenath,  Theresa,  or  Treacy,  as  she  was  called; 
Lott,  Nancy,  and  Hariy#  It  is  probable  that  a  large  number  of  you  people  here  to¬ 
day  are  lineally  descended  from  this  Jesse  Croom  who  married  a  daughter  of  my  great- 
great-gfeat-grandfather,  old  John  Grady# 

We  will  not  quarrel  about  the  name,  or  where  the  Grooms  came  from#  Personally, 

I  do  not  believe  that  a  single  Croom  living  in  this  State  today  bears  any  kinship 
to  Herman  Grim,  the  poor  German  Palatine  who  settled  near  Newbern  in  1710#  There 
does  not  appear  in  any  of  the  records  of  the  Croom  family,  so  far  as  I  know,  a 
single  German,  Swiss  or  other  foreign  Christian  name,  which  would  indicate  such 
origin  as  contended  by  Dr.  Henderson,  Dr.  Cobb  and  Mr.  Hawks#  We  know  that  it  is 
customary  among  all  people  to  name  their  children  for  their  ancestors#  We  find  any 
number  of  Abels,  Jesses,  Lotts,  Daniels  and  Majors  among  the  Grooms;  but  no  Hermans, 
no  Conrads,  no  Christians,  all  of  which  are  typically  German#  We  know  as  a  matter 
of  fact  that  the  Palatines  fared  very  badly  at  the  hands  of  DeGraffenroidt,  and 
that  many  of  them  moved  away,  out  of  the  Colony.  We  know  as  a  matter  of  fact-  that 
they  came  very  near  starving  to  death,  and  the  few  that  survived  starvation  and 
disease  fell  an  easy  prey  to  the  Tuscarora  Indians  who  had  no  intention  of  letting 
them  or  anybody  else  steal  their  lands#  The  Province  of  Carolina  was  not  a  very 
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desirable  place  to  live  in  during  the  early  part  of  the  18th  century*  Even  so  late 
as  1723,  thirteen  years  after  the  Newbern  settlement,  there  were  less  than  1,000 
land  owners  in  the  whole  Colony.  It  is  my  personal  opinion  that  Herman  Grum,  and 
his  family,  if  he  had  any,  either  left  the  Colony,  or  died  from  hunger,  disease  or 
assassination  at  the  hands  of  the  Indians ;  and  that  this  large  and  influential 
family  of  Grooms,  filled  as  it  is  with  honor  and  distinction,  came  directly  from 
old  Daniel  Groom  of  Goochland  County,  Virginia,  through  his  three  sons,  Abel,  Major 
and  Jesse. 

It  must  be  remembered  that  Lenoir  County  was  not  created  until  1791.  Prior  to 
that  time  Lenoir  and  Green  formed  what  was  called  Dobbs  County,  which  was  created 
out  of  Johnston  County  in  1758,  New  Hanover  County  was  created  in  1728,*  and  at 
that  time  it  included  Sampson,  Duplin,  and  Pender,  Craven  County  was  formed  at  a 
much  earlier  date,  and  up  to  17I4I,  included  the  territory  which  is  now  embraced  in 
the  Counties  of  Johnston,  Wayne,  Lenoir,  and  Green;  so  that  when  the  records  show 
that  one  of  the  Grooms  settled  in  Craven  County  in  the  years  prior  to  17ho,  he  may 
have  actually  settled  in  what  is  now  Lenoir,  or  Green  or  Wayne;  and  if  it  appears 
that  one  of  them  settled  in  New  Hanover  County  prior  to  17U9 ,  such  settlement  may 
have  actually  been  in  Duplin,  or  in  Sampson  or  Pender;  and,  as  we  know,  there  are 
Grooms  living  in  each  of  one  of  these  Counties  today. 

But,  whoever  they  are,  and  whereever  they  came  from,  it  makes  little  difference 
at  this  late  date,  A  member  of  this  family  can  well  say,  in  the  language  of 
Admiral  Sampson,  when  it  was  asserted  by  some  that  Admiral  Schley  was  entitled  to 
credit  for  the  victory  over  the  Spainards  at  Santiago:  "What  difference  does  it 
make,"  said  he,  "there  is  honor  enough  for  us  all,"  And  so  it  is  with  the  Grooms, 

One  parting  shot  at  Dr,  Henderson  and  others  who  claim  that  you  people  are  Ger¬ 
mans,  descended  from  Herman  Grum,  and  I  will  take  up  another  subject  which  may  be 
much  more  interesting.  In  the  Virginia  Quit-Rents  Rolls  for  the  year  l?0li,  it 
appears  that  one  Joel  Groom  was  the  owner  of  600  acres  of  land.  This  was  six  years 
before  the  Palatines  came  to  America,  and  shows  that  the  Grooms  were  living  in 
Virginia  before  old  Herman  ever  left  Bavaria  in  Germany,  It  is  possible  (but  we 
have  no  proof)  that  Joel  was  the  father  of  Daniel  or  he  may  have  been  a  brother . 
Certainly  they  were  both  of  Irish  blood  and  were  living  in  the  same  vicinity.  Not 
we  come  to  that  part  of  the  Groom  history  which  is  susceptible  of  actual  proof,  I 
speak  from  the  records. 

1,  Daniel  Groom  of  St.  James  in  the  County  of  Goochland,  State  of  Virginia, 
made  his  Will  on  November  3,  17314,  In  it  he  refers  to  Susannah,  his  wife,  and 
gives  to  his  sons,  Major  and  Jesse,  certain  lands b  To  his  son,  Abel,  he  gives  200 
acres,  being  the  place  where  he  lived.  He  mentions  a  daughter,  Dorothy,  and  de¬ 
clares  that  she  and  Major  were  minors  at  that  time,  living  with  him.  He  refers  to 
Sarah  and  Judith  Groom  as  his  youngest  daughters;  so  they  must  have  been  minors  too 
in  173U,  This  Will  was  probated  May  20,  1735,  The  only  children  mentioned  in  this 
Will  of  whom  I  have  any  record  were: 

2,  Abel  Groom,  the  eldest.  He  married  Elizabeth  Hardy,  whil©  living  in  Vir¬ 
ginia  on  Deep  Creek,  in  Cumberland  County,  I  get  this  information  from  Col.  Rodman, 
He  moved  to  North  Carolina  in  17U1,  and  settled  on  the  Neuse  River,  opposite  Fall¬ 
ing  Creek,  His  children  were*. 

Elizabeth,  who  married  Loverick  Young;  Jesse  II  who  married  first  Anne  Grady 
and  second,  Sarah  Ramsey.  I  have  already  given  you  the  names  of  his  children. 

Major  Groom  II  and  Hannah  Groom,  of  whom  I  have  no  record  at  this  time,  other  than 
what  appears  in  the  State  records  respecting  Major,  to  which  I  will  refer  later  on. 

3,  Major  Groom  I,  son  of  old  Daniel,  moved  to  Falling  Creek  in -what  is  now 
Lenoir  County  In  the  year  17UU,  He  was  probably  bom  about  1722.  He  married  Glief, 
or  Olive  Avery,  and  th^-  had  many  children.  There  were  nine  sons  and  one  daughter. 
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and  I  am  satisfied  that  Major  Groom  and  his  wife,  Olief,  were  the  progenitors  of 
most  of  the  Croons  living  in  North  Carolina  today.  His  children  were: 

Joshua,  bom  1?5Q,  Sarah  born  in  1752  and  married  a  Hardee  or  Hardy,  Major  Groom, 

Jr#,  bom  175k,  and  married  Mary  Hardee;  Isaac  Croom,  born  1?59;  Lot  Groom  born 

1761,  married  Elizabeth  Rasberry;  Richard  Croom,  born  1765,  married  Anne  Hare; 
William  Croom,  born  1771,  married  first  Mary  Bryan  of  Newbern,  and  second,  Betsy 
Whitfield.  William  was  the  father  of  Hardy  Bryan  Croom,  to  whom  reference  will  be 
made  before  I  close.  There  were  three  sons,  Asa,  James  and  Jesse,  whose  birth 
dates  do  not  appear  in  the  records.  They  were  probably  born,  one  of  them,  between 
the  births  of  Major  Groom,  Jr.  in  l?5k,  and  Isaac  Croom  in  1759;  and  the  other  two 
probably  came  along  between  Lott  and  Richard.  This,  however,  is  not  very  material, 

Jesse  Croom,  the  youngest  son  of  Daniel  Croom,  was  born  about  the  year  1728. 

Like  his  elder  brothers,  Jesse  Croom  moved  into  North  Carolina  and  settled  in  what 
was  then  Craven  County,  now  Wayne,  He  sold  his  lands  in  Goochland  County,  Virginia 
in  1?57,  and  that  is  probably  the  year  of  his  migration  into  North  Carolina.  He 
was  a  soldier  in  the  Revolutionary  War,  and  died  sometime  after  the  date  of  his . 
Will,  which  was  January  2,  1812,'  His  Will  is  recorded  in  Book  2,  page  115  of  Wayne 
County,  His  wife  was  named  Mary,  but  we  have  no  record  of  her  family.  His  child¬ 
ren  were:  Charles  Croom,  Daniel  Croom,  Major  Croom,  Elizabeth  Croom,  Mary  Croom, 
Susannah  Croom,  Zilpah  Groom,  Sarah  Croom,  and  Jesse  Croom,  Jr, 

In  the  limited  time  that  I  have  here  at  my  disposal  it  would  be  impossible  for 
me  to  bring  the  Groom  family  down  to  the  present  date.  Those  who  are  interested 
can  take  up  the  three  brothers,  Abel,  Major  and  Jesse,  and  complete  their  lines  to 
suit  themselves,  I  will  only  try  to  point  out  a  few  members  of  the  family  as 
shining  lights  in  the  history  of  the  State,  A  careful  reading  of  the  Colonials 
Records  and  the  Histories  of  North  Carolina  will  show  that  the  Grooms  have  answered 
every  call  to  duty,  from  the  time  of  their  avent  into  the  Colony,  through  the 
Revolutionary  period,  the  War  between  the  States,  and  the  great  World  War  of  1917- 
18,  Some  of  them  served  as  Captains,  some  as  Lieutenants,  and  many  as  privates. 

In  the  realm  of  science  Hardy  Bryan  Groom  stands  out  preeminently,  John  W,  Moore, 
speaking  of  the  year  1829,  makes  this  statement: 

"One  of  the  debutants  of  this  year  was  Hardy  Bryan  Croom  of  Lenoir.  He  had 
graduated  at  Chapel  Hill  in  1816,  He  was  highly  cultivated  both  in  law  and  letters. 
There  was  much  grief  in  183?  when  it  was  known  that  he  and  his  family  had  perished 
with  the  Steamship  "Home"  off  Cape  Hatteras." 

Mr,  Wheeler,  another  noted  Historian  of  this  State,  says  'that  Hardy  Bryan  Croom 
was  a  resident  of  this  (Lenoir)  County  and  represented  it  in  the  Senate  of  1828, 

He  was  born  in  1798,  educated  at  the  University,  and  graduated  in  1816;  read  law 
under  Judge  Gaston,  and  was  distinguished  for  his  deep  and  varied  acquirements  as  a 
scholar,  and  his  kind  and  courteous  bearing  as  a  gentleman.  He  married  a  Miss 
Smith  of  Newbern." 

Hardy  Bryan  Croom  was  probably  the  most  brilliant  scholar  that  the  family  has 
produced.  His  hobby  was  botany,  in  the  study  of  which  he  spent  considerable  time 
in  Florida,  The  Standard  Dictionary  says  that  the  flower,  called  Croomia,  was 
named  for  him.  It  was  a  pity  that  so  brilliant  a  mind  should  have  been  eclipsed  at 
such  an  early  date.  He  graduated  at  the  age  of  18,  was  in  the  State  Senate  at 
thirty;  and  was  drowned  at  the  age  of  thirty  nine.  It  was  one  of  those  strange 
events  in  the  lives  of  men  which  caused  the  great  poet  Wordsworth  to  say: 

"0,  Sir:  The  good  die  first;  but  those  whose  hearts  are  dry  as  Summer's  dust, 
burn  to  the  socket," 

The  first  Representative  from  Lenoii*  County  after  its  formation  in  1791  was 
Isaac  Croom,  and  its  first  Senator  was  Joshua  Croom.  Isaac  was  again  in  the  House 
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in  1793  and  179U*  Hardy  Groom  represented  the  County  in  1800.  Abraham  Croom  in 
1812  and  1819,  and  in  1823  Isaac  was  again  elected.  Joshua  Croom  was  Lenoir's 
first  Senator |  then  William  Croom  succeeded  him  in  1793,  179U,  1793,  and  again  in 
1806,  1807,  and  1808.  In  1815  Isaac  Croom  was  State  Senator,  and  then  Hardy  Bryan 
Croom  was  elected  in  1828.  He  was  a  son  of  William  Croom,  called  General,  and  Mary 
Bryan  of  Newbern.  William  Croom  was  probably  a  General  in  the  State  Militia  after 
the  Revolution;  but  I  have  no  record  of  his  appointment.  It  is  a  family  tradition. 
He  was  called  "General". 

Lott  Croom,  son  of  Major  Croom  I,  was  an  outstanding  citizen,  a  man  of  tremendous 
intellect,  and  great  moral  influence  in  the  community.  He  was  born  in  1761,  and 
married  Elizabeth  Rasberry  when  he  was  26  years  old.  He  was  the  father  of  Redding 
Croom  who  was  bom  Feb.  15,  1793  and  married  Elizabeth  or  Elsey  Moore,  His  second 
child  was  John  Rasberry  Croom,  born  Dec.  21,  1796.  He  married  Susannah  Rasberry, 
probably  his  cousin.  She  was  a  daughter  of  Joseph  Rasberry,  The  third  child  was 
William,  bom  March  6,  1798,  Another  son,  Joseph  Rasberry  Croom,  was  born  April 
h,  1807  and  married  Nancy  Hardee.  The  fifth  son.  Admiral  Croom,  was  bom  June  12, 
1810,  He  married  Martha,  a  daughter  of  Richard  Rouse  and  Polly  Sutton,  his  wife. 
Richard  was  a  son  of  John  Rouse,  Jr.  and  Winnifred  Smith.  The  sixth  child  was 
Elizabeth,  born  November  13,  1812,  She  married  Zachariah  Davis,  and  was  the  grand¬ 
mother  of  my  dear  friend  and  cousin,  Chelly  Maxwell,  the  wife  of  Robert  G.  Maxwell 
of  Duplin  County. 

Lott  Groom  and  his  wife  are  buried  somewhere  near  this  Church,  His  residence 
was  burned  a  number  of  years  ago.  His  son.  Admiral  Croom,  occupied  the  old  home 
after  his  father's  death,  and  then  Lott  A,  Croom,  a  son  of  Admiral,  lived  there 
after  his  father's  death,  Lott  Croom  built  the  original  Sandy  Bottom  Church,  which 
stood  near  his  residence,  but  was  later  moved  to  its  present  site.  He  was  a  Primi¬ 
tive  Baptist,  and  it  seems  that  he  governed  the.  Church  and  the  community  in  which 
he  lived  with  the  iron  hand  of  religious  enthusiasm.  Such  men  were  needed  in  that 
day  and  time.  Probably  his  greatest  contribution  to  the  State  and  to  mankind  was 
his  son,  the  Reverend  Joseph  Rasberry  Croom*  He  was  bom  in  the  old  home  on  Neuse 
River,  known  as  "Groom  Hall"  or  "The  Brick  House",  as  the  negroes  called  it.  It 
is  said  to  have  been  the  first  brick  house  built  in  the  County,  the  material  having 
been  brought  up  the  River  and  landed  at  Croom' s  Wharf «  Tradition  has  it  that  each 
brick  had  the  Croom  initials  on  it, 

Joseph  Rasberry  Croom  married  Nancy  Hardy  or  Hardee  on  January  27,  1829*  He  was 
baptised  in  his  father's  church  at  Sandy  Bottom  on  April  l6,  181|3,  by  the  Rev. 
Benjamin  Bynum.  He  began  preaching  in  185U,  and  his  first  text  was;  "He  that 
despised  Moses*  Law  died  without  mercy  under  two  or  three  witnesses.  Of  hoxf  much 
sorer  punishment,  suppose  ye,  shall  he  be  thought  itforthy,  who  hadth  trodden  under 
foot  the  Son  of  God,  and  hath  counted  the  blood  of  the  covenant,  wherewith  he  was 
sanctified  an  unholy  thing,  and  hath  done  despite  unto  the  Spirit  of  Grace."  What 
a  text l  We  can  almost  see,  in  Hie  mind's  eye,  the  sinner  crouch  and  squirm  beneath 
the  fervid  oratory  of  this  wonderful  preacher,  as  he  pictured  to  his  congregation 
the  tortures  that  lay  in  fire  and  brimstone  -  the  certain  fate  of  him  who  wandered 
astray  from  the  Lord's  vineyard.  He  was  an  able  Minister,  eloquent  and  sincere  in 
word  and  action.  He  died  of  cancer,  after  two  unsuccessful  operations  on  March  23, 
i860,  just  13  days  before  the  53rd  anniversary  of  his  birth.  I  have  heard  my 
cousin  Robert  G.  Maxwell  say  that  Joseph  Rasberry  Croom  was  a  great  friend  of  his 
father,  Hugh  Maxwell,  and  that  his  father  was  so  impressed  with  the  character  of 
this  great  preacher  that  he  named  his  son  for  him  -  Joseph  Croom  Maxwell,  who  is 
now  living  in  Albertson  Township,  Duplin  County. 

His  children  were:  Henry  Netwood  Croom,  born  Nov.  6,  1829,  married  Elizabeth 
Temple;  Mary  Croom,  bom  1831,  married  Rufus  Temple;  Lott  Croom,  born  July  iu, 

1832;  Major  Croom,  born  Dec.  15,  1833;  Hardy  Croom,  born  Dec.  1;,  1835;  William 
Allen  Croom,  born  Oct.  9,  1837*  married  Anne,  daughter  of  Jesse  Jackson;  Charles 


bneppard  Groom,  born  August  1,  1539;  he  was  a  Lieutenant  in  the  Confederate  Armyfw 
Nancy  Elizabeth  Groom,  born  March  19,  181*8;  Sarah  Groom,  born  Dec.  21,  161*2; 

Rebecca  Groom,  born  Feb.  6,  181*1* 0  She  married  her  cousin,  Allen  Croom;  Rachel 
Whitfield  Croom,  born  August  16,  181*6  a 

This  completes  x*hat  I  wish  to  say  about  the  Groom'  family.  The  whole  story  is 
too  long;  but  I  trust  that  some  member  of  the  family,  who  has  the  time  and  the  data 
at  hand,  will  complete  the  record  that  I  have  so  briefly  narrated,  and  furnish  to 
the  family  a  complete  roster  of  this  interesting  people,  up  to  the  present  date. 


Let  us  conclude  the  story  with  the  solemn  reflection  that,  no  matter  how  great 
or  how  glorious  our  ancestors  may  have  been,  they  cannot  perpetuate  themselves  in 
us  unless  we  are  willing  to  make  the  same  sacrifices  that  they  made;  for  it  is  only 
sacrifice  that  whets  the  human  mind  to  greatness  and  the  human  heart  to  humility. 


A  noble  ancestry  is  a  thing  to  be  proud  of;  it  is  a  fine  tradition  to  preach  to 
our  children;  but  let  us  not  desecrate  and  soil  that  tradition  by  acts  and  conduct 
which  those  ancestors  would  be  ashamed  of.  Let  us  remember  that  "The  man  who  has 
nothing  to  boast  of  but  his  ancestors,  is  like  the  lowly  potato;  the  only  good  be¬ 
longing  to  him  is  under  the  ground, 11 


I  thank  you  for  your  patient  attention;  and  I  thank  you  for  inviting  me  to  de¬ 
liver  this  address.  If  I  have  offended  any  of  you  who  cling  to  the  Palatine  Myth, 

I  am  sorry;  but  my  own  opinion  cannot  thereby  be  changed.  You  have  enough  to  be 
proud  of  without  attempting  to  hitch  your  wagon  to  the  Palatine  stead.  I  bid  you 
God  speed  in  your  efforts  to  exemplify  the  noble  traits  which  motivated  the  Grooms 
of  old  when  they  joined  hand  in  hand  with  my  own  forefathers  in  carving  out  of  this 
Western  Wilderness  what  has  so  happily  been  termed  the  Land  of  the  Free  and  the  ' 
home  of  the  brave.  Robert  Burns,  the  farmer  poet  of  Scotland,  wrote  these  lines, 
which  so  aptly  express  what  I  am  trying  to  say;  and  with  which  I  shall  close , 

Is  there  for  honest  poverty, 

Wha  hangs  his  head  and  a*  that? 

The  coward  slave,  we  pass  him  by, 

We  dare  be  poor  for  a’  that. 

For  a’  that,  and  af  that, 

Our  toils  obscure  and  a’  that, 

The  rank  is  but  the  guinea's  stamp; 

The  man’s  the  gowd  for  a’  that. 

What  tho  on  hamely  fare  we  dine,

Copy  of  will  of  Daniel  Groom  Is  set  out  in  full,  part  I,  this  booklet.  He  died 
between  the  time  he  made  his  will  in  November,  I73I4,  and  May  20,  1735.  His  first 
wife, , Elizabeth,  died  after  May  21,  1728,  when  she  acknowledged  release  of  dower 
in  Goochland  County,  Virginia*  in  1725  they  sold  52  acres  cf  land.  Daniel  Groom 
married  his  second  wife,  Susannah,  after  about  1729.  His  widow,  Susannah  Groom, 
married  Charles  Holmes  after  May  20,  1735 ^  and  before  July,  1737.  From  the  rec¬ 
ords  it  would  seem  that  Abel  Groom,  Major  Croom  and  Dorothy  Groom  were  children 
of  Daniel  Groom  and  his  first  wife,  Elizabeth,  while  Jesse  Groom,  Judith  croom, 
and  Sarah  Groom  were  of  the  second  marriage.

HERALDRY 


One  of  the  first  steps  of  civilization  has  been  the  distinction  of  rank,  and 
heraldry  has  unquestionably  been  found  serviceable  as  the  means  of  making  that 
distinction.  Primitive  peoples  bore  individualistic  or  tribal  devices  on  their 
bodies  or  on  their  war  or  hunting  shields  and  such  symbols  evolved  into  emblems 
of  caste  to  distinguish  the  illustrious  and  noble.  Crests  were  employed  during 
the  feudal  ages  to  display  the  exploits  of  chivalry,  the  deeds  of  valour,  the 
rewards  of  merit  or  the  gracious  favor  of  princes,  and  to  commemorate  its  tr lumps 
over  oppression  and  violence. 


Coats-of-Arms  have  always  been  the  indisputable  appendage  of  a  gentleman  and  an 
object  of  pride  and  display.  In  the  modem  sense  they  are  used  to  preserve  for 
posterity  the  record  of  the  achievements  of  our  ancestors  and  as  a  testimonial  of 
our  authentic  descent. 


Heraldry  faithfully  reflects  the  culture  and  knowledge  of  the  periods  in  which 
they  lived.  Although  heraldry,  or  the  regular  bearing  of  Coats-of-Arms,  or  gar¬ 
ments  bearing  symbols,  usually  cannot  be  tracod  before  the  period  of  the  Harman 
Invasion  (1066  A.  D.),  the  custom  of  bearing  various  symbols  on  shields,  helmets, 
and  ensigns  or  standards,  extended  to  the  remotest  antiquity.  In  many  cases  it  is 
difficult  to  assign  the  exact  reason  for  the  original  assumption  of  a  particular 
Coat-of-  Anas,  Continued  on  Page  110-  near  bottom  of  page.

Heraldry  is  a  memorial  of  the  brave,  and  true  hearts  and  great  names  of  those 
earnest  and  picturesque  times,  and  a.  monument  to  the  men  who,  by  their  cnegry, love 
of  liberty  and  valour,  very  largely  contributed  to  make  this  world  what  it  is 
today. 


Mottoes  are  not  a  component  part  of  the  grant  of  any  arms,  but  have  merely  been 
adopted  oy  the  families  themselves,  sometimes  as  a  war  cry  or  a  pun  upon  the  fam¬ 
ily  name.  The  ommission  of  a  mottoc  on  a  Coat-Of-Arms  has  no  significance;  very 
lew  Continental  families  ever  adopted  them. 

Symbols  were  originally  chosen  by  the  wearer  according  to  his  own  will,  com- 
mcnorative  perhaps  of  some  valouous  incident;  others  selected  ferocious  appearing 
imaginary  beasts  of  legend,  with  the  thought  of  intimidating  their  enemies  on  the 
field  of  battle;  some  chose  symbols  emblematical  of  their  surnames  or  place  of 
residence.  Then  the  military  period  of  the  Crusades  brought  its  symbols;  after¬ 
wards  came  figures  representative  of  the  arts,  the  chase,  agriculture,  and  certain 
merchant 1 s  marks, The  tournaments  brought  others,  indicative  of  the  knight1 3  prow¬ 
ess  at  these  pageants  as  well  as  at  subsequent  successful  wars.  A  later  and  more 
learned  age  contributed  others  from  classical  stories.  At  first  these  heraldic 
bearings  were  embroidered  on  a  surcoat  worn  over  the  armour  itself,  hence  the  name 
"Coat-of-Arms" .  Gradually  this  haphazard  method  gave  way  to  the  system  of  con¬ 
tinuing  the  same  device  in  a  family  which  resulted  in  hereditary  Coats-of-Arms. 

Abuses  in  displaying  coat  armour  gave,  use,  in  the  earlier  part  of  the  sixteenth 
century,  to  the  Heraid*s  Visitations,  the  purpose  of  which  was  to  confirm, control 
and  record  such  bearings  as  were  then  in  use.  In  their  invaluable  documc-nts  arc 
set  forth  the  principal  hereditary  achievements  of  the  United  Kingdom,  and  "All 
xdao  enn^  deduce  descent  from  an  ancestor  whose  armorial,  ensigns  have  been  acknow¬ 
ledged  in  any  of  the  Visitations  are  entitled  to  carry  these  arms  by  right  of

nedy  five  shillings  to  her  and  her  heirs  forever,  then  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my 
son  Isaac  Hardee  five  shillings  to  him  and  his  heirs  forever,  then  I  give  and  be¬ 
queath  to  my  son  William  Hardee  five  shillings  to  him  and  his  heirs  forever, then 
I  give  and  bequeath  all  the  money  that  remains  after  the  above  legacies  are  paid 
to  my  daughters  cliff  Hardee,  Elizabeth  Hardee,  Susannah  Hardee  and  Catherine 
Hardee  to  be  equally  divided  share  and  share  alike  to  their  and  their  heirs  for¬ 
ever,  lastly  I  nominate  and  appoint  my  loving  brother  Major  Croom  and  my  trusted 
friend  Moses  Westbrook  my  executors  of  this  last  will  and  testament,  making  void

"Elizabeth  Groom,  Dau  of  Isaac  &  Mary  Groom  who  died  A.  D.  1809.  age  17  years." 
"Susan  Groom, Dau  of  Isaac  &  Mary  Groom,  D«  1798  age  7." 

"Mary  Groom,  Dau,  of  Isaac  Groom,  age  9  years.  Departed  this  life  A.D.  1805." 

It  is  tradition  at  least  that  "BIG"  Isaac,  as  Isaac  here  was  called,  had  a  son, 
Isaac  Groom,  Jr.  who  was  a  lawyer.  He  too  represented  LQnoir  County  in  the  House 
and  Senate  and  left  his  Falling  Creek  home  in  Lenoir  County  to  make  his  home  in 
Alabama,  as  will  appear  from  the  following:

Groom,  Isaac-  planter,  born  179?  in  N,  C,  &.  died  in  1866  or  186?  in  Ala,  He  was 
connected  with  the  same  N *  C,  family  as  Hardy  B,  Groom,  esq,  who  with  his  wife 
and  daughters  perished  on  the  wreck  of  the  Steamer  Home,  off  Cape  Hatteras  in 
1837,  on  the  voyage  from  New  York  to  Charleston,  He  was  graduated  at  U.  Of  N.C. 
in  1815,  in  class  of  18  members 3  planter  of  extensive  means,  and  in  1830,  moved 
with  his  property  to  Alabama,  settling  in  Greene  Co.  Pres  of  state  agricultural 
society-  represented  Greene  Co,  in  the  House  during  session  of  1888.  Whig  in 
politics,  and  Pres,  of  State  Historical  Society,"  (Copied  by  Mrs.  Lois  M.  Cookee ) 
No  doubt  the  above  refers  to  son  of  "BIG"  Issac  listed  here  as  3B(8)but  there  is 
discrepancy  in  several  of  the  dates.  According  to  tombstone,  his  father  died  in 

1795. 

On  Page  I36  in  "HISTORY  OF  NORTH  CAROLINA"  edited  by  Hugh  T.  Lefler,  there  is  an 
account  of  a  convention  riot  at  Kinston,  1?88,  as  copied  by  them  from  Norfolk  & 
Portsmouth  Journal,  rtpril  30,  1?88,  which  is  summarized  below,  partly  in  the  words 
of  the  writer  and  part  copied  from  the  book: 

CONVENTION  RIOT  aT  KINSTON,  1788.  The  Poll  closed  and  the  Sheriff  called  out  tic¬ 
kets;  282  were  called  out.  Antifederalist  had  155,  and  Federalist  had  121.  The 
tickets  were  coming  in  fast  in  favor  of  Antifederalist.  —  At  length  col. Sheppard 
went  upon  the  bench  where  the  sheriff.  Inspectors  and  clerks  were  attending  their 
business  and  swore  he  would  beat  one  of  the  Inspectors  who  had  bean  faithfully 

tending  to  his  business  and  having  a  number  of  clubs  ready  the  persons  holding 

candles  were  suddenly  knocked  out  and  all  candles  in  Court  house  were  immediately 
put  out.  Many  blows  wore  passed,  but  being  dark  more  damage  was  done  to  the  Fed¬ 
eralists.  The  Antifederalist  candidates  being  surprised  and  finding  their  lives 
in  danger  proceed  to  get  out  quietly  in  the  dark  but  one  of  them  to  wit:  ISSAC 
GROOM  was  overtaken  in  the  street  by  a  party  of  men  consisting  of  12  or  15  with 
clubs  who  fell  on  him  and  much  abused  him  insomuch  he  was  forced  to  mount'  his 
horse  and  ride  for  his  life.  The  sloe  riff  also  related  that  in  the  riot  on  the 
Courthouse  he  received  a  blow  by  a  club  and  the  ticket  box  was  violently  taken 

away.  (It  is  thought  that  the  Q  in  GROOM  should  have  been  C,  or  CROOM.)

At  an  early  age  (about  16)  Elizabeth  Warters  married  James  Marion  -Parrott  md  ihey 
had  nine  children.  They  lived  in  the  Falling  Creek  section  of  Lenoir  County,  about 
eight  miles  west  of  Kinston,  N,  C,  Many  of  their  descendants  are  now  and  have 
been  in  the  past  prominent  Lenoir  County  citizens  as  is  evidenced  by  the  remarks 
following  on  a  few  of  their  descendants. 


DP-.i.  /WILLIAM  .THOMAS  P/JtRQTI,B.  Sept,  11,  18?5?  D.  July  22,  19hQ.  Dr.  "Tom"  might 
rightly  be  called  the  Groom  family  doctor,  as  no  doubt  he  doctored  most  of  then 
while  he  lived  in  Kinston  and  was  actively  practicing,  that  is,  those  living  with- 
in  his  territory  in  Eastern  North  Carolina,  He  was  a  friend  of  the  poor  and  rich 
alike, and  it  has  been  said  that  no  man  had  ever  lived  in  Kinston  who  had  more 
friends.  Ho  was  truly  a  christain,  humble,  and  compassionate  for  his  fellow  man. 

He  lost  his  hand  in  1923  due  to  over -expo sure  to  the  rays  of  North  Carolina’s 
first  x-ray  machine,  which  he  himself  assembled.  He  did  not  let  the  lost  of  his 
hand  interfere  with  his  duties  as  a  doctor  but  adjusted  himself  to  let  the  arm  do 
what  the  hand  ordinarily  would  have  done.  Dr,  Tom  was  first  in  Kinston, 'N.  C,  to 
purchase  an  automobile,  which  enabled  him  to  better  serve  the  public.  Dr,  Tom  was 
first  to  give  the  typhoid  serum  in  North  Carolina,  and  his  patient  still  lives  in 
Kinston,  He  and  his  brother,  Dr,  "Jim",  established  Kinston’s  first  hospital, 
which  was  first  named  Robert  B,  McDaniel  Hospital  and  later  changed  to  Elizabeth 
W,  Parrott  in  honor  of  their  mother.  This  hospital  is  still  ran  important  part  of 
Kinston,  N,  C,,  their  now  being  only  one  other.  Dr.  Tom’s  widow  lives  in  1997 
at  612  N,  Queen  Street,  Kinston,  N.  C, ,  she  being  the  former  Jeannette  E, Johnson, 
They  have  two  sons,  William  Thomas  Parrott,  Jr.,  now  a  medical  doctor  established 
in  his  father’s  old  office,  and  Marion  Arendell  Parrott,  an  Attorney, in  Kinston, 
who  served  a  few  years  ago  as  Lenoir  County’s  representative  in  Gen.  Assemblies, 

DP », . JAMES  MARION  PARROTT.  B,  Jan,  7,  I87I4,  D,  Nov,  7,  19314-,  Dr.  "Jim"  was  not  only 
k  fine'  doc'FciF'lDut  one  of  Lenoir  County's  largest  landowners  and  farmers.  He  lived 
in  Kinston,  N,  C.  but  at  the  same  time  had  a  summer  home  out  on  the  farm  in  Fall- 
ing  Creek  Township,  of  Lenoir  County,  west  of  Kinston, N.C.  He  owned  several 
thousand  acres  of  land  and  had  many  tenant  farmers.  He  personally  supervised  his 
farm  operations.  Wishing  to  improve  his  knowledge  and  better  serve  mankind,  he 
attended  clinics  and  hospitals  in  various  parts  of  the  United  States  and  in  Europe 
a  number  of  times,  taking  leave  from  his  practice  in  Kinston, He  was  considered  a 
specialist  in  smallpox  and  yellow  fever  and.  served  with  the  U,  S,  Army  for  a  few 
months  in  its  First  Division  Hospital  in  Havana,  Cuba,  He  was  a  general  surgeon, 
but  he  specialized  in  eye,  ear,  nose  and  throat  diseases.  He  was  active  in  civic, 
church  and  medical  organizations.  He  was  both  County  Health  Officer  and  State 


Health  Officer,  serving  in  the  latter  capacity  at  the  time  of  his  death  in  193b» 
His  daughter,  Elizabeth  Parrott,  now  Mrs,  ’William  A. Coleman,  and  son,  James  Marion

COVimNT  OF  FAITH. 

Forasmuch  as  God  has  been  graciously  pleased  to  make  known  unto  us  his  revealed 
will  in  his  word  of  truth,  the  great  privileges  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus 
Christ,  and  hath  made  us  to  experience  his  love  and  favor,  in  that  he  hath  called 
us  from  our  state  of  nature,  in  which  state  we  were  enemies  to  God  by  wicked  works, 
and  has  revealed  Christ  in  us  the  hope  of  glory:  Therefore,  for  our  better  carrying 
on  to  our  mutual  comfort  and  the  advancement  of  religion  to  the  glory  of  God,  we, 
who  are  baptised  upon  a  confession  of  faith  in  Christ  and  joined  together  in  a 


gospel  church  and  set  apart  thus ,  having  spent  part  of  the  day  in  fasting  and  168 
prayer,  give  ourselves  to  the  Lord  and  to  one  another  by  the  will  of  God:  2d  Cor. 

8:5 

We  believe  in  one  everlasting  and  true  God,  and  in  a  trinity  of  persons,  the 
Father,  Son  and  Holy  Ghost,  subsisting  in  the  unity  of  the  Godhead;  and  that  Jesus 
Christ  did  in  the  fulness  of  time  take  human  nature  into  union  with  his  divine 
nature,  and  by  his  active  obedience  and  passive  suffering  made  satisfaction  to  law 
and  justice  and  thereby  procured  a  pardon  for  lost  sinners.  For  we  believe  that  all 
mankind  fell  from  the  state  of  created  innocency  by  and  with  Adam  in  his  first  sin  . 
and  became  liable  to  the  wrath  of  God  by  the  breach  of  his  law;  and  in  this  state 
and  condition  have  no  grounds  of  hope  of  eternal  life  until  by  the  Spirit  of  God 
convinced  of  sin,  righteousness  and  judgment,  and  so  made  to  Ay  for  eternal  life  to 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  by  faith,  who  is  the  mediator  of  the  new  Covenant  and  the 
Redeemer  of  God ‘s  elect,  without  any  merit  or  moving  cause  forseen  in  us  by  God  to 
merit  his  favor*  We  believe  in  the  doctrine  of  justification  by  the  imputed 
righteousness  of  Christ  and  that  believers  are  the  only  subjects  of  baptism. 

We  believe  in  the  final  preservance  of  the  saints  through  grace. 

We  see  it  contained  in  the  scriptures  to  be  the  duty  of  Christians  to  admonish 
one  another  and  reprove  each  other  if  need  be. 

We  likewise  find  it  contained  in  scripture  that  Christians  are  called  to  come  out 
of  Bayblon:  Rev.  18:5;  Eph.  5:11,  and  2d  Cor.  6:17,  and  as  far  as  God  shall  enable 
us,  to  perform  all  duties  enjoined  on  us,  and  relying  on  him  for  grace,  wisdom  and 
spiritual  understanding,  and  ability  to  adorn  this  our  profession  agreable  to  that 
goodness  be  in  his  mercy  hath  blessed  his  church  with,  throughout  all  ages,  world 
without  end.  Amen, 


DECORUM. 

We,  the  church  of  Christ,  as  we  hope,  at  Sandy  Bottom  meeting  house,  Lenoir  Co., 
N.  C, ,  have  unanimously  agreed  among  ourselves  to  hold  Conference  four  times  in 
every  year  at  our  meeting  house,  or  oftener,  itfhen  necessary  to  carry  on  a  regular 
discipline  agreeable  to  the  word  of  God,  and  have  established  the  following  as  a

All  corresponding  letters  shall  be  called  for  and  read,  or  verbal  relations 
given,

6th,  The  moderator  shall  have  power  to  keep  good  order  by  reproving  disorderly 
conduct, 

7th,  The  sisters  shall  keep  their  seats  in  order. 

8th»  Each  brother,  when  speaking,  shall  first  rise  from  his  seat,  and  address 
the  moderator  with  the  appellation  of  brother, 

9th,  Every  motion  made  and  seconded  shall  come  under  debate  unless  withdrawn  by 
him  that  made  it. 


10th,  Each  person  speaking  shall  plainly  state  the  matter,  and  not  reflect  on  him 
that  spake  before,  so  as  to  make  remarks  on  his  slips,  failings  or  imperfections;

"The  life  of  Itedden  Thomas  Croom  has  been  almost  a  century  of  good  times  and  bad 
times,  a  happy  life  as  well  as  sad  in  many  respects.  He  had  few  advantages  as  a 
boy  and  experienced  misfortune  at  an  early  age.  His  brother,  Joseph  R.  Groom, died 
Aug.  6,  1867,  followed  by  his  mother  on  October  29,  18?1,  and  eleven  months  later 
his  father  died  on  Oct#  5*  1872,  leaving  six  orphans#  Redden  made  his  home  with 
his  oldest  brother  John  after  John  became  of  age#  After  he  reached  manhood,  he 
lived  with  folks  he  called  Cousin  Fannie  and  Tom  Suggs,  and  while  living  with  then 
he  met  and  married  Mrs.  Fannie  Susan  Heath  Pate,  who  was  a  widow  with  a  small  son, 
Berry  Walter  pate,  whom  he  reared#  After  several  years  of  married  life  he  was  able

Friends  and  relatives  were  grieved  to  learn  of  the  passing  of  Jackson  Pettigrew 
Temple  of  Selma,  N»  C.,  on  March  13*  19U5 •  His  illness  had  lasted  for  many  months 
and  though  he  suffered  much  during  that  time,  he  departed  from  this  world  in  peace 
and  with  a  great  love  for  his  fellowman.  His  family,  and  others  who  knew  him  well, 
feel  that  he,  who  was  such  a  rich  source  of  inspiration  while  living,  will  have 
even  a  greater  influence  over  them  now  that  he  is  gone.  They  are  comforted  with  “the 
thought  that  he  lived  his  life  on  earth  well,  and  that  his  hope  for  a  more  wonder¬ 
ful  life  in  Godts  eternal  kingdom  has  at  least  been  fulfilled,  of  him  it  may  truly 
be- said,  his  motto  was  "Esse  Quam  videri" — -"To  be  rather  than  to  seem,"  He  was  a 
man  of  the  finest  moral  character,  and  with  a  thought  for  good  that  could  not  bo 
matched. 

From  a  long  line  of  distinguished  ancestors  in  England,  the  Temples  brought -with 
them  to  the  "New  World",  the  physical  strength,  intellectual  vigor,  and  high  moral 
character  that  made  them  builders  here,  and  Jackson  Pettigrew  Temple  was  second  to 
none  of  them  in  helping  to  work  for  the  progress  and  groirth  for  his  adopted  town, 
Selma,  Bom  during  the  terrible  days  of  the  civil  War,  he  developed  those  sterling 
qualities  of  character  and  moral  fibre  that  could  turn  defeat  into  success  and  new 
achievement.  Instinctively  conservative  in  nature  he  preserved  the  best  of  the  old, 
devoted  loyalty  to  his  church,  and  to  the  simpler  fundamental  virtues  of  life which

Mr#  Temple  was  born  in  Wake  County,  August  lb,  1863,  He  was  the  son  of  R  u  f  us 
Fabius  Temple  and  Mary  Groom  Temple,  He  became  a  member  of  the  Primitive  Baptist 
Church  during  his  early  manhood  and  for  a  number  of  years  he  served  as  Clerk  of  the 
church  in  Raleigh,  His  parents  and  grandparents  were  members  of  the  primitive  Bap¬ 
tist  Church,  His  parternal  grandfather,  Elder  Burnell  Temple,  was  a  Baptist- before 
the  beginning  of  the  Missionaries,  He  was  Editor  of  the  "Primitive  Baptist"  ,at  his 
home  near  Raleigh,  prior  to  the  publishing  of  the  "Zions  Landmark",  for  a  number 
of  years  before  his  death.  His  maternal  grandfather,  Elder  Joseph  R,  Groom,  was 
pastor  of  Sandy  Bottom  Church  in  Lenoir  County, 

Funeral  services  were  conducted  from  his  home  in  Selma  by  Elder  S,  B,  Denny,  of 
Wilson,  N#  C#,  and  the  remains  were  laid  to  rest  in  Sunset  Memorial  Park  nearsmilh- 
field,  beneath  a  mound  of  beautiful  flowers ,

JESSE  JACKSON  CROOM,  B,  Feb,  H4,  1862,  D.  Sept.  22,  195U.  Born  on  his 
parents  farm  at  Sandy  Bottom,  Lenoir  Co.,  about  nine  miles  southwest  of 
Kinston,  N.C,  on  February  lli,  1862,  second  eldest  of  a  family  of  nine 
boys  and  one  girl,  he  lived  with  his  parents  until  he  was  about  seven 
years  old.  Because  of  his  grandfather's  ill  health,  he  went  to  live 
with  his  maternal  grandparents,  Jesse  Jackson,  II  and  Emma  Davis  at  the 
old  Jesse  Jackson  Homeplace  (now  Simon  P.  Jackson  Homeplace),  built 
about  I8I4O  bordering  on  the  Neuse  River  situated  about  four  and  one-half 
miles  from  Kinston  on  the  Pink  Hill  Highway,  Here  he  helped  with  the 
chores  and  assisted  in  taking  care  of  his  ailing  grandfather,  sleeping 
near  him.  When  he  was  20  years  of  age,  Jesse  Jackson,  II,  passed  away 
on  December  9,  1882,  and  Jesse  Jackson  Croom  went  back  to  Sandy  Bottom, 
He  was  a  hard  worker  and  sincerely  practiced  with  vim  and  vigor  what 
he  thought  to  be  right,  one  thing  being  "Work  would  hurt  nobody".  During 
his  life  he  accumulated  enough  land  to  give  each  of  his  many  children  a 
small  farm  at  or  before  his  death. 

He  was  a  hearty  supporter  of  the  Croom  Reunion  Organization,

"New  Bern,  May  15, (U.P.  )William  J,  (Bill)  Croom  was  one  of  the  best-known  public 
officials  in  North  Carolina.  He  was  a  native  of  Lenoir  County  and  began  his  public 
service  as  a  traffic  officer  on  the  Kinston  police  force.  When  the  State  Highway 
Patrol  was  organized  he  resigned  to  go  with  the  partol  and  received  quick  pro¬ 
motions,  attaining  the  rank  of  lieutenant.  He  was  in  charge  of  divisions  with  head¬ 
quarters  at  Fayetteville,  Greensboro  and  elsewhere.  He  resigned  several  years  ago 
to  become  director  of  public  safety  for  the  City  of  Durham,  In  the  latter  position 
he  gained  a  fine  reputation  in  handling  difficult  traffic  problems,  including  un- 
precedented  football  crowds.  He  was  likeable  as  well  as  efficient . 11

J.G,  Croom  of  Lenoir  County  is  Recovering  After  Palermo  Injury-- 
( Editor* s  note:  The  following  story  was  written  by  a  native  of  Kinston  who  has 
been  personnel  credit  manager  for  the  National  City  Bank  of  New  York  for  the  past 
several  years,  Mr,  Wood  obtained  the  facts  in  the  story  in  a  personal  interview 
at  St,  Albans  Hospital.)

Christmas  is  in  Manhattan,  Thousands  throng  the  luxurious  shops.  Great  churches 
celebrate  the  birth  of  the  Prince  of  Peace  with  elaborate  pageant.

Into  its  arms  flow  thousands  of  wounded  men  who  have  endured 
the.  tortures  of  hell  on  the  various  fighting  fronts.. .but  in  escaping  death  may 
go  through  life  tortured  by  dreams  of  inconceivable  horror. . .permanently  crippled, 
paralyzed  and  bedridden. 

Here  I  found  Chief  Commissary  Steward  James  Guthrie  Croom,  son  of  Mrs,  Rudolph 
of  Kinston  Route  Ij.  and  brother  of  Mrs,  Alvin  Outlaw  of  Kinston.  Jimmie,  now  37* 
chose  the  navy  in  1925  as  a  career.  His  worldwide  travels  have  brought  him  into 

famous  battle  zones,  Casablanca,,,.  Palermo .  Salerno....  Naples, . .and  before 

that  still  unrevealed  activity  with  the  neutrality  patrol  in  the  vast  bleakness 
of  Nexjf  oundland.  Good  will  trips  to  nations  who  knew  not  the  meaning  of  the  word 
...and,  his  early  observations  of  the  military  robots  being  crea.ted  of  children 
scarcely  out  of  the  cradle.,, the  "super-man"  idea  xzhich  so  bent  the  twigs  that 
the  tree  now  grown  presents  a  gnarled  and  twisted  object  which  costs  shadoxzs  into 
the  lives  of  peace  loving  people  and.  now  lays  prone  across  the  roa.d  of  progress. 

Hurt  at  Palerno 

The  inevitable  happened. . .  W  A  R  J  At  Palerno  last  August  during  an  air  raid 
xd,th  shells  exploding  amid,  the  hysterical  shrieks  of  the  xrounded  and.  dying,  he 
was  ordered  below  deck. . .grasped  at  the  rail...  missed...  fell  one  full  deck... 
landed  on  his  head.  His  skull  was  broken  but  he  did.  not  knox-z  it.  Too  many  others 
needed  emergency  treatment.  The  battle  continued.  Racking  head  pains  made  him 
sometimes  scream  with  pain,  but  he  still  refused  to  consider  his  injuries  para¬ 
mount  to  the  others. 

After  six  weeks  he  collapsed.  Rushed  to  an  army  hospital  in  North  Africa  emer¬ 
gency  operations  removed  two  large  bones  penetrating  his  brain. . .  and  then  foil  ox-z¬ 
ed  the  slow  process  of  regaining  memory,  learning  to  read  and  write  all  over  again 
and.  to  perform  the  most  simple  functions  unaided.  Eventually  he  xras  brought  back 
home.  His  crossing  was  one  of  continuous  physical  torture  in  xzhich  every  movc- 
ment  of  the  boat  caused  him  excruciating  pain,  sometimes  forcing  him  into  semi¬ 
delirium,  Then  by  stretcher  to  the  Naval  Hospital  for  observation  and.  further 
operations. 

Able  to  walk  about  now  and  extremely  thankful  that  he  has  been  spared  the  fate 
of  the  boy  on  the  next  cot  from  him...  paralysis  from  the  neck  down..,  or  of  the 
fellow  whose  cheek  bones  have  been  smashed  ....  Jimmie  looks  forward  to  being  well 
again.  X-rays  which  still  show  his  skull  as  broken  ma.y  soon  shoxz  that  with-- silver 
plates  inserted  he  will  be  back  to  normal  again. 

Like  so  many  boys  who  have  absolutely  refused,  to  become  ennobled  by  a  theoreti¬ 
cally  ennobling  cause,  Jimmie  considers  his  adventures  routine  and  his  hazards 
?contT  nex^page51^’*  a^^c^-Pa^cs  visiting  Kinston  in  the  spring,  if  allox-zed  to 
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leave  the  bleak  hospital  grounds  for  awhile,  and  doing  a  bit  of  hunting  an  i^ 
ing  as  he  did.  when  a  kid  around  town,.,,  of  eating  plenty  of  cornbrea  -n  co 
ards  with  salt  fat  back  for  seasoning  and  getting  around  to  see  his  many  Irienos. 
After  he  retires  in  two  more  years,  he  hopes  to  settle  down  with  his  w  e,  ae 
former  Bertha  Goetz  of  Lakewood,  New  Jersey,  and  his  young  son,  James,  r.  s 
to  when  the  war  will  end,  Jimmie  said  our  guess  was  as  good  as  his.  o  a  ^os, 

war  world,  his  reaction  was  that  of  "one  thing  at  a  time",  but  hoping  we  m-.ic 
into  Germany  and  destroy  the  seed  of  militarism  so  his  son  will  not  h^-vc  o  reap 
another  harvest  of  hate  which  another  nation  may  have  been  alloxred  to  sow. 


Wishes  They  Liked  Us 

As  to  Lend-lease,  Jimmie  wished  other  nations  liked  us  as  much  as  we  . think  they 
do.  As  to  the  nation's  war  effort,  he  said,  "I’ve  been  too  busy  to  give  i  mu^, 
thought.  The  follows  out  there  fighting  are  giving  all  they’ve  got.  We  re  pretty 
proud  of  the  support  we’ve  received,  I’m  no  hero.  Just  a  simple  guy.  y  e  name 
of  Jimmie  Groom  who  took  up  a  dangerous  career  and  got  scarred  up  a  bit.  Let. s 
not  kid  ourselves  with  propaganda.  We’re  fighting  because. we  have  to.  When  it  s 
over,  let’s  hope  it  won’t  happen  again,"  (Groom’s  address  is  Ward  6,  Naval  Hos¬ 
pital,  St,  Albans,  Long  Island,  N.  Y.),  .

Here’s  a  news-story 
about  Kinston,  N,'  C.  which  appeared  in  the  Kinston  Free  Press  about  a  year  ago; 
"Kinston’s  Early  History  Recalled  in  News  Story.  (Editor’s  note |  The  following 
colonial  history  of  Kinston  was  provided  The  Free  Press  by  Joe  B,  Temple  from 
the  personal  papers  of  his  late  sister  Mrs,  Bessie  Temple  Kennedy,  in  the  form  of 
a.  newspaper  clipping  from  a  generation  ago.  The  original  data  was  compiled  by 
Miss  Lida  Harrison  Taylor  of  Goldsboro  and  Miss  Lila  Carr  Newman  of  Durham  and  was 
published  in  The  Free  Press  and  Raleigh  newspapers.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that 
among  other  data  it  includes  the  founding  date  of  Kinston  as  November  3,  1762,) 
Kinston,  the  county  site  of  Lenoir  County,  eighty  miles  east  of  Raleigh,  was  es¬ 
tablished  on  the  lands  of  William  Herritage  at  a  place  called  Atkin’s  Banks,  Nov¬ 
ember  3,  1762,  The  first  commissioners  of  Kinston  appointed  November  3*  1762, 
were;  Francis  Mclewean,  Richard  Caswell,  Simon  Bright,  Jr,  John  Shine  and  Davis 
Gordon,  William  Herritage  gave  one  hundred  acres  of  his  land  on  the  north  si  k 
of  the  Neuse  River  for  erection  of  homes  and  public  buildings  and  fift>  aci--  3 
more  for  the  town  common.  The  ways  of  spelling  this  town  are  Kingston. and  Kin¬ 
ston,  Judging  from  the  name  of  the  town  and  also  one  of  the  most  prominent  streets 
(Queen’s  street)  the  town  must  have  been  very  loyal  to  the  King  in  early  days.

In  1763  this  act  for  fixing  the  capital  at  Tower  Hill  was  repealed  md  the  seat  of 
government  was  fixed  New  Bern  because  Tower  Hill  was  too  great  a  distance  from  any 
navigable  water]  too  difficult  of  access  to  most  of  the  inhabitants  and.  no  probabil¬ 
ity  that  the  same  would,  be  inhabited  by  a  sufficient  number  of  families  whereby  the 
officers  of  government  and  the  members  of  Assembly  could  be  accommodated.  Had  the 
capital  been  fixed  at  Tower  Hill,  Kinston  probably  would  never  have  eristed. 

The  present  to\/n  of  Kinston  was  laid,  out  by  the  first  Governor  of  North  Carolina 
under  the  constitution,  Richard  Caswell.  To  his  memory  a  handsome  monument  has  bee; 
erected  at  the  intersection  of  two  of  the  principal  streets,  Caswell  and.  Queen,

In  the  Struggle  with 
Great  Britain  For  Independence  He  Gave  His  Services  Without  Stint  and  without 
Compensation,"  East  Side:  Born  Aug.  3,  1827,  Died  Nov,  10,  1789#  An  Able  Lawyer, a 
Profound  Statesman,  A  worthy  Grcnd  Master, 'A  Devoted  Patriot,  and  An  Honest  Man." 
South  Side:  "Member  of  Provincial  Congress,  Four  Times  Elected  Governor,  Delegates- 
Elect  to  the  Convention  to  Frame  the  Federal  Constitution;  One  of  the  Commanding 
Officers  at  Moore* s  Creek,  and  a  Successful  General  of  the  American  Revolution." 
Richard  Caswell  received  a  note  from  John  Jay  announcing  the  birth  of  the  Prince  of 
France  under  which  wd  were  under  obligations,  Richard  Caswell ( ? )  appoint'd  William 
Caswell,  John  Hcrritage,  William  Hooker  and  Bryan  Whitfield  to  supervise  the  erec¬ 
tion  and  finishing  of  the  court-house,  prison,  and  stocks  for  the  county  of  Dobbs* 
at  such  place,  as  they  or  a  majority  of  them  should  agree  upon  as  nearly  centrical 
as  was  convenient.

Qonduct  Medal,  the  Croiz  de  Guerre  issued  by  the  French  Proviional  Government,  the 
Presidential  Citation  and  the  European  theatre  of  war  ribbon.  He  served  'with  Gen. 
Patton’s  90th  Division—  the  unit  that  recently  captured  the  huge  cache  of  Nazi 
loot  and  gold  in  a  salt  mine  in  Germary.  He  credits  an  Army  medic  who  could  speak 
German  with  making  it  possible  for  him  to  capture  7?  whipped  Germans,  x-xho  give  up 

when  they  were  told  they  had  been  surrounded. _ 

The  Army  newspaper” Sniper  recently" Carried  the  following  account  of  Cauley’s  Ex- 
ploits:  "Despite  heavy  enemy  fire  in  an  open  field,  Cauley  drove  his  ambulance 
into  the  middle  of  an  intense  fight  to  rescue  wounded  Americans.  He  broxrght  back 
load  nxxmber  one  and  a  riddled  vehicle.  Undaunted  by  the  ventilation  of  his  ambu- 
lande ,  he  went  out  a  second  time.  He  returned  again  this  time  xxith  another  load 
of  casulties  and,  7?  armed  Germans,  x-xhom  he  had  talked  into  surrendering,"  Cauley 
made  his  second  trip  at  his  own  rish,  as  his  company  commander  said,  when  he  re¬ 
turned  vxith  his  vehicle  full  of  German  bullet  holes  from  the  first  trip.  He  told 
of  other  instances  x-xhere  many  of  the  Nazis  had  no  respect  at  all  for  the  Red  Cross 
flag.  He  has  no  desire  to  return  to  Europe,  or  any  front  for  that  matter, 
hopes  when  the  x^ar  is  over  he  can  find  a  vocation  other  than  farming,"

As  a  whole  this  is  a  very  prominent  legal  family  of  Eastern  North  Carolina. 

The  husband  of  Camilla  Holliday  Croom  served  as  associate  justice  of  the  Supreme 
Court  of  N.  C,  from  IQ69,  1878,  Their  son, William  Blount  Rodraan,  II,  was  a  very 
prominent  lawyer  of  his  day  and,  I  understand,  discovered  the  will  of  Daniel  Croom 
while  doing  research  in  Richmond,  Va.  Another  son,  Wiley  Croom  Rodman,  was  alsp 
a  lawyer.  The  daughter,  Lida  Tim  stall  Rodman, was  interesting  in  the  Croom  records 
and  wrote  many  letters  etc.  in  order  to  find  out  more  of  her  ancestors.  Their  son, 
John  Croom  Rodman  was  a  noted  attorney  of  Washington,  N.  C,  prior  to  his  A  :_th  in 
Nathaniel  F,  Rodman  was  a  doctor  in  Norfolk,  Virginia.  W.B,  Rodman,  grandson 
of  Camilla  Holliday  Croom  and  William  Blount  Rodman  is  presently  serving  as  Judge 
of  the  Supreme  Court  of  N,C. ,  having  previously  served  as  Attorney  General  of  N.C.

Arthur  Dobbs,  as  also  the  S.  H.  Rountree  plantation  adjoining 
formed  a  part  of  the  Croom  estates  until  acquired  from 
William  Croom  by  William  Tull,  and  the  Croom  burial  place  on 
the  S,  H.  Rountree  plantation  near  Tower  Hill,  will  doubt¬ 
less  always  be  interesting  to  members  of  the  Croom  family." 

Marriage  to  Miss  Whitfield  from  "The  Raleigh  Register  and 
Gazette"  April  27,  1809. 

General  William  Croom  was  known  to  be  a  large  landowner  in 
Lenoir  County  and  had  planting  interests  in  Florida,  and 
although  he  lived  at  times  in  Florida,  he  never  did  bee  cane  a 
citizen  of  Florida# 

The  old  index  as  salvaged  from  the  Lenoir  County  fire  of 
1880  in  which  the  Court  house  was  burned,  shows  many  convey¬ 
ances  to  William  Groom.  He  and  Joshua  Croom  were  listed  as 
Justices  of  Lenoir  County  upon  creation  of  the  County  in  1792 
and  in  1802-1805  William  Croom  listed  as  Sheriff  of  Lenoir 
County. 

In  the  Census  of  1790,  he  is  listed  as  follows: 

"William  Croom,  Dobbs  Co.,  1  free  white  male  of  16  years  and 

upwards,  23  slaves." 

One  hundred  twenty  seven  years  after  the  death  of  Wm.  Croom 
(1956)  the  head  tombstone  to  his  grave  has  been  broken  from 
base  but  by  clearing  off  dirt  legible.  On  it  is  the  following 
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inscription:  "Sacred  to  the  Memory  of  Gen.  William  Croom  who  died  at  Newington 

May  9,  1829,  age  97  years  9  mo’s  9  d’s."  The  tombstone  of  his  wife 
is  in  worse  condition  but  when  the  pieces  of  three  or  more  were  put 
together  partly  legible  as  follows  —  "Sacred  to  the  Memory  of  Mrs, 
Eliza  Croom  -  -  -  -  who  died  at  Kinston  June  27,  1831,  age  hh  years 
11  months".  If  there  were  others  buried  here  and  if  there  were  tomb¬ 
stones,  they  are  new  buried  by  sand.  He  and  his--wife  Eliza  are 
buried  on  the  Rountree  farm  just  off  Tower  Hill  Road  near  Kinston, 
N.C, 

Gen.  William  Croom  will  be  remembered  as  the  father  of  Hardy  Bryan  Croom, who  with 

his  whole  family,  lost  his  life  at  sea,  (See  further  information  preceding  Hardy 

Bryan  Croom),

Carolinian  Discovered 
Historic  Florida  Tree. 

Usually  the  tree  does  not  attain  a  height  of 
more  than  90  feet  nor  a  diameter  of  more  than 
10  inches.  The  branches  and  twigs  are  lined 
with  flat  stiff  needles  about  an  Inch  an  a 
half,  long  and  an  eighth  of  an  inch  wide, 
glossy  dark  green  on  top  and  a  lighter  green 
underneath. 

The  small  green  flowers  cluster  on  the  under 
side  of  the  twigs,  and  the  seed,  resembling  a 
green  plum  about  an  inch  and  a  half  long,  con¬ 
sists  of  a  smooth  shelled  nut  covered  by  a 
firm,  fleshy  pulp.  The  pulp  contains  a  milky 
juice  that  becomes  sticky  and  then  dries  like 
glue  when  exposed  to  the  air,  Then  fully  ripe, 
the  pulp  becomes  shriveled  and  dark  grayish  in 
color. 


The  wood  is  yellow  with  a  distinctive 
grain.  Although  light  in  weight,  it  is 
hard  and  durable  and  does  not  rot  in  the 
ground.  It  is  suitable  for  fence  post, 
cabinet  making,  and  for  making  novelities. 
Legend  has  it  that  Noah  used  this  wood 
for  building  the  ark. 

Croom  named  this  plant  after  Dr,  John 

Torrey  who  was  a  leading  botanist  of  his 
day. 


The  rare  torreya  taxifolium 
grounds  in  Tallahassee,  Florida, 
tree,  planted  on  the  capital 
more  than  a  century  a? o,  was 
discovered  by  a  North  C.  .  i  i na 
planter  and  botanist,  Hat Jy 
Bryan  Croom.  It  has  not  been 
discovered  naturally  in  any 
other  part  of  the  world. 
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In  the  southwest  corner  of  the  Churchyard  of  St.  John’s  Episcopal  Church  in  Talla- 
hasee,  Florida,  stands  a  simple  marble  shaft  on  which  is  inscribed  the  following 
beautiful  memorial: 

SACRED  TO  THE  MEMORY  OF 
HARDY  BRYAN  CROOM 
BORN  IN  NORTH  CAROLINA 
OCTOBER  8,  1797 

Died  near  Cape  Hatteras 
October  9,  1837 

Amiable  without  weakness,  learned  without  arrogance,  wealthy  without  ostentation, 
and  benevolent  without  parade.  He  sought  not  the  world's  admiration,  but  noiseless¬ 
ly  pursued  his  path  through  life,  finding  his  purest  earthly  pleasure  in  the  bosom 
of  his  family,  the  society  of  his  friends  and  the  companionship  of  his  books.  The 
best  tribute  to  his  worth  is  to  be  found  in  the  affectionate  remembrance  of  those, 
who  having  known  him  from  boyhood,  loved  him  while  living,  and  deplored  him  dead. 

This  marble  seaks  also  to  preserve  the  remembrance  of

HARDY  BRYAN  CROOM  was  born  in  Lenoir  County,  North  Carolina,  on  Oct.  8,  1797*  He 
was  graduated  with  an  A0  B.  degree  at  the  University  of  North  Carolina  in  the  class 
of  1817;  he  also  received  an  A.  M.  degree  from  that  instituation  in  l820e  He  de¬ 
rived  a  handsome  fortune  from  the  estate  of  his  father,  William  Groom,  In  1821  he 
married  Frances  Smith,  the  daughter  of  Nathan  Smith ,  a  wealthy  citizen  of  New  Bern, 

N,  C.  He  had  large  planting  interest  in  Lenoir  County,  N.  C.  and  represented  that 
county  in  the  state  senate  in  1828.  He  resigned  his  seat  in  the  senate  to  go  to 
Florida  to  look  after  his  investments.  In  1831  he  sold  his  plantation  in  Lenoir 
County  and  removed  his  plantation  negroes  to  Florida.  He  divided  his  time  among  the 
enjoyment  of  his  family  circle ,  the  care  of  his  estate,  and  his  literary  pursuits. 
Geology,  mineralogy,  and  botany  were  his  favorite  subjects.  He  was  a  member  of  the 
Philosophical  Society  of  S.  C.,  a  corresponding  member  of  the  Academy  of  Natural 
Sciences  of  Philadelphia,  and  of  the  New  York  Lyceum  of  Natural  History.  He  was  the 
author  and  publisher  of  a  number  of  articles  and  catalogues  on  plants.  He  was  much 
interested  in  the  flora  of  Florida,  In  1832  he  obtained  a  plantation  in  Florida  on 
the  west  bank  of  the  Apalachicola  River,  near  Marianna.  He  also  purchased  a  plan¬ 
tation  in  Gadsden  county,  near  Quincy,  Florida.  In  183U  he  purchased  and  began  the 
development  of  a  plantation  in  Leon  County,  which  he  was  induced  to  purchase  "on 
account  of  its  desirable  location  for  a  family  residence,  being  but  three  miles 
distant  from  the  City  of  Tallahasee,  the  capital  of  the  Territory,  in  the  centre  of 
good  society,  pleasantly  situated  on  the  border  of  Lake  Lafayette,  and  combining 
many  advantages  for  a  permanent  family  seat." 

It  was  in  passing  from  this  plantation  to  the  one  near  Quincy  that  he  discovered 
one  of  the  rarest  of  coniferous  trees,  which  he  named  Toreya  taxifolium,  There  are 
four  species  of  this  tree,  of  remarkable  distribution,  according  to  the  "New  Inter- 
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national  Encyclopedia",  second  edition.  All  the  species  are  very  local  and  very 
widely  separated,  occurring  in  restricted  localities  in  China,  Japan,  California, 
and  Florida.  After  Mr.  Croom  had  ascertained  that  it  was  the  first  discovered  in 
the  United  States  of  this  species  of  coniferous  tree,  he  desired  that  it  should  bear 
the  name  of  Dr.  John  Torrey,  a  famous  botanist  of  that  time  living  in  the  city  of 
New  York,  with  whom  he  had  collaborated  in  botanical  work.  Mr.  Croom  also  discoverec 
in  Florida  the  botanic ally  curious  little  plant  which  Dr.  Torrey  named  Croomia  panci- 
flora  in  his  honor.

THE  STEAMBOAT  HOME 

PRESUMPTIONS  TO  ORDER  OF  DEATH  IN  A  COMMON  CALAMITY 
By  D,  H.  Redfeam  of  the  Miami,  Florida,  Bar 

Based  on  the  famous  Croom  case,  7  Fla.  81,  decided  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  Florid 
in  1857. 

As  a  result  of  the  wreck  of  the  steamboat  Home,  one  of  the  most  interesting  cases 
in  the  legal  history  of  Florida,  was  filed  in  the  circuit  court  of  Leon  County  on 
the  2lpth  day  of  January,  1839*  In  this  case  Henrietta  Smith,  the  maternal  grand¬ 
mother,  and  Elizabeth  M.  Armistead,  the  maternal  aunt  of  the  three  Croom  children, 
filed  a  bill  in  equity  against  the  sister  and  the  brothers  of  Hardy  Bryan  Croom,  de¬ 
ceased,  for  the  purpose  of  determining  who  was  entitled  to  his  estate.  They  alleged 
in  their  bill  of  complaint  that  the  domicile  of  Hardy  Bryan  Croom  at  the  time  of  his 
death  was  in  the  state  of  North  Carolina;  that  all  of  his  children  survived  him  and 
inherited  his  estate;  that  William  Henry  Croom  was  the  last  survivor  of  the  child¬ 
ren,  and,  therefore,  was  the  sole  distributee  of  the  personal  property  of  his  father, 
Hardy  Bryan  Croom;  that  his  grandmother,  Henrietta  Smith,  as  the  next  of  kin  of 
William  Henry,  under  the  laws  of  North  Carolina,  was  entitled  to  all  of  the  personal 
property  of  the  estate;  that  by  the  lav/s  of  Florida  she  inherited  one  moiety  of  two- 
thirds  of  the  real  estate  in  Florida  which  descended  to  William  Henry  immediately 
from  his  two  sisters;  that  the  complainant,  Mrs.  Armistead,  inherited  the  other 
moiety  of  this  two-thirds,  under  the  statutes  of  descent  in  Florida,  and  that  the 
defendants  were  entitled  to  the  other  one-third  of  the  real  estate  which  William 
Henry  inherited  immediately  from  his  father,  and  not  through  his  sisters. 

The  defendant  Bryan  Croom,  brother  of  Hardy  Bryan  Croom,  contended  that  this 
family  had  departed  from  North  Carolina  with  the  intention  of  making  their  domicile 
in  the  State  of  Florida;  that,  for  this  reason,  the  domicile  of  Hardy  and  his  family 
was  not  in  North  Carolina  but  was  in  Florida;  that  Hardy  had  survived  his  wife  and 
children  and  that,  under  the  laws  of  Florida,  he,  Bryan  Croom,  was  entitled  to  the 
entire  estate,  as  he  had  purchased  the  interest  of  his  sister  and  brothers  in  the 
estate. 

It  will  be  observed  from  the  foregoing  that  the  two  main  issues  in  this  case 
were:  first,  whether  the  father,  the  mother,  or  one  of  the  children  was  the  last 
survivor;  and,  second,  whether  North  Carolina  or  Florida  was  the  domicile  of  the 
father  at  the  date  of  his  death.  If  the  father  survived  the  other  members  of  the 
family,  then  his  estate  went  to  his  brothers  and  sister.  If  the  mother  survived  the 
other  members  of  the  family,  then  she  inherited  the  estate  before  her  death,  and 
upon  her  death  it  went  to  her  relatives.  If  one  or  more  of  the  children  survived 
their  parents,  and  if  North  Carolina  was  their  domicile,  all  the  personal  property 
would  be  distributed  to  the  maternal  next  of  kind,  under  the  laws  of  North  Carolina 
then  existing;  but,  if  Florida  was  the  domicile  of  this  family,  the  personal  properly, 
which  was  the  most  valuable  part  of  the  estate,  would  be  distributed  between  the 
maternal  and  the  paternal  next  of  kin,  under  the  laws  of  Florida  then  in  force. 

- —(some  left  out)  — As  stated  above  the  evidence  of  a  number  of  the  survivors 

indicated  that  William  Henry  was  the  last  of  the  family  to  die.  However,  there  was 
some  conflict  in  the  evidence.  On  account  of  this  conflict,  and  by  reason  of  the 
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fact  that  Mr.  Groom  was  a  good  swimmer  and  the  strongest  member  of  the  family, 

Judge  Thomas  F.  King  of  the  Southern  Circuit,  who  was  trial  judge,  decided  in  favor 
of  the  defendants  and  dismissed  the  bill  of  complaint.  The  complainants,  Henrietta 
Smith  and  Elizabeth  M.  Armistead,  then  appealed  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  Florida  and, 
in  1857,  that  court  reversed  the  decree  of  the  lower  court  and  held  that,  in  the 
common  calamity  in  which  the  Croom  family  perished,  Hardy  Bryan  Croom  survived  his 
wife,  Frances,  and  his  daughter,  Justina  Rosa;  that  the  daughter,  Henrietta  Mary, 
and  the  son,  William  Henry,  survived  their  father;  that  William  Henry  survived  his 
sister,  Henrietta  Mary,  and  was  the  last  survivor  of  the  family;  that  the  domicile 
of  Hardy  Bryan  Croom  on  the  date  of  his  death  was  in  the  state  of  North  Carolina, 
and  not  in  the  territory  of  Florida,  and  that  the  domicile  of  the  father  at  the  time 
of  his  death  was  the  domicile  of  Henrietta  Mary  and  William  Henry,  the  two  children 
who  survived  him.  Under  this  decision,  the  mother  of  Mrs.  Croom,  Henrietta  Smith, 
obtained  all  of  the  personal  property,  which  was  the  most  valuable  part  of  the 
estate,  and  one-eight  of  the  real  estate*  Mrs.  Elizabeth  M.  Armistead,  the  sister 
of  Mrs.  Croom  was  awarded  one-eight  of  the  real  estate,  and  the  heirs  of  Hardy 
Bryan  Croom  the  remaining  three-fourths.  The  real  estate  was  governed  by  the  laws 
of  Florida,  where  it  was  located,  and  the  personal  property  by  the  laws  of  North 
Carolina,  the  state  of  the  domicile* 

This  case  was  heard  and  determined  in  the  Supreme  Court  of  Florida  by  Justices 
Bird  M.  Pearson  and  Charles  H.  DuPont,  and  by  Circuit  Judge  Jesse  J.  Finley  of  the 
Western  Circuit,  who  sat  in  the  place  of  Chief  Justice  Thomas  Baltzell,  who  was 
disqualified*

General  William  Croom  died  on  May  9#  1829#  at  his  residence  near  Kinston,  Lenoir 
County,  North  Carolina,  known  as  Newington.  He  was  buried  on  one  of  his  plantations 
about  3  miles  north  east  of  Kinston  on  the  Tower  Hill  Road,  known  at  that  time  as 
the  Collier  Place.  The  monument  erected  to  his  memory  has  been  broken  into  several 
pieces,  and  the  legend  is  that  it  was  broken  by  the  soldiers  of  Sherman’s  Army. 
Enough  of  the  pieces  can  be  located  to  read  the  following  inscription:  "Sacred  to 
the  memory  of  Gen.  William  Croom  who  died  at  Newington  May  9,  1829.  Age  57  years, 

5  mo’s,  5  d's," 

General  William  Croom  was  married  twice.  His  first  wife  was  Mary  Bryan,  daughter 


of  Col.  Nathan  Bryan,  a  prominent  citizen  and  a  member  of  Congress  from  North  Caro¬ 
lina,  Their  four  children  were  Hardy  Bryan  Croom,  Susan  Matilda  Croom,  Bryan  Croom 
and  Richard  Croom.  His  second  wife  was  Elizabeth  (Betsy)  Whitfield,  daughter  of 
Gen.  Bryan  Whitfield.  Their  five  children  were  Nancy  (Ann)  Croom,  who  married 
Edward  Croom  Beliairy  in  1829,  William  Whitfield  Croom,  John  Quincy  Croom,  who  died 
in  infancy,  Betsy  Croom  who  married  Samuel  Bellairy,  and  George  Alexander  Croom* 
General  William  Croom  established  planting  interest  in  Gadsden  County,  Florida, 
in  1826  but  never  became  a  citizen  of  Florida.  His  three  sons,  Bryan,  Richard,  and 
George,  all  became  citizens  of  Florida,  Hardy  Bryan  Croom  was  one  of  the  executors 
of  his  father's  will  and  first  came  to  Florida  in  the  interest  of  the  estate  in 
1830#  Hardy  Bryan  Croom  left  no  descendants,  as  he  and  all  of  his  family  perished 
in  the  wreck  of  the  steamboat  "Home"#  Bryan  Croom  built  and  lived  at  "Goodwood," 
the  present  palatial  home  of  Sen#  William  C,  Hodges  near  Tallahassee,  Bryan  Croom 
left  no  children.  Richard  Croom  lived  at  "Goodwood"  and  among  his  descendants  in 
Tallahassee  are  B.  C.  Whitfield  and  J.  B*  Whitfield,  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court  of 
Florida*  George  A.  Croom  lived  a  few  miles  east  of  Tallahassee.  He  married  Julia 
Church  of  Athens,  Georgia,  His  son.  A*  C,  Croom  was  for  years,  and  until  his  death 
the  State  Comptroller  of  Florida*  Among,. the  grandchildren  of  George  A.  Croom  are  w, 
C,  Croom,  Hardy  Church  Croom,  Dr#  J*  H«  Randolph,  Hayward  Randolph,  Mrs.  Thomas  P. 
Denham,  and  Mrs.  John  D.  Baker,  all  of  Jacksonville.  Mrs,  J.  B.  Whitfield  ana  Mrs* 

T.  M.  Dozier  of  Tallahassee,  and  Mrs.  Louise  Croom  Griffis  of  Lament,  Florida. 

Hardy  Croom  of  Ocala,  Florida,  is  a  great  grandson  of  George  A,  Croom*

He  was  well  educated  at  U.  N«  C.,  a  lawyer  and  botanist.  He  repre¬ 
sented  Lenoir  County  in  Senate  in  1828.  (See  further  information 
on  Hardy  Bryan  Croom  and  his  family  preceding  this.)  Attorney  N.  J 
Rouse  in  his  address  to  Croom  Reunion  Aug.  17,  1930,  states:  "The 
memory  of  Hardy  Bryan  Croom  should  ever  live  and  remain  green  with 
the  people  of  Lenoir  County  and  the  State".  It  is  said  that  the 
bodies  of  H.  B,  Croom  and  his  daughter,  Henrietta,  x^ere  never  re¬ 
covered.  The  others  were  buried  in  New  Bern,  N.  C,  in  the  Nathan 
Smith  Vault  (Nathan  Smith  died  1823).  The  Vault,  said  to  be  this

Discovery  of  relatives  of  the  former  owners  of  an  old  chair,  but  not  a 
commonplace  one  in  any  sense,  has  set  off  an  inquiry  for  information  which  leads 
to  historical  Goodwood's  present  country  estate  near  Tallahassee  of  State  Senator 
William  C.  Hodges.  The  quest  which  is  being  made  by  the  Dept,  of  History  and 
Archives  of  Alabama  relates  particularly  to  the  history  of  the  chair.  Incident ly, 
it  affects  the  Grooms  and  Whitfields,  because  the  former  family  created  Goodwood 
wherein  this  quaint  old  chair  first  stood,  and  the  latter  branch  passed  it  on 
following  the  palling  of  their  predecessors.  These  requests  for  information 
caused  a  general  thumbing  of  the  pages  of  memory  on  the  part  of  Tallahasseans , 

For  to  natives  of  the  Capital,  Goodwoods  tonic  influence  never  seems  to  grow  old. 
The  estate,  where  favored  sons  and  daughters  of  the  old  South  lived,  learned, 
loved  and  kept  abreast  of  the  times,  still  exists  in  a  remarkable  state  of  preser¬ 
vation.  Goodwood's  absorbing  chapters  of  romance,  history,  tragedy  and  tradition 
apparently  grows  fresher  with  age.  The  old  home  of  the  Grooms  is  an  unmistakable 
landmark;  a  connection  between  Northwest  Florida  of  100  years  ago  and  this  section 
of  today. 

The  chair,  in  which  the  Alabama  Historical  branch  is  interested  recalls 
most  forcibly  the  Goodwood  of  Civil  War  times.  It  is  the  chair  which  Jefferson 
Davis  used  when  he  was  inagurated  president  of  the  Southern  Confederacy  arid  is  one 
of  the  original  pieces  of  furniture  with  which  Bryan  Croom  equipped  the  home  he 
started  in  1839* 

Bryan  Croom  had  moved  to  Montgomery,  Ala,,  and  carried  with  him  the  origi¬ 
nal  Goodwood  furniture  when  the  Confederate  States  seceded  from  the  Union.  With 
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war  impending  and  National  Affairs  at  a  critical  stage,  it  became  necessary  for 
Alabama  to  furnish  buildings  in  which  to  house  a  Southern  Government.  To  Mr.  Croom 
went  the  priviledge  of  supplying  the  inagural  chair.  President  Davis  used  the 
Goodwood  chair  while  the  Confederate  Capital  remained  at  Montgomery.  Mien  the 
seat  of  Government  was  transferred  to  Richmond,  Mr.  Croom  gave  that  Article  to 
his  niece,  Mrs.  James  George  Whitfield  of  Whitfield  Archives  before  her  death. 

The  chair  which  was  exhibited  at  Confederate  reunions  throughout  the  country,  has 
been  beautifully  restored  and  now  reposes  in  a  specially  made  glass  cabinet. 

Bryan  Croom  founded  Goodwood  in  the  sense  that  he  bou^it  a  tract  of  land 
from  the  LaFayette  grant  and  erected  the  Colonial  Home. 

The  library  at  Goodwocd  is  perhaps  the  most  impressive  part  of  the  mansion. 
Overhead  the  frescoeing  which  was  done  by  a  French  Artist  while  the  Croons  lived 
there,  seems  as  fresh  as  if  it  had  been  fashioned  only  yesterday,  everything  - 
chairs,  tables,  divans,  marble,  pictures,  paintings  and  3i|00  volumes  of  the  library 
leaves  the  impression  that  nothing  has  been  altered  or  disturbed.

He  made  a  creditable 
record  as  a  soldier  as  is  attested  to  by  all  his  old  comrades  who  were  with  him  on 
the  march  and  in  battle  never  shrinking  a  duty,  always  eager  for  the  fray  and  po¬ 
ssessing  a  youthful  spirit  and  enthusiam  and  undaunted  courage  that  made  him  be¬ 
loved  of  all  his  fellows,  was  wounded  at  the  Battle  of  Bentonville,  some  timeaft^r 
the  war  he  moved  to  the  little  village  then  known  as  Shoe  Heel,  no w  the  flourish¬ 
ing  and  wealthy  town  of  Maxton,  Roberson  county.

With  sucH'u'pareiits  the  early  influences " surrounding  the  life  of  Arthur  'Bascom  Croom 
was  well  calculated  to  develope  in  him  his  best  talents  and  all  those  ideals  and 
ambition  that  make  men  useful  in  the  world.  He  was  reared  and  attended  the  schools 
of  Maxton  studied  medicine  in  the  university  of  Maryland  and  Baltimore,  and  was 
graduated  M*  D,  with  the  class  of  1905.  During  the  last  year  at  Baltimore  he  also 
pursued  post-graduate  work  in  John  Hopkins  University.  He  began  practice  in  his 
home  town  in  Maxton  and  for  more  than  five  years  he  and  his  father  conducted  awll 
equipped  hospital  in  that  town,-  In  July,  1917,  he  located  permanently  in  Wilming¬ 
ton,  the  seaport  city  and  commercial  metropolis  of  North  Carolina,  He  served  as 
Secretary  of  the  New  Hanover  Medical  Society  at  Wilmington.  Besides  being  a  physi¬ 
cian  and  surgeon  of  first  rank  Dr,  Croom  has  a  rare  gift  of  making  friends  with 
everyone,  of  whatever  station  in  life  and  he.  literally  radiates  cheer  and  comfort 
which  in  these  days  of  strain  and  complexity  are  as  important  an  agency  for  health 
as  medicine.  While  at  Maxton  Dr,  Croom  was  for  several  days  and  years  local  surgeon 
for  the  Atlantic  Coast  line  and  seaboard  Air  Line  Railway,—  During  the  administra¬ 
tion  of  Gov,  Charles  B,  Aycock  he  was  appointed  first  lieutenant  of  Company  M* 
Second  North  Carolina  Regiment  and  Gov,  Glenn  promoted  him  to  rank  of  Captain.

"  EARLIEST  KNOWN  CROOM  TO  SAIL  FOR  NEW  WORLD"  By  Herman  L#  Croom,  June  It,  I9t(. 

The  earliest  known  Croom  to  sail  for  the  New  World  was  John  Croome  who  Vas  on  the 
ship  John  and  Sarah,  of  London,  which  departed  from  England  on  November  8,  1651 
and  arrived,  probably  at  Boston,  around  the  13th  of  May,  1652,  His  was  the  fif¬ 
teenth  name  on  the  passenger  list,  John  Croome  was  probably  among  a  group  of 
Scotch  prisoners,  captured  at  the  battle  of  Dunbar  on  September  3,  1650  when  Crom¬ 
well  was  victorious  (8,000  were  slain,  and  10,000  were  made  prisoners),  Die 
captured  men  were  sent  to  the  New  World  where  they  were  sold  into  slavery  for 
periods  of  6,  7,  or  8  years.  The  persons  buying  them  built  houses  for  them, gave 
them  some  land  and  ii  days  a  week  to  work  for  themselves,  and  set  them  free  after 
they  had  repaid  the  money  paid  for  them.  Some  of  the  prisoners  were  let  off  at 
Barbadces  before  they  reached  Boston  and  John  Croome  could  have  been  among . them, 
since  a  search  of  old  Massachusetts  records  has  disclosed  no  trace  of  him  in  that 
state.  The  above  is  based  on  the  article  "Scotch  Prisoners  Sent  to  Massachusetts 
in  1652  by  Order  of  the  English  Government,"  in  the  New  England  Historical  Regis¬ 
ter,  vol,*  l,pp,  377-380. Comments :  I  believe  that  John  Croome,  of  Scotland,  could 
possibly  have  been  the  father  of  the  Croom  family  in  the  U,  S.  After  an  extensive 
search  of  passenger  lists  and  other  old  records,  X  have  been  unable. to  find _ evi¬ 
dence  of  another  person  with  the  family  name  sailing  for,  arriving  in,  or  living 
in  this  country  prior  to  Joel  Croome(e),  father  of  Daniel  Croom  of  Va,  Jr.hn  oroome 
could  have  made  his  way  from  either  Barbados  or  Massachusetts  to  eastern  ^.rginia, 
married,  and  had  a  son,  possibly  Joel,  who  could  have  grown  to  manhood  and  acquir¬ 
ed  or  inherited  land  by  1708.  I  am  not  advocating  John  Crocme  as  the  originator  of 
the  Croom  family  in  this  country.  I  -do  believe  that  he  may  be.
